COLLIER’S PREDATOR CONTROL 


It was with considerable interest that 
I and three of my friends read Eric 
Collier’s award-winning story ‘Wilder- 
ness Adventure.’’ Every fall for the 
last 4 or 5 years we have spent 10 days 
or 2 weeks with the Collier family, and 
in that time have come to know almost 
as much of Eric’s beaver country as he 
does himself. 

While primarily our trips up there 
have been after moose and mule deer, 
the highlight of the hunt has ever been 
the 3 or 4 days, after getting our moose 
or deer, that we have spent in shooting 
mallard ducks and geese along the 
beaver watershed. Such shooting has 
to be seen to be believed. 

The part of Mr. Collier’s story de- 
voted to beaver propagation and its 
value to North America’s waterfowl 
population was an understatement rath- 
er than an exaggeration. While under- 
standing little of the beaver and his 
ways, I certainly have seen enough to 
realize the importance of this fur-bear- 
ing animal to waterfowl habitat. I be- 
lieve that if the beaver could be brought 
back to many of the watersheds which 
he at one time tenanted, the American 
sportsman would be far richer in game 
supply. 

The part of Mr. Collier’s story touch- 
ing on predation was, in my opinion, as 
factual as his paragraphs on the beaver. 
I have seen many demonstrations of 
how Collier tackles this predator men- 
ace and would like to cite one such in- 
stance. Last fall we were circling a 
100-acre beaver pond at the end of a 
day of very successful mallard shooting 
when we saw a huge hawk struggling 
in a trap atop a 15-ft. pole. Unwiring 
the pole and dispatching the hawk with

CHAMOIS HUNTING 


Major Kimberly Brabson’s article 
“What the Doctor Ordered” brings back 
memories, both pleasant and bitter, of 
my own chamois-hunting experiences in 
November 1947. I too have a curved 
scar over my eye to serve as a reminder 
of the poor European method of mount- 
ing scopes too high, and also of the 
sportsmanlike technique the German 
guides employ while hunting the cham- 
ois. 

An uphill shot is practically the rule 
in chamois hunting, since the stalk is 
made in that direction. The American 
method of circling above goats and 
sheep whenever possible would be dead- 
ly on chamois also—which probably is 
the reason the Germans prefer to do it 
the hard way. The animal is constantly 
alert to danger from below, while 1 
have watched a herd buck for two 
hours without once seeing him even 
scan the area above him. 

The remarkable toughness of the 
chamois also deserves mention. One 
member of our party knocked a cham- 
ois off a ledge; it fell 25 ft. through the 
air, landed on its back on bare rock, 
and trotted off leaving no sign what- 
ever. In another case, the third mem- 
ber of the party got a surprise shot at 
60 yd. with his .30/06. As the 8-year- 
old buck trotted off, a large bloody 
patch could be seen where the bullet 
had left the body directly behind the 
shoulder. After smoking a cigarette we 
took up the prominent blood trail. The 
chamois was finally killed with a sec- 
ond shot after he had traveled more

FILLETED FISH FROM ONTARIO 


Having learned recently that the On- 
tario Department of Lands and Forests 
has banned the shipping of filleted fish 
out of the province by fishermen from 
the United States, I'd like to know the 
reactions of your readers to this ruling. 

For the last 6 years I have spent my 
summer vacations in Canada. I am not 
primarily interested in the fish I ship 
home; if I wanted fish, I could have 
them sent to me by commercial fisher- 
men in Ontario at about 50 cents a 
pound. On a vacation in Canada I 
spend about $400 and return with about 
50 lb. of fish, which comes to approxi- 
mately $8 a pound. 

The reason for the ban, according to 
a mimeographed letter I received from 
the Department, is that when fish are 
filleted it is difficult to check the num- 
ber of each species. My answer is that 
they should license quick-freeze plants 
to fillet and ship fish for visiting sports- 
men, and hold the plants responsible 
lor seeing that limits are observed. 

Under the old method, when I would 
have the fish iced and sent back, half 
of them were soft by the time they

Dude horses are inured to indignities

perience I vowed I was through with 
fishing and the men could keep their 
old bush-lined streams to themselves. 
We first visited a guest ranch high in 
the Crazy Mountains of Montana when 
our two children were young enough 
to take the painted and befeathered In- 
dians who always meet trains at Man- 
dan, N. Dak. as part of the real wild 
and woolly West. This ranch was within 
easy riding distance of seven streams 
and thirteen lakes, teeming with big 
brown trout, Eastern squaretails, cut- 
throats, rainbows, and infinite varia- 
tions of the last two. There was even 
one lake reputed to have grayling, 
though we never latched onto one. 


Jhen I say “easy riding distance,” 
W I mean easy after the _ initial 
agony of the first few days, and when 
I say “riding,’’ I mean Horse. My hus- 
band Bill, an Easterner who had always 
regarded a horse as a four-legged ani- 
mal designed to run around a race track 
and make you lose your shirt, never be- 
came reconciled to riding one, except 
as a necessary means of transportation. 

Fortunately, dude horses are inured to 
such indignities as fishing rods bristling 
out over their heads, frying pans and 
slickers smacking them on the flanks, 
and inexperienced riders who bounce, 
drop their reins, let their hats blow 
off on the narrowest part of the trail, 
and try to mount from the wrong side. 
(We carried our rods in a rifle boot, 
but on short trips some of the dudes 
preferred to keep their rods set up.) 

We committed nearly all these crimes. 
Our ten-year-old son Teddy even de- 
cided to mount by ignoring the stirrups 
and vaulting into the saddle the way the 
cowboys did. After three bucks (and 
I don’t mean dollars) he learned better. 
Of course the children took to horses 
like pheasants to a cornfield, and would 
come in from a four-hour ride as fresh 


as paint. Or fresher, for my son rode 
a pinto pony called Paint, and Paint 
was always reconciled to the dusty 


corral by the time Teddy had been on 
his back for a day. 

This seems as good a time as any to 
give the tenderfoot some advice aout 
ranch clothing. Buy your blue jeans 
plenty big for shrinkage, wash them 
several times to limp them up a bit, 
and by all means wear your long under- 
wear even if you are royally ribbed for 
it. (It always shows, but helps the 
chafing.) Always carry a slicker and 
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sweater on the back of your saddle, be- 
cause the mountain storms are brief 
but thorough. And don’t laugh at the 
big-brimmed hats. You don’t have to 
go ten gallons worth, but wear some 
kind of a hat that shades your face or 
you'll end up with the most terrific sun- 
burn you ever had. Western boots aren't 
obligatory, but those high heels are not 
just made that way to look well in the 
movies, or to make a short guy look 
as tall as his big girl friend. The heels 
help keep your feet comfortable in the 
long stirrups, and if they aren't too 
easy to walk in—well, what cowboy 
walks when there’s a horse around? 
(However, like cheese and wine, these 
boots improve with age; I’ve had mine 
fifteen years and I can dance in them.) 

I'll never forget our first family pack 
trip, accompanied by a laconic wrangler

inevitably named Slim. We thought we 
had pared our equipment down to the 
bone, with all our duffel on two pack 
horses, but Slim allowed as how we 
must be taking everything but the bil- 
liard table. One August morning we 
headed over a precipitous trail for 
Blue Lake, a sapphire pool up at 10,000 
feet altitude, fed by glaciers whose icy 
fingers reached down from snowy moun- 
tains to touch the shoreline. 

The scenery was breath-taking. We 
exclaimed over every little feeder 
stream, lined with natural rock gardens 
colorful with blue lupins and harebells 
and scarlet paintbrush all planted by a 
Master’s hand, and marveled at the bald 
peaks of the towering mountains pow- 
dered with fresh snow. We worried 
about how the kids would stand the 
trip, but when we finally rode into our 
camping spot, slid off our horses, and 
tried to straighten our knees without 
audible groans, the children were al- 
ready running and shouting with ex- 
citement. 

But of course no true fisherman is 
ever too fatigued to fish, so while Slim 
unpacked our gear and hobbled the 
horses for the night, Bill and Teddy 
were already setting up their rods and 
sorting over their flies for a few quick 
asts before sundown. Even our seven- 
year-old daughter was fired with en- 
thusiasm and insisted on Daddy’s fixing 
her up with a rod. 

“Sure you don’t want to fish?’ he 
isked me.

here and help Slim with the dinner.” 
Needless to say, we had fresh trout for 
dinner, along with the best pan-fried 
potatoes, sliced tomatoes, and canned 
string beans you ever tasted. 

Slim turned out to be a fisherman too, 
though he didn’t hold much with fishin’ 
with those darn silly artificial flies while 
there were live grasshoppers about. So, 
after a rather tossy night in sleeping 
bags, battling for a hip hole and trying 
to evade a touch of hailstones around 
4 a.m., then a superb breakfast of more 
flapjacks and cups of boiled coffee than 
I would care to count, I found myself 
slated to hold down the campsite in 
solitary glory. I was still adamant on 
the No Fishing count, but I was plenty 
busy at first. Too busy. 

Before Slim disappeared into the blue

and gold of that zippy morning, he 
taught me how to clean the trout my 
menfolk had caught before breakfast. 
(Our daughter caught a six-incher and 
it required considerable persuasion to 
get her to throw it back so it could 
grow bigger.) First you cut the gullet 
at the back of the throat. Then take a 
sharp knife and slit up the skin of the 
stomach, grab the top of the gullet with 
thumb and forefinger, and pull. The 
innards tear away in one rapid motion 
and all you have to do is run a quick 
thumbnail up the dark blood along the 
backbone, wash, and you have a fish 
ready for the frying pan. We always 
cook trout in bacon fat, first sprinkling 
it with a little cornmeal, dipping the 
tail in the hot fat so the fish won’t curl, 
then cooking three or four minutes on 
each side. Wonderful. 

I made up lunches of tongue sand- 
wiches and oranges. Then I helped 
blow up the two Navy-reject rubber 
boats and launched my family upon the 
cold, blue waters of the lake. Slim, who 
couldn’t swim, declared he'd do his fish- 
ing from the nice, safe land. I washed 
the breakfast dishes, aired and rolled 
up the sleeping bags, and gathered more 
wood for the fire. Then I pulled out 
a paper-backed whodunit and settled 
down to a seance of hard-boiled murder 
mixed with romance. But inexplicably 
I found my mind wandering and real- 
ized I really didn’t care who murdered 
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whom. I got up and tried to make 
friends with a scary doe and her little 
spotted fawn, who promptly bounded 
off. Next I wandered over to give my 
horse Croppy a pat and a lump of 
sugar, then disconsolately sat on the 
edge of the lake and watched the rub- 
ber boats. Slim was not visible. By the 
time the two-boat flotilla bearing my 
family returned to camp late in the 
afternoon, I was in a state of open 
rebellion, surrounded by a pile of po- 
tatoes I had been furiously peeling. 

“I’m just a squaw,’’ I said. “I didn’t 
come thousands of miles and get all the 
skin rubbed off my knees just to quali- 
fy for Best Camp Cook of the Year. I 
want to fish too.” 

“But, dear,” my bewildered husband 
said, “you told me you didn’t want to 
fish.”’ 

“Can’t a woman change her mind?” 
I snapped. ‘Maybe I can’t cast a decent 
line on one of those dinky streams with 
bushes leaning out all over the place, 
but even a moron ought to be able to 
cast from a rubber boat in the middle 
of a lake.’’ Next day, after that display 
of temperament, I went fishing and had 
the thrill of landing a beautiful fifteen- 
inch rainbow trout. 

Eventually I learned to wade the 
streams without getting caught up too 
much, and the following year we visited 
a ranch in southern Wyoming on the 
famous North Platte River, where we 
discovered the most exciting fishing of 
all was to use a tiny Black Gnat, size 
20, which required a leader of gossamer 
lightness. In rapid waters the biggest 
trout would hit these almost invisible 
lures, and then the fun was on. There 
is a big trout still out there with my 
fly and part of my leader in his mouth. 
I use a beautiful little two-piece, three- 
ounce rod, and when I finally managed 
to land a beauty weighing over two 
pounds, he felt like twenty. I must ad- 
mit my hat fitted rather tightly on my 
head for the next couple of days. Best 
of all, our children became so proficient 
in the art of fishing that they kept us 
hopping not to be outdone. 

So, take it from me, for something 
all the family can enjoy together, a 
Western vacation beats sitting indoors 
and watching television all hollow. Try 
it some time. THE END 


Waterfowl! Program Aided 


tter protection of migratory water- 

fowl will be made possible by Pub- 
lic Law 182, recently enacted by Con- 
gress. This authorizes the expenditure 
of 15 percent of the annual receipts 
from duck-stamp sales for administra- 
tion and enforcement, compared with 
the 10 percent formerly allotted. 

The additional funds, amounting to 
about $200,000 on the basis of the cur- 
rent sales of approximately 2,000,000 
stamps each year, will enable the hiring 
and equipping of enough new agents to 
bring the enforcement staff up to a 
Strength of about 120 men. They will 
also permit placing 21 new game-man- 
agement agents in areas previously un- 
derstaffed, and the employment of 
undercover agents to check illegal ship- 
ment of waterfowl.

The natives gather 
grapevine, run it through their fingers 
to bruise it, and then string it around 
some fifteen or twenty acres of jungle 
where they know there are pigs.

| land (Tenn.,) Bear, Deer, and Boar 
Hunter’s Club. The roster of hunters 
included the names of men from eight 
states, some having come great dis- 
tances. Among the sportsmen pres- 
ent were Roy Beeler, Tennessee’s At- 
torney General, and John Findlay, direc- 
tor of the Game and Fish Commission, 
both from Nashville. There were judges, 
generals, doctors, bankers, and men at 
the tops of their professions and busi- 
nesses in many fields. They had gath- 
ered in the primitive wilderness around 
the big Snowbird Mountains to tie the 
bonds of fellowship once again. It was 
the second year that General Wain- 
wright and Col. O. I. Holman, his aide, 
had flown from San Antonio, Tex., to 
participate in the event. 

It was the first time I’d met the Gen- 
eral, and I was attracted to him imme- 
diately.

top anywhere along the fringe of 

Georgia’s Altamaha Swamp and 

listen to the gum-beating around 
the stoves in the crossroads stores, 
across the roadside campfires, and even 
in the fishing bateaux, and you'll be 
amazed at the conversation. It seldom 
turns to the usual subject, but revolves 
around the wiles and wariness of the 
Altamaha turkey. 

The natives will tell you that of all 
the wild turkeys on the muddy face of 
the map, the Altamaha tom is the 
smartest, cagiest, and trickiest creature 
that ever wore a chin beard on his 
chest. They'll tell you that a deer is 
dumb, and that shooting quail is like

kicking a clay pigeon on the ground. 
But a turkey—especially an old buck 
that’s been stalked and called and 
peppered with fine lead—-that’s some- 
thing else again. They’ll admit that his 
environment helps make an Altamaha 
gobbler the most difficult of all wild 
game. And they have a right to that 
opinion—-those who live along the rim 
of the great swamp. 

On the map, the Altamaha River runs 
through some 125 miles of backwoods, 
from where the Ocmulgee and Oconee 
Rivers meet to form its waters, down 
to where those waters flow into the At- 
lantic, on the southeast Georgia coast. 
The swamp stretches from the high 
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bluff on the northeast of the river to 
the farmland along its southwestern 
bank. 

It’s a desolate labyrinth of crooked 
streams, twisted, moss-hung lakes, and 
serpentine sand ridges, of open, muddy 
flats, canopied by gigantic trees no 
lumberman ever laid a blade into. Meas- 
ured with the cool, calculating eye of 
an experienced gunner, the Altamaha 
Swamp is one of the last great regions 
that have an abundance of game such 
as the old folks knew. 


_ its fruitful oak flats each fall and 
winter pour hordes of migratory 
ducks greenheads, blacks, widgeon, 
teal, and many others. The colorful 
wood duck makes his home there all the 
year. There are wildcats and bears, and 
deer and squirrels as plentiful as clumps 
ot wind-blown moss. The hidden lakes 
jump alive with bass and bream, and 
the big swamp is one of the last hinter- 
lands of the pedigreed American wild 
turkey. Even under the terrific hunt- 
ing pressure of a few years ago, when 
wild turkeys were in season from the 
moment they hatched out in the spring, 
the flocks held their own. They came 
back strong under more stringent game 
laws, especially in the hunting pre- 
serves which began to appear along 
the river a score of years ago. 

The Howard-Parker preserve is one 
of them. Lying generally northeast of 
Ludiwici, Georgia, its many-thousand- 
acre chunk of land bites deep into the 
swamp. Some of it has been cut over, 
and here and there a section has been 
fenced, but for the most part the pre- 
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The Altamaha Swamp—almost impregnable shelter for wild game

serve is as virgin as it was a thousand 
years ago. 

The Howards, Tom and Hugh, were 
raised on the east bank of the Alta- 
maha. So was Jim Parker, who is older 
and whose eyes are filled with the wis- 
dom of the wilderness he chose never 
to leave. But if was Hugh from whom 
I got my lessons in the lore of the low- 
lands, who was with me day after day 
in the sprawling wilderness, and who 
brought me face to face with the biggest 
gobbler I ever met, close enough in 
fact for a slow waltz. Only we didn’t 
waltz. 

You should know Hugh. He is per- 
sonally acquainted with more turkeys 
than ten meat-store managers will see 
in a lifetime. From the big corn and 
peanut fields which march past his 
back door to the cross swamp snugged 
between the sand ridges that flank the 
old river run, he’s stalked and called 
and brought home gobblers for each 
Thanksgiving and Christmas table. He 
knows many of the bigger birds by 
sign. 

“There’s an old two-toed gobbler that 
crosses the sand ridges beyond camp,” 
he said, “and he’s as smart as they 
come. He’s been seen a few times, and 
his tracks have been seen a hundred 
times up and down the swamp. He looks 
like a good twenty-pounder. But he’s 
not the one we want.” 

I raised my eyebrows. ‘‘No?” 

Hugh wagged his head. “There's an 
old granddaddy graybeard that makes 
a track as wide as the spread of my 
hand, and he must run at least thirty 
pounds. He’s been hunted so much he 
can tell whether he’s being called with 


a cedar box or a brier leaf. He used 
to fatten up in my peanut field, but he 
seldom comes out of the swamp any- 
more.” 

He told me more about the gobbler. 
Like most smart buck turkeys that 
have grown old and large by being 
cagy, the tom seldom answered a yelp 
His curiosity usually prompted him to 
investigate one, but he always showed 
up, either by luck or strategic maneu- 
vering, just at the moment when the 
caller had given up and moved in his 
blind or was momentarily off guard. 


heard about the tenant farmer who 

had let his fields grow up in weeds 
one year, while he devoted every day- 
light minute to outwitting the big 
gobbler. But he never got any closer 
than a startled phutt-t-t and a roar of 
wings in a thicket so dense that all he 
saw, for a brief moment, was a sky- 
rocketing outline against the foliage. 

Smart toms fascinate me. They have 
also cost me food on the table, because 
I'd pass up younger, tenderer gobblers 
to wait for an old, wily one. 

“We can get an ordinary turkey,” 
Hugh promised 

I waved the idea aside; it was not 
to be considered for a moment. Hugh 
gave me the understanding, compas- 
sionate smile one true turkey lover re- 
serves for another. 

“I can’t even be sure we'll find 
him 

I nodded. I understood better than 
he knew. 

With the acorn mast short, many of 
the birds had gone to the flanking hills

for pine seeds and late-season berries. 
For two days Hugh, Tom, and I ex- 
amined every sandy patch the size of 
a dinner plate—fire breaks, logging 
roads, game trails—that we could reach 
by walking or riding. We found turkey 
tracks, where flocks of a younger gen- 
eration had crossed from one swamp 
to another or were foraging along the 
lonely pine barrens, but we did not find 
the mark we were looking for until the 
third day. I came down the edge of a 
narrow run and discovered the Howard 
brothers squatting over a spot that had 
been scratched bare of leaves. The big 
tom had left his calling card there 
a footprint that made my heart skip 
a beat. Hugh was shaking his head. 

“That was him, all right—forty-eight 
hours ago,’ he said. “Right now he 
might be anywhere within ten miles of 
this place.” 

“At least we know he’s still alive,” 
Tom said. 


Acting on clues and evidence that 
A would have baffled the F.B.I., they 
found a fresher track. But shortly 
after that the wind turned into the 
east and blew up a downpour that inter- 
rupted our hunting for two days. 

I found Tom Howard in the cabin, 
sitting with his head between his hands. 
“I’m trying to figure,’’ he said, ‘“‘where 
I'd go in weather like this if I were a 
buck turkey.” 

“You'd probably be balanced on a 
limb, under the shelter of an evergreen 
tree,” I said. 

Tom shook his head. He drew a 
rough map with a pencil and marked 
the two spots where we'd seen the old 
gobbler’s track. Then he _ connected 
them. His pencil line went through a 
gut where the cross swamp divided and 
a spur slough crawled under the high 
sand ridge that separated the cross 
swamp from the main one. 

“Hére,” he said, ‘is a natural crossing 
for all game. It’s one of the few spots 
where the oak trees dropped a good 
mast. The cover is heavy enough for 
protection and there are several good 
roosting places where the magnolias 
and live oaks hang over the water. 
Let’s try it.” 

We left our jeep at a black-water 
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slough that had risen 
knee-deep around the 
gum trees. I tucked my 
camera into its water- 
tight carrying case, 
fingered my compass, 
and shoved a handful 
of high-powered No. 2’s 
into the rubber-lined 
pocket of my hunting 
coat. Tom ducked out 
of sight into a mass of 
brush on the west side 
of the slough, and Hugh 
and I waded the raging 
waters to the other 
shore. 

I followed him along 
an old game trail for a 
mile before we cut back 
into the thick of the 
swamp, a place dotted 
with palmetto clumps 
and tall, lean oaks. The rain dwindled 
to a drizzle and then stopped, leaving 
miasmic wisps of fog trailing aimlessly 
under the trees. 

I left Hugh buried in a thick ever- 
green blind and walked another quarter 
mile into the swamp. Then I settled in 
a palmetto clump, with the open swamp 
floor sprawling all around me. For a 
quarter hour the woods around me 
were silent, except for the drip-drip- 
drip of raindrops off the tree twigs. 
Then I yelped—the sharp, impelling 
notes of a wandering hen.

t’s always amazing how the note of 
I a turkey brings the swamp to life. 
The cardinals and kinglets and a host 
of other birds that had heard our 
clumsy entrance into the woods began 
to stir again, and a squirrel chirred in 
an oak not twenty feet away. Minutes 
later a small white-tail buck walked 
out of the thicket on my right, so close 
I could have touched him .with a long 
fishing pole. He was pawing in the 
wet-leaf carpet when a vagrant breeze 
brought him my scent. For an instant 
he faced me, stamping his feet, then 
turned and tiptoed out of sight under 
the trees. 

No experienced turkey hunter calls 
too frequently. About thirty minutes 
later I yelped again, a loud yowk! that 
rang under the trees. Ten minutes 
passed, and then two young gobblers 
walked into sight, their long necks 
stretched into the air, their shoe-button 
eyes alert. They were within range, but 
I didn't lay a hand on my gun. We were 
after bigger game. 

The gloom thickened under the trees, 
a barred owl hooted expectantly beyond 
the slough, and then I heard the heavy 
flop-flop-flop of wings off to my left, 
where turkeys were flying up to roost 
for the night. The flock was small and 
they settled in the dense oak foliage 
that bordered the slough a hundred 
yards above me. Minutes passed. Then, 
deeper in the swamp, a big tom flew 
into the trees. I knew he was big by 
the power and resonance of his roost- 
ing flight. I remembered many another 
wise old tom who had roosted close to 
smaller birds to use their eyes and ears 
against danger. 


I crouched in my blind until I no 
longer could see the sights of my gun, 
but there was no further action. Then 
I made my way back to the old logging 
trail, where Hugh and Tom were wait- 
ing at the truck. 

“T heard him,” Tom told me. 
get him in the morning.”

t 4 a.m. the canopy overhead was 
clear ebony-black and studded with 
stars. The cold front had passed on, 
leaving the air crisp and clean. Over 
coffee, Hugh outlined the day’s strat- 
egy. “They'll fly down to the open 
swamp floor on this side of the slough,” 
he predicted, putting his finger on Tom’s 
rough map. “We’ll arrange our blinds 
in a triangle, a quarter of a mile apart. 
I’ll be here,” he went on, indicating the 
apex of the triangle, “and you two will 
take the sides. The young birds will 
probably fly down first and feed to my 
call. When the old gobbler sees he’s 
safe, he’ll follow them off the roost. 
Then one of us will get a shot.” 

We were in our blinds before the first 
gray light seeped into the trees. I 
settled back to enjoy those moments be- 
fore dawn. There’s something about 
deep turkey woods at daylight that 
quickens my blood. Overhead the stars 
wink out and soft light creeps into the 
tree crowns, changing them from black, 
blurred shadows into clear-cut living 
things. The birds awaken—the mewing 
thrasher first, then the quick-tongued 
towhee, and soon the squirrels and 
woodpeckers join the rising chorus. Just 
at sunup the crows call in the distance 
and it’s time for the roosting turkeys to 
start stirring and eyeing the swamp 
floor all around before they fly down 
to breakfast. 

Five minutes after the first crow 
caw, I heard Hugh’s typical three-cluck 
call. The swamp was fully awake now, 
with all its citizens astir. Two does 
tripped daintily through one corner of 
my vision, and then I tensed. Heavy

the last gnarled and stunted tim- 

berline balsams in the cut made 
by the tiny creek. Since we’d probably 
be gone several hours, we unsaddled our 
nags and tied them securely by the 
halter ropes. 

We could see our little jack camp a 
couple of thousand feet below us~— a 
couple of miniature tents, white against 
the yellow, frost-cured grass, and ou 
three picketed packhorses. To the right, 
down the valley a few miles, lay a love- 
ly unnamed lake, bright blue and bor- 
dered with alders that flamed orang 
and gold from early-September frosts 

Above us lay only high upland mead- 
ows, great gray cliffs, and slide rock 
About a mile away and 1,500 feet up 
was a saddle where, the afternoon be- 
fore, we had seen a dozen or so dots 
that we knew were mountain sheep, 
even though they were three or fou 
miles away at the time. Some were so 
light they seemed snow-white, and we 
assumed they were ewes and lambs 
But three, which plainly had dark sad- 
dles, we guessed were rams. Now we 
hoped, prayerfully, that the sheep hadn't 
moved since yesterday, and that we 
could get close enough to size them up. 


S° the four of us Harry Johnson, 
our British Columbia guide, Watson 
Smarch, a Yukon sheep hunter from 
way back, Bradford, my 18-year-old 
son, and I--began our climb, keeping 
to the watercourse so as to be as in- 
conspicuous as possible. In sheep hunt 
ing there is just about one rule: Se 
the sheep before they see you. If you 
do, all is well; if you don’t, you’re sunk. 

This was our third week on a hunt 
in the far-northern Atlin country of 
British Columbia. It had been largely 
devoted to climbing for sheep. Neither 
Brad nor I had got a ram. We had 
found a lot of sheep in another range 
perhaps 100 or so, all told——but most 
were ewes, lambs, and young rams 
We'd seen just one old ram, but he got 
a gander at us, too, so Brad managed 
only a running shot and missed. 

Now we were on our last-chance hunt 
Four days earlier we'd left our othe 
hunting companions, Doc Braddoc*x an 
Vernon Speer, with tne main outiit 
Their worries about sheep trophies wer 
behind them, since they’d taken young- 
ish rams. Now they were elsewhere 
after grizzly. We'd struck out with our 
little outfit for the mountains around 
Eva Lake, where, eleven years before, 
Harry had run a trapline. We glassed

in Oregon’s famed McKenzie River 

demand the McKenzie Special dry 
fly in mid-July and will take nothing 
else. Remembering that, I'd put half 
a dozen Macs into my dry-fly box.

A barber working on an almost-bald 
customer couldn’t have been more care- 
ful. Jack snipped off the hackles, one 
at a time, then blew lovingly on the 
fly before he finally handed it back 
to me. 

“That'll do it,” he said. ‘‘You know, 
some of those Wulff flies you got might 
work in Montana, where fish ain’t so 
educated. But not here on the Mc- 
Kenzie.” 

I set a lot of store by the Wulffs be- 
cause they had been tied for me by Dan 
Bailey of Livingston, Montana, a man 
who knows his Yellowstone River. They 
were bushy-winged and flare-tailed to 


my order for a high float in fast water 

“I’m going to use your trimmed 
Macs,” I told Jack. ‘“‘But just for fun 
I’m going to alternate them with my 
Wulffs.”’ 

I did. And the result? 

My high-riding Wulffs were just as 
productive as the McKenzies. Equally 
important, they were more relaxing to 
fish with, because I could watch a 
Wulff until a trout took it, but I couldn't 
see the McKenzie Specials.

That experiment was typical of others 
I’ve made from Portland, Maine, to 
Portland, Oregon. And the result was 
typical, too. 

Take that fall day on the Gallatin 
River in Montana, when we were all 
fishing dry flies. Paul Stroud used a 
Spent Adams; Phil Fjellman, a Joe 
Hopper; Dan Bailey, a high-floating 
Kolzer Dark Caddis; and I, a Light 
Cahill. All of us were about equally 
successful. 

Which brings us to the question: 
What makes a dry fly a consistent fish 
getter? 


“Nhere are a number of factors in- 
‘| volved, some affecting the angler, 
some affecting the fish. Let’s first con- 
sider the qualities that are valuable to 
the fisherman. 

1. The dry fly must be a good floater 
in all types of water—-in the long 
smooth flats, in broken water with 
pockets, or in turbulent white water. 
That turbulent water may be most pro- 
ductive, if you're out after big’ fish, 
but it’s the most difficult to get a good 
float on. 

2. The fly must be distinctly visible 
to the angler, particularly in fast water. 
He must be able to watch it until a fish 
takes it, then strike. If he can’t see the 
fly he cannot strike with full confidence. 

3. It must permit maximum delicacy 
in casting. Some flies cast better into 
the wind; others drop more lightly on 
water and create less disturbance on 
the long flats; still others are difficult 
to float in a cocked position. 

We'll discuss those points in detail 
a little farther on. Now let’s consider 
the fly from the viewpoint of a fish. 

It’s pretty obvious that a trout takes 
a dry fly because he thinks it’s a live 
insect. Some anglers therefore con- 
clude that a fly should look like the real 


FLIE 


thing. There’s a lot to be said against 
that theory, though. For one thing, 
the surface of water distorts (in vary- 
ing degree, as we shall see) anything 
floating on its surface. Second, we 
know that trout take dry flies bearing 
no resemblance whatever to anything 
in nature. 

When a fish looks up at a fly floating 
on water he sees a silhouette, even at 
night by starlight. During the day, 
miost of the sun’s rays bounce off the 
water surface; perhaps 15 percent pen- 
etrate it and even they do not go very 
far down. Looking up from his dim 
cave the trout sees a fly silhouetted 
against a bright background. But the 
form that silhouette takes varies ac- 
cording to circumstances. 

Obviously, the silhouette will be af- 
fected by the size and pattern of the 





fly. But it’s also affected by the lure’s 
translucency, particularly by the 
amount of light that filters through 
its edges. If you’ve ever held insect 
bodies up to the light, you’ve seen that 
light filters through some but not 
through others. If a fly is translucent 
around the edges, those edges become 
dim and vague, and the fly’s shape 
changes, as far as the fish is concerned. 

Right off you see that a “natural- 
looking” fly isn’t quite as important 
as its advocates make it. Carefully se- 
lected colors have gone into its crea- 
tion. But how important are they to 
the fish? When a trout looks up at a 
colored lure against a bright back- 
ground its colors disappear, to be re- 
placed by a sort of halo or corona 
around the fly. 

A lure is distorted even when it rests 
on mirror-smooth water. That’s be- 
cause of surface tension, that water 
“skin” which will float a common pin. 
When a fly lights on the surface, its 
hackles make dents in the surface ten- 
sion, and they’re comparable to large 
flaws in a reading glass. These dents 
distort the silhouette. As the fly moves 
on the surface, the distortion shifts. 
How can the fish get a clear view of the 
fly? It’s as though you were asked to 
picture a stranger’s appearance merely 
by looking at his reflection in the ever- 
changing, wavy surface of a trick cir- 
cus mirror. 


Well, you say, perhaps the trout 
VW gets a glimpse of the fly just be- 
fore it lands on the surface. Could be, 
but only if there is a mirror-smooth 
surface. Riffles can change the fly’s 
appearance into nothing recognizable. 
And under most fishing conditions (in 
this country, at least) the water is con- 
siderably riffied or broken. 

To get down to bedrock, let's take a 
basin of water outdoors, 
put a good-size mirror 
in it, and place our dry 
fly—-leader attached -on 
the surface. Looking in- 
to the mirror, we can get 
a fair approximation of 
what the fish sees when 
he looks up at the fly. 
Naturally, the fish’s eyes 
aren’t quite like ours, 
but they’re close enough 

for our present purposes. 

Our little experiment will quickly 
show the superiority of stiff hackles. 
Stiff, short hackles carry the fly higher 
and dent the water surface better, 
thereby increasing distortion. Tied 
palmer and with a bushed-out tail, the 
barb either rides clear of the water or 
only slightly under it. When it rides 
too low the hook looks tremendously 
large and menacing to the fish. 

Now blow on the water to ripple it. 
The distortions immediately become 
enormous. Now you see how unim- 
portant is the theory of ‘natural imi- 
tation.”” In a stream, with water cur- 
rents moving constantly, distortion is 
even greater. 

The mirror test reveals something 
else that is important to the dry-fly

could hear was the dull crunch ot 

hoofs on the crusted snow and the 
scurrying of our dogs as they labore 
up Horse Draw’s harsh ascent. Ni 
sign of life flickered in the vast, craggy 
wilderness, yet the three of us, Dad 
Marvin Dilly, and If, felt sure that 
somewhere we'd come onto the tracks 
of the mountain lion we'd been trailing 
since yesterday. 

I pulled out my cigarettes, and my 
ungloved hands stiffened. It was forty 
below, cold even for the arid Colorado 
Rockies 

Dad reined up abruptly, squinted 
ahead, and put a hand to his forehead 
to protect his eyes from the glare ot 
the morning sun. 

“Here we go again,” he announced 

Almost sixty yards beyond, I could 
see tiny depressions in the snow which 
to Dad’s trained eyes spelled CAT. 

Dad swiftly interpreted the tracks 
“Big male. Maybe 150 pounds. Passed 
by sometime during the night. Same 
one we trailed yesterday.”’ 

A slow grin spread over his leathery 
face. ‘No smokes this time, boys,’’ he 
said. “We'll take this one alive.” 

We're not exactly boys. We've both 
voted once. But both Marve and I knew 
that was Dad's way of kidding us about 
the female cat we roped last year. We 
hog-tied her hind feet and, figuring 
she was fast, stopped for a cigarette 
But the lion suddenly revived and took 
a swipe at me with a free forepaw. AS 
I jumped back Marve grabbed the 
hemp. In the ensuing scramble the cat 
tumbled over a cliff and hung herselt 

Our determination to take a mountain 
lion alive was provoked two years ago 
when the town of Rangely built a mil 
lion-dollar high school after its oil 
boom. One night at a school gathering 
a rancher recalled that Dad had onc 
figured out a way to catch lions alive 
Somebody suggested a live one would 
make a fine mascot for the Rangel 
High Panthers. In that isolated com- 
munity, practically snowbound fou 
months a year, the result was inevi 
table. Ever since then hunters have 
been vying for the honor of supplying 
the school with a mascot.

Is no safe place for a mountain lion wanted alive 
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The pressure was on us because we 
had some advantages. Everyone agrees 
that Dad, who’s been hunting lions all 
his life, probably knows more about 
them than anyone in our area. And 
our dogs are tops. Toughie, the Aire- 
dale, is phenomenal, while Buster and 
Lead were bred to Dad’s specifications. 
They’re a cross between bloodhound, 
for size and speed, and fox hound, for 
just plain cussedness. In a dozen bat- 
tles, no lion has ever stayed with them. 

Now, as.anyone who's tried it knows, 
capturing 150 pounds of screaming, 
clawing mountain kitty ain’t easy. It’s 
one of the most dangerous sports in 
North America. Normally a lion will 
stay clear of humans, 
but when he’s cornered 
he'll take on anything 
and anybody. A more 
worthy or more destruc- 
tive opponent would be 
hard to find. 

Ranchers and govern- 
ment trappers have driv- 
en them from many 
ranges, but they still 
flourish in the wild, rocky 
heights of northwestern 
Colorado, and the state 
still pays a $50 bounty 
for each one killed. It’s 
Strictly a winter sport 
since in summer the lion 
has no rival to dispute 
his reign over the hard 
timberline ledges which 
hold no spoor for dogs to 
follow. 

We'd been in the high 
“ountry three days when 
we picked up the cat's 
trail a second time. We'd 
wasted a whole Saturday 
working back and forth on the mountain 
with Doc Monahan and Hank Storey. 
Then, after a night’s rest, we’d switched 
horses and started out again.

‘harley was in charge. He led our 
C four-car caravan down the high- 
way to keep a 3 a.m. date with C. J 
Nixon, superintendent of the Toku 
Creek Hatchery near Fall City. W:th 
minutes to spare, we stopped beside thé 
long low buildings in which Nixon and 
his crew raise some 10,000,000 fish 
annually. 

“How many will it be 
Nixon asked cordially. 
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“We figure 2,600," Charley told him. 
“All rainbows.”’ 

The superintendent hung a pail on 
the scales, added water, then put in 
thirteen ounces of one-inch, two-month- 
old rainbow trout. The tiny fish had 
been “‘starved’’ for a day, to condition 
them for the trip. Club members had 
learned that if this isn’t done, the fry 
consume too much oxygen, give out too 
tinuch waste, and die. 

“How do you know you have 2,600?” 
I asked Nixon after he’d weighed out 
the fry. 

“By count and recount we know 
there are 200 fry to the ounce,” he an- 
swered, pouring the fry into the six- 
gallon, burlap-wrapped pack can. 

The can had been previously cleaned 
nd three-quarters filled with cold water 
plus ice. It could hold up to a pound 


of fry, Charley explained, as he cov- 
ered its small opening with a burlap 
pad held taut by a heavy rubber band. 
The carrying can was one perfected 
and made by the club. The hatchery 
supplied the fry free. 

“So you're off for the Nordrum basin. 
What lakes do you aim to stock?” 
Nixon asked. 

“We thought we'd put about half the 
fry in Nordrum and divide the rest 
among Judy, Rock, Lunker, High Low, 
and two small potholes,’’ Charley re- 
plied, as though the job would be as 
simple as pouring milk into a glass. 


... look on Nixon’s face made me 
uneasy. I knew the men stock lakes 
and streams in country from 2,000 to 
10,000 feet high——terrain so rugged that 
no trails reach 90 percent of its lakes 
and potholes. That’s how the fellows 
in this club got their name—the Trail 
Blazers. 

“You have a job on your hands,” 
Nixon said solemnly as he walked us 
to the door. 

At the café where we stopped for 
breakfast, a few of the more daring 
members suggested taking a shortcut to 
Lake Nordrum, but Charley was all for 
sticking to the Taylor River trail. He 
conceded that it would mean hiking 
two miles more than usual, because of 
a washed-out bridge, but pointed out 
that none of the group had ever trav- 
eled over the proposed shortcut, and 
that aerial and contour maps indicated 
6,000-foot ridges studded with canyons 
and rock cliffs. 

What was I in for, anyway? I started 
to do a little worrying, but after we 
picked up our fire permit and turned off 
toward the mountains, the narrow log- 
ging road swept beneath our headlights 
at such an alarming rate I couldn’t 
even do that. The cars scooted over 
flimsy trestles and skidded around sharp 
turns as though they were on a well-lit 
track. 

Suddenly the road ended at the 
washed-out bridge. Rain began to fall. 
As we piled out of the cars and bumped 
our heads against the low-slung clouds, 
it was obvious that shortcuts were out 
of the question. We had no choice but 
to keep to the trail 

We all had packboards carrying food, 
sleeping bags, first-aid kits, and fishing 
gear, the average load being about fifty 
pounds. Most of us carried our fishing 
rods in aluminum containers. Clayton 
Kilbourne had the dubious honor of 
carrying the pack can of fish fry. 

Hiking along the last stretch of the 
old logging road wasn't bad, despite the 
drizzle. However, when the road ended 
and a single-file trail began, we ran 
smack into a blowdown log jam that 
towered twenty feet high in places. My 
pack felt like a piano on my back as I 
tried to pick my way up and over those 
giant jackstraws. When I tried to 
crawl beneath them the pack would get 


wedged, bringing me up short. I was 
annoyed until I saw Clayton. Every 


time he rope-walked along a log, the 
sloshing water in the pack can threw 
him off balance, and when he ducked 
under the logs he got a quick, cold 
shower as water cascaded through the 
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thick burlap cover and down his neck. 

It took just 200 feet of this going to 
tire me. And when we got out of the 
blowdown, the trail ahead didn’t look 
promising. It was narrow, brush-lined, 
and flanked by sky-scraping trees that 
grew so thick they hid the leaden sky 
from view. Everything was wet. Driz- 
zle-soaked leaves dripped on us, and 
whenever we had to leave the trail the 
sodden bushes sprayed us from head to 
foot. Rivulets of perspiration ran down 
our backs and legs as we plodded up the 
never-ending switchbacks through the 
dank but weirdly beautiful forest 

I had to stop frequently, gasp for air, 
and let my pulse calm down. The dis- 
tance from the windfall to the top of 
the ridge was only 3!% miles, but it was 
also a climb of 3,400 feet. I was thank- 
ful when we reached the halfway stream 
where the water in the can of fry was 
to be replaced. 

I began to realize now why these fel- 
lows had raced like crazy along the 
highways and logging roads, scrambled 
like mad ants over the windfalls, and 
stomped up the twisting trail without a 
pause. They didn’t want those fish fry 
to die. By sticking to schedule and 
moving constantly to aerate the water 
in the can, they kept the fry alive. 


Although the Trail Blazers have made 

Z more than 300 stocking trips and 
planted over 2,000,000 trout fry in bar- 
ren or depleted high lakes, relatively 
few trips have been unsuccessful. One 
lot of fry was lost because of metallic 
poisoning from unpainted cans, but the 
men never let that happen again. An- 
other time 10,000 fry failed to survive 
a trip because the water temperature 
in the cans rose a dozen degrees above 
the vital range—-48 to 50 degrees. Since 
then the parties do not rely upon reach- 
ing cold streams or snow, but pack 
along a hunk of ice which they chip 
into the cans as it’s needed. 

On this trip the water temperature 
rose only a degree or two, so icing was 
not necessary. Before refilling the can, 
Clayton checked the stream-water tem- 
perature, which was correct within a 
degree, so it could be used without fur- 
ther ado. 

I was stiff when I stood up after our 
rest and thus grateful to Verne for 
helping me shoulder my packboard. The 
second half of the climb up the tortu- 
ous trail was a repetition of the first, 
with a little excitement added when 
Jack Rollo stepped on an undergrountl 
nest of yellowjackets. We scrammed 
but quick. The buzzers proved to be a

continuing nuisance, and half the men were stung during 
the trip. 

I reached the top of the ridge without mishap but my lef 
thigh muscles knotted up hard as we worked down the trail 
less mountainside, which dropped some 400 feet in the halt 
mile descent to Lake Nordrum. I sure envied Bob Johnso: 
and Frank Mortimer their one-man rubber boats when the: 
paddled down the mile-long lake to the cabin while I ha 
to hike. 

The three-sided cedar-shake shelter had been built by clu 
members as a memorial to Bill Simon, a Trail Blazer who wa 
shot down in the South Pacific. No more fitting memori: 
could have been erected, for Bill truly loved these mountain 
and had helped stock many a lake. 


e swung off our packboards and flopped down to eat our 
lunches in the open side of the shelter, facing a fire that 
earlier arrivals had made. My leg hurt like blazes and I wa 
cold, wet, and shivery, but the fire—and a cup of hot chocolate 
Don Butler shoved into my hands—soon began to thaw me out 

I was amazed at the dispatch with which the men worked 
Scarcely waiting to finish their lunch, Johnson, Mortimer, ani 
Whitham, with fishing gear and 300 of the fry in a separat: 
container, headed down a tree-steepled ravine toward Jud, 
That sapphire-blue lake, a thousand feet below Nordrum, was 
considered a hot spot, but the men would have to hike ove: 
rough terrain for an hour to reach it, and it would take them 
212 hours to return. Their only compensation was a chance 
to fish a lake beyond the beaten path. 

I had the privilege of pouring about 1,300 of the fry into 
Nordrum itself. It was good to see that none of them 
floated belly-up. The temperature of the lake was 52 degrees, 
so we did not have to temper down the can. Then, leaving 
Butler behind to keep the fire going, we struck off cross- 
country with the rest of the fry. By the time we topped a 
ridge and scrambled over a rockslide or two, my left leg 
would hardly move. When Charley Yadon had put 300 fry) 
into Rock Lake, I told the gang to go on without me. | 
really wanted to see the rest of the lakes and potholes. So 
did Charley, but he stayed behind with me. We had one 
consolation—a chance to fish this rock-bound lake. 

The rest of the gang hopped across the rocks like wild 
goats. They straddled the heavily timbered ridge to Lunker 
and put 100 of the fry into it, then dropped down to High Low 
Lake, in which they planted 500. 

Pfister and Rollo remained there to fish, while Kniert, 
Kilbourne, Mathewson, and Tillotson pressed on through the 
woods, over long stretches of rockslides, and across cliffs 
marked impassable on the maps, to plant the last of the fry 
in two small potholes. It was dark when they got back to 
camp, after having been on the trail since early morning. 


/[eanwhile, the rest of us had started to work the lakes 
M systematically, to see whether they’d been fished out. 
Roll-casting with fly rods, heavy lines, and salmon eggs on 
single hooks, Pfister and Rollo gave High Low a good going 
over, but got no strikes. Charley and I used one-pound-test 
phantom leaders with two salmon eggs on our hooks, but we 
had no luck either. Johnson, Mortimer, and Whitham to- 
gether took ten nine-inch cutthroats out of Judy, and put 
back a dozen smaller trout. Although the legal minimum is 
six inches, Trail Blazers throw back any fish under eight, as 
being too small to take out of waters that are stocked at 
such back-breaking expense. 

All the lakes in the area had been tested for conditions 
favorable for trout before being originally stocked, and all 
had been normally productive. But the need for restocking 
High Low and Rock was evident. 

Around the fire that night I gathered that these conserva- 
tion-minded guys had a lot of fun wherever they found it 
for they swapped stories of water fights at rest stops, free- 
for-alls before hitting the sack at night, and dousing of coli 
water on those who slept too late of a morning. 

Much of their humor is directed at members who wand 
off the trail, although no one has ever been seriously los‘ 
If a man does go off on the wrong tack, he is later pr 
sented with a cowbeli and a white cane, and he’s oblige: 
to carry them on all trips, and to club meetings and socia! 
events as well. 

Members get fun out of raising money for their projects 
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At meetings, for instance, the man who is currently carrying 
the cowbell and cane must never let them out of his posses- 
sion. If they’re swiped from him, even for a moment, he is 
fined $1, and the “thief’’—if caught—is assessed a like 
amount. Fines are imposed at the drop of a hat. If one 
member objects to another’s cigar, the second may have to 
pay fifty cents for smoking it. Even a slip of the tongue, 
when a man is addressing the club, calls for a cash penalty. 
At each meeting, half the members wind up paying fines. 


ry \he money thus collected, plus fifty cents a month dues, 

pays for equipment and the expense of trips into the 
mountains. It also buys such things as aerial photogra- 
phy of the back country—very useful when stocking plans 
are being made. 

While good for taking pictures, the airplane is not likely 
to replace back packing in planting the high lakes. The 
Trail Blazers pioneered in airplane stocking of Seattle's re- 
mote waters in 1938, when fry-filled cans were parachuted 
from a seaplane. State agencies, impressed by the success of 
this experiment, used the club’s data to inaugurate an air- 
plane stocking program. But the plane cannot replace the 
Trail Blazer any more than it can replace the infantryman. 
It’s of little help until the lakes have been surveyed and 
their needs determined. The only way to get that data is 
to hike to them. Moreover, the airplane could not reach 
many lakes and streams situated among steep ridges. 

Sunday’s weather, sunny and clear, was in sharp contrast 
with Saturday’s. Our schedule was not pressing; it called 
for fishing—a mighty pleasant aspect of the overall research. 
Since Don, Verne, and I were slightly incapacitated, we 
stayed at Nordrum. It could hardly be surpassed as a quiet, 
tree-flanked refuge, but its fishing was lousy that day. 

Don and Verne got on a raft and poled along the brushy 
shore until they found a likely spot, then stillfished with 
single hooks and salmon eggs. I tried the same technique in 
other spots. I also moved around the entire lake in a rubber 
boat, using a triple-hook lure. None of us had as much 
as a strike. 

Kniert, Tillotson, and Mathewson double-checked Rock 
Lake with eggs and flies but got no rises. Tillotson and 
Mathewson then swung over to Lake Judy and found fish 
jumping in the shade. They caught seven nice rainbows and 
one cutthroat in the first half hour. 

Meanwhile George Kniert cut cross-country to meet Frank 
Mortimer, Bob Johnson, and Jack Rollo at Lake Carol, where 
he took a couple of ten-inch rainbows, wet-fly fishing with 
114-pound-test line. Bob, Frank, and Jack got their limits 
of twenty, all rainbows averaging eleven inches. They re- 
ported that the trout were twice as scrappy as those in the 
low lakes, and more cagy, too. 

Although Carol could be considered a hot spot, the fellows 
concluded it had been overstocked, since the four-year-old 
trout were not as large as they should have been. Over- 
stocking is carefully checked by the club, because it’s a 
mighty quick way of ruining a high lake for good fishing. 


he last group—Charley Yadon, John Pfister, and Clayton 

Kilbourne—set off to ascertain whether any of the short- 
cuts suggested the day before were feasible. Carrying field 
glasses, cameras, and lunch, they climbed the highest peaks. 
The day was clear, and distant ridges and rock cliffs were 
visible through the glasses. Ten lakes could be seen in the 
foreground with the naked eye. The men took sectional 
pictures of the surrounding country, later to be butted to- 
gether for route mapping. They found that current informa- 
tion about a possible shortcut was partly accurate, but that 
the trip would be long, time-consuming, and extremely 
dangerous in foggy weather. 

All facts and findings resulting from the trip would be writ- 
ten up later, and made available to hunters, fishermen, state 
game-and-fish men, and the U. S. Forest Service. 

Obviously the Trail Blazers are not out to plant them- 
selves a series of private fishing holes. They want to catch 
their limits, of course, but they want other anglers to get 
theirs, too. They reveal, in fishing guides, what kind of fish 
they have planted, and where. And they offer advice about 
the easiest ways to get to any of the streams, lakes, and 
potholes they stock (continued on page 75)

iss Belle was a redbone, small 
for her breed, a foxhound cull. 
She belonged to a neighbor of 
mine who followed the old-time South- 
ern tradition of going out afoot with a 
slat-ribbed pack to hear them make 
hound music all day and all night. But 
Miss Belle invariably would get thrown 
out of a race and then would run after 
rabbits. Convinced that a dog is a good 
hunter only if hungry, my neighbor had 
brought her to a stage of undernourish- 
ment. My private opinion was that Miss 
Belle’s failings in the field were not at- 
tributable to any weakness of charac- 
ter; she was just hungry and rabbits 
were food. 
I pitied her and bought her, for I have 
always believed that kindness to dogs 
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by EMMET GOWEN 


is somehow rewarded. Miss Belle con- 
firmed that belief beyond my wildest 
expectations, and that’s what this story 
is all about. 

But I didn’t buy her solely out of 
compassion. I had a use for her. I 
wanted her as tutor for a pair of prob- 
lem pups. I began by feeding her all 
she could hold, once a day. She soon 
recovered from a skin disease, her 
sunken, crazy-looking eyes brightened, 
and she became sleek, sensitive, and 
dainty. That was the first intimation 
of my reward. I found that I owned a 
real beauty of a redbone hound. 

The pups I wanted her to teach were 
a sad pair of orphaned beagles. I'd 
tried every training trick in the books 
to get them working, but they had no 


interest in rabbits. Sometimes I was 
convinced that they didn’t even know 
there were such things. Once I even 
put a live rabbit in the henhouse with 
them. Ever offer a friend a mess of 
fish and have him say, “Are they 
cleaned?” Janie and Willie reacted to 
the rabbit that way. They were posi- 
tively disgusted. For as long as I 
watched, the rabbit sat in one corner 
and they in the other—apprehensive, 
noncommittal, polite. 


ut as soon as I went into the hous 
B the dogs began barking at the 
rabbit, trying to make it leave. In- 
stinct? No instinct ever told them that 


a rabbit was their natural prey. They

didn’t know what it was and they didn’t 
like it. I gave up. 

That was before supper. The barking 
went on, I don’t know how long, but 
about 10 p.m. I noticed it had ceased. 
I got a flashlight and went down to the 
henhouse to have another look. There 
was no trace of the rabbit. He’d evi- 
dently made some false move that 
finally got through to some primitive 
impulse in Willie. Not Janie. Willie, 
who previously had hardly been bigger 
than a rabbit, was now as big as a 
beagle pup plus a rabbit. But he hadn't 
burst, so he must now know that rab- 
bits are good to eat, the bread of the 
forest. Would he ever learn, as beagles 
are supposed to, that rabbits are also 
a sporting proposition ? 


y firm belief by this time was that 
iL hunting dogs are not born that 
way. They don’t find out themselves 
that paths of scent usually lead to food 
and fun, any more than we humans are 
born knowing that to live we must track 
down the 8:10 every morning, trail the 
boss’s wishes all day, and ultimately 
tree at the cashier’s window. 

The first day I took Miss Belle out 
with her pupils she substantiated my be- 
lief that they needed an elder to hunt 
with. Their hunting instinct came alive. 
True, they hunted with dependence upon 
her, as her assistants. They imitated her. 
But when she overran a rabbit the 
beagles immediately behind her made 
the check, announced it, and called to 
her for help. 

That was fine, but the best was yet 
to come. Soon Miss Belle began teaching 
me. When I let her out of the kennel 
She would run off swiftly, for about 
fifty yards, slow down, raise her head, 
and let out a deep-toned baying. 

To me, and I suppose to others who 
think that dogs are the best part of the 
love affair with nature known as hunt- 
ing, this was clear language. With her 
single a-hoo, Miss Belle eloquently and 
With beautiful simplicity said: ‘Here 


we go. I'll find us something, and the 
fun will begin. We’re off!’ 

She sniffed the ground, swerved, and 
babbled. Babbling is supposed to be a 
vice. But by her vices I had acquired 
her. She briefly babbled a cold trail. 
Then she babbled another, and a third, 
announcing them in a way that made 
clear their insignificance. Then she took 
off. She undertook to lead me: “This 
way—the rabbits are on the other side 
of the hill.’’ It was a sunny, cold day. 
On a day like this, Miss Belle told me, 
rabbits are always on the south side of 
a hill. They favor grass clumps or the 
edges of brush piles where they bask 
in the sun. She knew these things. 

It was news to me. I'd always as- 
sumed, having been a walker-up of 
rabbits all my life, that they’d be in 
good cover or, if not that, then they 
were just plain scarce. But this isn’t so. 
I learned in a season’s hunting with 
Miss Belle that although a community 
of rabbits may forage in all the good 
cover of a farm, they are likely to pick 
out just one area—say an old sedge- 
grass field with brush piles scattered 
about—-where they’ll all lay out. Unless I 
chanced to hunt that very field out of six 
or a dozen others, I’d come home empty- 
handed and conclude that rabbits were 
mighty scarce. But Miss Belle’s cold- 
trail system, when I learned to follow 
it, would take us directly to that field. 
With her there was no such thing as a 
scarce year for rabbits. 

That first day she trotted to a brush 
pile, head up, alert, expectant, and said 
“Boo.”’ She spooked a rabbit. He slashed 
down the hill with all three dogs in full 
cry, their long ears flopping in the wind. 

The chase circled out of sight in 
brush. Now came the careful, methodi- 
cal tonguing of dogs in a hurry-——but 
not too much of a hurry. Miss Belle 
was in front, Willie at her heels, and I 
could tell by the voices that Janie was 
crying along, announcing checks which 
Miss Belle overran. The rabbit ran out 
of the thicket, in sight but out of range. 
Then the dogs burst out and we had a 


pell-mell sight race, hound harmony in 
presto time. 

The rabbit hit the edge of the woods 
and made a sharp turn. Then, with fur- 
ther escape tactics in mind, it turned 
again while the dogs went back to work 
out the check. Janie found it and 
shrieked for help. While this was going 
on the rabbit tiptoed out of the thicket 

back-tracking to get behind the dogs. 

That was the rabbit’s fatal error. My 
first shot was too long, but the rabbit 
kept on. I tried once more and failed to 
reach him, and again he came on. I 
reloaded, and crippled him. He turned 
and ran into the thicket. I went in and 
found Willie guarding the quarry and 
looking to me for a pat on the head. 
Miss Belle, more mature and less de- 
monstrative, just gave me a glance. Then 
she went off to hunt up another rabbit. 

Next I wanted to get a rabbit out of a 
plum thicket off to the right. Miss Belle, 
however, felt differently. She believed 
the next rabbit would be in a brier 
patch rimmed with red-berried buck 
bushes. To train a dog properly, as all 
sportsmen know, you must insist that 
your orders be obeyed. So I insisted. 
Wasn't she my dog? Hadn't I bought 
a new Marlin over-and-under simply to 
compliment her? But all Miss Belle 
would do when I called was stop and 
listen, turn, and make for the brier 
patch once more. 


Je had a heated show-down right 
W there. Miss Belle won. The beagles 
and I hunted the plum thicket. It was 
empty. Miss Belle went to the brier 
patch and got up a rabbit. 

This kind of thing, repeated many 
times, taught me a lot about rabbit 
cover. The Br’er Rabbit fable about the 
brier patch is soundly based on the fact 
that he has advantages in it. He is safe 
in his network of paths covered with 
barbed entanglements which will stop 
dogs or foxes. When buck bushes grow 
there, with red berries that rabbits love,

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nd just when I thought I had him 
whipped, my leader frayed and 
broke!"’ You've heard fishermen 
tell that sad story—maybe you've told 
it yourself. Chances are you were 
wrong. Probably the leader didn’t fray 
at all, but broke at its weakest spot— 
a knot you had tied in it. 

Sure, I know you tie the prescribed 
knots, the ones anglers have been using 
for generations. So it may come as a 
shock to you to hear that some of them 
seriously weaken your leader. I know 
that I would have hooted down any 
such suggestion a couple of seasons 
ago. But that was before I became 
knot-conscious and did a lot of experi- 
menting on a precise thread-testing 
machine. What I learned opened my 
eyes. And what I learned helped me 
increase my take-home catch by 25 
percent and my chances of landing 
trophy trout by 100 percent. 

I found that run-of-the-stream knots 
reduced the strength of my terminal 
tackle by anywhere from as little as 7 
percent to as much as 75 percent. The 
machine told the tale. Rating the 
strength of a leader as 100, I found 
that the old stand-by, the fisherman’s 
knot, reduced that strength to 58, as 
against 87 for the blood knot. 

I found that the popular square knot 
could reduce the tensile strength of a 
10-pound-test leader to 312 pounds. A 
fisherman’s knot in a 2X tippet made 
it almost as weak as a 4X tippet tied 
with a blood knot. An overhand knot 
reduced the strength of a 4-pound-test 
leader to only 1 pound. 


o I went out last season and experi- 

mented on the streams with a new 
set of knots. And I didn’t pop nearly so 
many dry flies as I had in the past, 
nor leave sO many nymphs, wet flies, 
and lures in big fish. And I had the 
added satisfaction of landing the big 
ones. 

I've also been examining other an- 
glers’ knots, and I've seen hundreds of 
them. But I have yet to meet a fisher- 
man— salt or fresh water—-whose catch 
could not be improved by stronger 
knots Incidentally, I’ve seen some 
pretty careless tying, which can ap- 
preciably weaken even a good knot. 
To avoid shearing, bring a nylon knot 
up slowly and steadily; to set a gut 
knot, bring it up with a jerk. 

Knots are all-important to the fisher- 
man. For finesse in his sport, he re- 
duces his terminal tackle to the smallest 
diameter he thinks he can get away 
with. He hopes such tackle will main- 
tain its maximum strength on the 
stream. Then he unknowingly reduces 
that strength drastically by tying con- 
ventional knots. That's why he should 
have a repertory of tested ones, each 
suited to a special purpose. It wouldn't 






ie 
JAM KNOT rates 87 percent strong in 
tests, but if the end is tucked through

include the popular bowline or square 
knots, for instance, because they are 
much too weak. 

Not more than eight good knots are 
needed for all the types of fishing that 
I'm acquainted with, and I think I’ve 
met them all. You can learn to tie 
those knots in one evening. And you'll 
increase knot breaking strength from 
an average of about 70 percent to an 
average of about 90. That 20 percent 
can make a vast amount of difference 
when a good fish is pitting his last 
ounce of strength against you. It could 
be the most important improvement 
you ever made in your tackle. 

The toughest man to engage in an 
argument about knots is the deep-sea 
angler—particularly the one who goes 
out for record fish with threadline 
gear. Naturally, he wants the strongest 
knot possible in attaching his line to a 
swivel or lure. If he’s inexperienced 
he may make a loop with a simple over- 
hand knot, and thereby reduce the ten- 
sile strength of his line by 47 percent. 
But if he were to double the loop 
through twice, he’d reduce the strength 
by only 16 percent, making his tackle 
almost one-third stronger. 

Now, the average ocean angler will 
counter: ‘Sure, you're probably right 
But my skipper knows how to tie good

knots. He’s been tying a jam knot for 
me for years.” 

On the testing machine, that jam 
knot rates exactly 87 percent of the 
line’s tensile strength, which is pretty 
good, for sure. But wouldn’t you be 
delighted to increase its strength to 
97 percent? To get a bonus of 214 
pounds on a 25-pound line? You can 
achieve it with one simple motion—by 
simply taking the loose end and tuck- 
ing it back under the knot, as il- 
lustrated. 


77 ant to try for the remaining 3 
percent? It might provide a 
crucial % pounds of strength that will 


bring a great trophy fish to gaff. Turn 
to the picture sequence ‘100 Per- 
center.” The knot is a toughy, grant- 


ed, but it will bring you as close to 100 
percent strength as you're likely to get. 
This knot, only a couple of years old, 
is so strong that the line usually breaks 
in a test before the knot gives way. 
Such deep-sea loop knots are, of course, 
useful for the plug caster and spinning- 
tackle man. 

Now that we've hurdled a heavy-duty 
knot for ocean fishing, let’s consider 
the fly caster. He uses the most knots; 
he desperately tries to get down to

finer and finer tippets; and he wants to 
get every quarter ounce of strength 
out of them. 

That’s where I come in, blushing. 
Four years ago I was blithely joining 
an additional tippet to my leader when 
my fishing partner said, “I think you 
might have more luck with this knot.” 
He showed me a complicated blood 
knot. 

“I’ve been using my fisherman’s knot 
for twenty years,” I retorted. “It’s 
easier, faster, and, I'll wager, just about 
as strong as yours.” 

Just what kind of knothead was I? 
On the testing machine my ‘just as 
strong” knot tested 29 percent weaker. 
Later, by using the blood knot, I was 
able to reduce the diameter of my lead- 
er by one fourth, and yet maintain the 
same breaking strength I’d had with 
the fisherman’s. 

When I’m nymphing I like to know 
how my sunken lure is working, so I 
tie on a dry-fly dropper that I can 
watch atop the water for a tip-off. In 
the past, like most anglers, I simply 
used the double-overhand knot. Some 
anglers like the perfection loop knot 
(see cut). Others prefer a blood-knot 
dropper. What’s the verdict of the 
thread-testing machine ? 

The double overhand rates 53 per- 
cent; the perfection, 84 percent; the 
blood dropper, 86 percent. (But when 
the perfection is properly tied as a loop 
knot, instead of as a dropper, its 
strength is 88 percent, which is per- 
haps a hint to use the right knot for 
the right purpose.) 

From time out of mind there has 
been argument about the most critical 
of all fishing knots, the one that joins 
the finest part of the tapered leader to 
the eye of the fly. For many years I 
used the Turle (incidentally, it is not 


“turtle’’—it was named after its orig- 
inator); its breaking strength is 80 
percent. With nylon I added a double 


twist to the loop to keep it from slip- 
ping, but there was no appreciable gain 
in strength. 

But a new knot—the double eye 
that I’ve adopted since my experiment- 
ing on the testing machine raises the 
breaking strength to 87 percent. And 
with fine leaders that is most important. 
When I use a heavier hook for wet-fly 
and nymph fishing I prefer the jam 
knot with the reverse end tuck. 

Nylon has changed the knot picture 
radically. It has also provoked endless 
debate around campfires. I have found 
it better for some uses, inferior for 
others. In any event, it’s cheaper. 

For my money, however, I'll take a 
combination leader, with the heavier 
upper parts of nylon because I favor 
a thicker, longer, more uniform butt 
than gut provides. I like gut tippets 
because their breaking strength is al- 
most 20 percent greater than nylon’s

when they pick up that occasional ac- 
cidental knot when I cast into the wind. 
And gut holds its knots better, without 
slipping. Gut tippets, being slightly 
heavier and more absorbent, sink more 
readily, too. Besides, nylon has an up-

here’s something fascinating about rapids—-about white water 

swirling through boulder patches, over falls, down chutes. It’s 

a fascination that roars its greatest challenge in the spring, when 
freshets and melting snows create high water on swift mountain 
streams and on rivers. That’s when the white-water enthusiasts get 
out their light craft, head for the sportiest stretches, and give their 
nerve, skill, and endurance a workout while shooting the rapids and 
riding the ‘‘haystacks’’—-the standing waves of foamy water. 

The haystack riders pictured here are members of the Appalachian 
Mountain Club. They’re indulging their favorite spring pastime on 
some of the finest fast-water courses in the East. Included among 
them are the Rapid River, Maine; Quaboag and Millers Rivers, Mass., 
and the Ashuelot, Contoocook, Saco, and Ammonoosuc Rivers in New 
Hampshire. Practically every hazard known to the sport may be en- 
2 : countered on these waters when the rapids are full and fast. 
canoes are craft most favored by rapids runners Some club members wouldn't think of shooting the chutes in any- 

thing but canoes—wood-and-canvas or aluminum. Others prefer tough, 
rubber-and-canvas foldboats which, when decked over and equipped 
with spray covers, can be navigated through the wildest surges without 
mishaps. Members frequently compete with one another, and usually 
end the spring season with a camping trip to the swollen, snow-fed 
Ammonoosac Over the Memorial Day week-end. 

You don’t have to know port from starboard to steer a course through 
rapids.

You may have to shop around at 
different lumberyards to get the right 
kind of posts. Generally they’re avail- 
able in lengths of 7, 8, and 9 feet. I 
used 8-footers. Diameters should be 
fairly uniform—say, between 5 and 6 
inches. You may have to take slimmer 
posts, in which case you'll need more. 
Or you may be lucky enough to run 
into thicker ones, and need fewer. The 
posts should be as straight as you can 
get them. Perhaps, if you pay a pre- 
mium of 10 or 15 cents a post, the 
dealer will let you pick over his stock: 
The regular price will be from $1 up, 
according to section and its supply of 
timber. Of course, if there’s a lumber 
mill in your area you may be able to 
buy wholesale, and get exactly what you 
want. (See list of materials at end of 
article.) 

Now look at the drawings and floor 
plan. For construction purposes, con- 
sider the cabin as three units—the main 
room, porch, and kitchen. You'll notice 
the construction gimmick: all walls are 
broken by windows, doors, or fireplace. 
That’s why you can use the short-length 
posts. In a few places you must splice 
posts together, but you can do it neat- 
ly and unobtrusively. 

The first tier all around the main 
room (except on the fireplace wall) 
must be spliced. This tier is spiked to 
the heavy foundation posts. Splices are 
also needed for the two or three tiers 
above the doors. Stagger the splices 
so they won’t come one above another. 

In the back wall of the kitchen, the 
8-foot posts will meet behind the heavy 
central post that supports the cook- 
stove chimney. Here the splices are all 
in line, well spiked. They’re concealed 
by the upright, with occasional fasten- 
ings into it. Inside the kitchen you can 
hide the splices with a fireproof panel 
that will also serve to protect the wood 
from the heat of the stove and stove- 
pipe. Judicious use of pictures, trophy 
panels, or other wall decorations will 
cover the splices in the main room. 

Kitchen and porch are hooked onto 
the main room with notch splices, as 
shown in the drawing, and these are 
self-concealing. 


e careful to keep tiers level and uni- 
formly aligned on each side of a 
break, such as a door. You can do this 
by matching posts for a given tier. Off- 
set any small differences by varying the 
Space between tiers; this will be filled 
later with calking compound and chink- 
ing. It’s wise, throughout construction, 
to use a spirit level and a carpenter's 
line, 

If you build your fireplace and chim- 
hey as you raise the cabin, embed the 
“log” ends 4 or5 inches in the masonry. 
But if you postpone the chimney build- 
ing, erect a temporary frame of strong 
Posts to hold the log ends. The masonry 
Can be built around it later. And if you 
want no fireplace, put a door in its 
Place.

But 
planning the hunt, and the responsibili- 
ties involved in managing an outfit, 
take up most of my time and leave me 
little opportunity to join in the sport. 
On many of these British Columbia 
hunts I often dreamed of shedding all 
responsibilities and going off on my 
Own. I'd fish or hunt or loaf without

It was just a dream. But shortly 
after the last war, for the first time in 
years, I found myself without a party 
to escort. Without stopping to argue 
with myself, I picked out two horses, 
gathered some gear, plus my _ .30/06 
Winchester Model 54 rifle, forty car- 
tridges loaded with 180-grain hollow 
points, and food. I put up enough grub 
to last a month, and I could always hunt 
meat if I wanted to stay out longer. 

It was a fine, sunny day when I set 
out from my homestead, a few miles 
north of Dawson Creek.

snowstorm that neither my horses nor 
I cared to buck. These unseasonable 
fall storms, which sometimes come 
howling down from the Aleutians, are 
reminders that winter is not far away. 
Old settlers in this area refer to this 
season as ‘‘squaw winter,” and usually 
it is followed by Indian summer, a 
period of nice warm days and frosty 
nights that make hunting in the moun- 
tains ideal. 

Most likely I’d have had to keep 
traveling through this storm, if I'd 
been conducting a trip for hunters from 
the city. Time is of utmost importance 
to them. But now I just sat back and 
waited for the storm to blow itself out. 
I was in a small meadow surrounded by 
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timber that made a good shelter for 
my camp and pasture for my horses. 

In a few days the storm ended as 
suddenly as it had begun. The sun was 
warm and bright, and soon the snow in 
the valley began to thaw. The trail was 
wet and slippery and every bush was 
bowed down with snow and ice. Cross- 
ing the swollen Pine River late that 
day, I emerged into a hidden mountain 
meadow occupied by a tribe of Beaver 
Indians. All the dogs in camp rushed 
out to greet me with a howl. The sur- 
prised inhabitants of the tepees tum- 
bled out to see what the commotion was 
all about. The squaws and the children 
hung back, content to stare, but some 
of the men came over—warily—to talk. 

“Hello, you game warden?” one of 
the Indians asked. 

I replied: ‘‘“Nemoya” (No). 

“Maybe you policeman?” 

Again I said, ‘““Nemoya,” and added, 
“I'm going to mountains to hunt sheep.” 

He nodded and waved his hand to- 
ward the camp. “All my people go 
to mountains pretty soon, hunt cari- 
bou,” he said. 

Now I learned why I'd been looked 
on with suspicion at first. A month or 
so before, a game warden with two 
horses had ridden into camp and ar- 
rested one of the men for interfering 
with a white man’s trapline. Since I 
was a stranger, and had two horses, I 
was to be approached with caution. 

I guessed that each of the dozen te- 
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pees in camp housed three or four chil- 
dren besides the squaw, and possibly as 
many dogs. These men must be kept 
pretty busy, I thought, providing meat 
for such a camp all fall and winter. I 
kill one noose a year for my family. 
Indians probably kill hundreds of cari- 
bou. It helps to explain why wildlife 
is scarce around Indian camps, and why 
they move camp so often. Well, I had 
to be going. 

“Bon jour, good luck,” I said. “Hope 
you kill plenty caribou.” 

“Bon jour, plenty sheep,” the Indian 
replied. 


rode on down the trail, knowing well 

that they thought me ‘mooniyas” 

crazy—to travel alone in grizzly 
country. 

I rode along for several days, camp- 
ing at night in bunch-grass valleys and 
fishing for rainbows and grayling in 
the cold, rushing streams. Along the 
trail I saw the tracks of mule deer, 
black bears, moose, and an occasional 
timber wolf. But the mountains were 
still too low for sheep, goats, and griz- 
zlies. Two days more travel brought 
me to the summit of the main ridge. 

One night I camped in the mountains 
by the shores of a body of water known 
as “Deadmen’s Lake.” This beautiful 
spot was the scene of a tragedy which 
took place about 1915. A couple of 
prospectors, an American and a Mexi- 


The grizzly bear pricked up his ears 
and started down the trail, interested 
in a quick kill and some warm meat 


can, were working the area for copper. 
They had been brought here by a guide 
who left after helping to set up their 
outfit. The guide reported later that 
he had found them very quarrelsome, 
and was glad to leave. Both men car- 
ried arms, and frequently threatened to 
kill each other, but those who heard 
them thought they were just talking 
tough. 

About a month later some prospec- 
tors looking for stray horses stopped 
by the camp. They found both men 
dead in their beds, guns gripped in their 
hands. The American was shot in the 
chest, and the Mexican had a bullet 
hole in his forehead. After a thorough 
investigation, it was concluded that the 
Mexican had shot the American while 
he was asleep. Before he died, the 
American apparently roused himself 
sufficiently to take a shot at the Mexi- 
can, killing him instantly. A miners’ 
jury buried the bodies near by, and 
erected a wooden marker. Although 
the lake has an official map name in 
honor of some distinguished govern- 
ment official, since the tragedy it has 
been known locally as ‘“Deadmen’s 
Lake.” 

The surrounding mountains were still 


covered with snow where the rays of 


the sun were too weak to thaw it. 
From the trail I could see tracks in the 
snow where caribou had wandered 
around pawing for moss. These did not 
interest me just now. First I wanted 
a good specimen of Stone sheep and 
also, if possible, a grizzly. 

After following a small stream 
downhill, I turned off into a_ small 
meadow surrounded by low spruce- 
covered hills. I was peacefully admir- 
ing the scenery when I was rudely 
jarred from my reveries. A _ large 
brown grizzly was walking along the 
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trail toward me, not more than 100 
yards away. I drew up, startled. The 
bear saw the horses about the same 
time. Evidently he thought they were 
caribou, for he hesitated only a mo- 
ment. Then he pricked up his ears and 
trotted toward us, interested in an easy 
kill and warm meat to feast upon. I 
dismounted hurriedly, grabbed my rifle 
from the scabbard, and walked a few 
steps ahead of the horses. 

The horses had not yet noticed the 
bear, and they stood by quietly. But I 
knew that as soon as the shooting 
started they probably would bolt. So 
I laid the rifle on the ground and quick- 
ly tied them to the nearest tree, won- 
dering meanwhile if the grizzly would 
take off before I could get a shot. 


he bear saw me detached from the 

group for the first time. He stopped 
short, looked me over suspiciously, and 
then started to retrace his steps. He 
was about fifty yards away and was 
just turning from me as I fired. At 
the crack of the gun he gave an awful 
growl and came tumbling downhill 
with a roar. Hearing the shot and get- 
ting a whiff of bear, the frantic horses 
struggled to get free. One managed 
to tear himself loose, and he started 
down the trail. But I caught him as he 
hesitated a second, undecided whether 
to go it alone or to stay with friends. 
After retying him, I walked toward the 
grizzly and shot it through the neck. 

Then I got down to the job of skin- 
ning. I found that the first shot had hit 
the bear in the flank and, quartering 
through the body, had shattered his 
backbone and lodged in his front shoul- 
der on the opposite side. The finishing 
shot had severed the spine. 

As this was to be one of my prize 
trophies, I took special care in skinning 
out the head, ears, and claws. The fat 
was thick, and the flesh looked good 
enough to eat, so I cut off a big chunk. 
That would be enough to eat until I 
could get some mountain mutton— 
which hunters consider the finest big- 
game meat there is. 

When the skinning was over I packed 
my horses again and proceeded to Red- 
fern Lake, about five miles farther west 
among the high peaks. It’s a beautiful 
spot at the foot of a mighty glacier, 
and it was there I hoped to find some 
big Stone rams. 

I spent most of the first day in camp 
fleshing and preparing the bear hide 
for drying. The rest of the time was 
taken up in making camp comfortable, 
gathering firewood, and cooking ban- 
nock in preparation for the next day’s 
hunt. In the evening I walked along 
the lake shore to look over the moun- 
tains. They rose almost perpendicular 
from the water’s edge. I located some 
goats feeding on the mountainside, but 
there was no sign of sheep, large or 
small. 

My first hunt for sheep turned out to 
be a flop. I spent a long day in the 


high country above camp, but saw only 
ewes and lambs. The absence of large 
tracks in the snow indicated that the 
big rams had not descended to the 
lower ranges. 

It was on my return from this hunt 


that I had the narrowest escape from 
death that I have ever had or ever wish 
to have. I had decided to take a short- 
cut back to camp to avoid a canyon 
that had been difficult to cross on the 
way up. For some distance the going 
was better than I had expected, but 
gradually the terrain roughened until 
finally it got so rugged I didn’t know 
which way to turn. I was confronted 
by a bit of cliff rock, steep and danger- 
ous. 

Beyond it the footing was safe and 
sound. If I hadn’t had a pack on my 
back it would have been relatively 
easy to negotiate this nasty place. But 
with the pack, and a rifle in my hand, 
I wasn’t so active or sure-footed. I 
figured that if I went slowly I could 
make it safely. 

Slinging the .30/06 over my shoulder 
so that I could use both hands, I started 
up the rocks. The drop-off below was 
far and steep, but I tried to keep my 
mind on the immediate objective in- 
stead of thinking what lay beneath me. 
The going wasn’t too difficult at the be- 
ginning since the rocks were broken 
and afforded some good places to step. 
But the farther I went the smoother the 
rock surface became, until finally I 
came to a spot that stymied me. 

The small ledges which served as 
footholds suddenly ended. I looked 
back to where I’d come from, and the 
sight made me catch my breath. I 
just had to go forward. There was no 
possibility of turning back, and yet 
there was no foothold ahead. I stood 
there wondering what would happen if 
I slipped and fell 100 feet among the 
broken rocks below. It would mean 
curtains for me, and my body probably 
would never be found. My horses would 
either starve to death tied up at the 
camp, or they might break loose and 
in a couple of months wander back 
home to give my family notice of the

tragedy. I began to get hot flushes, 
and my knees felt weak. Then I be- 
gan to talk to myself. 

“Now just you calm down,” I mur- 
mured. ‘Take it easy. You're in this 
alone, and nobody’s going to help. If 
you get excited you'll never get out. 
Go slowly, and use your head.”’ 

In a little while the mild flurry of 
hysteria left me, and I began to figure 
what I could do to get out of this mess. 
The rocks above were loose and broken, 
and in some places were like shale. I 
took my hunting knife and gouged 
footholds in the shale places. It was 
hard on the knife, but that was the least 
of my worries. I made a foothold large 
enough to put both feet into before I 
advanced, and then I worked on the 
next one. I did this several times, but 
then I ran into rock too hard and 
smooth to carve with a knife. By now 
I was only about two long steps to 
safe ground, but there was no place 
for the first step. 

One small rock protruded from the 
smooth wall. It didn’t look very safe 
and was no bigger than a shoe heel. 
But it was my only hope. I had to 
make it. There was no turning back. 
I put my knife away, shifted the gun 
out of my way, balanced the pack, and 
got ready to jump. I made up my mind 
not to put any more weight on that 
little rock than was absolutely neces- 
sary, and to get off it as soon as pos- 
sible. Taking a deep breath, I stepped 
out. 


Ay foot hit that projecting rock on 
N the fly—in less than a split second 
I was off and on safe ground! Behind 
me I could hear falling rock, but I 
didn’t stop to look. All I wanted was 
to get away from there—forever. 

Afterward, as I gave my heart a 
chance to calm down, I made a solemn 
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When I snapped the stick the moose leaped as though he’d been hit with a bullet 
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resolution never to get caught in an- 
other predicament like that. If a place 
looks at all doubtful, I swore, I’ll keep 
clear. There’s an old saying: “A 
scared mountaineer lives longest.” I 
can see the reason why. 

On return to camp I found my horses 
resting contentedly in the lush bunch- 
grass meadow between camp and lake 
shore. One, the leader, was tied by a 
long rope to a picket stake; the other 
was hobbled and carried a bell. Since 
there was no one in camp to look after 
the horses while I was away, these pre- 
cautions were necessary. In the event 
of attack by grizzly, the picketed horse 
would break loose and run off with its 
mate. The hobbled horse could keep 
clear of bear in most cases. If any- 
thing like that should happen, it would 
mean that I'd have to track the horses 
until I could hear the bell, then circle 
and come upon them in a different 
direction from the bear. Actually there 
is little danger of losing horses to 
wolves or bears, for the sound of a 
horse bell usually scares them away. 


ext day I decided I’d pay a visit 

to the goats across the lake. From 
my camp I could see several of them 
feeding on the steep hillside. They 
were about a mile away as the crow 
flies, but the way I had to go put them 
about twice that distance from me. 
When I finally reached the base of the 
mountain the goats were still about 
1,000 feet above me. I sat down and 
studied them and the terrain through 
my binoculars. The group included 
several nannies and kids, and one me- 
dium-size billy that looked as though 
it might be good enough for a trophy. 

To get to the goats I had to go upa 
small ravine, but when I reached their 
level I was still about 300 yards away 
with no cover between. The nannies 
and kids were in plain sight, but I 
couldn’t spot the billy. ‘‘Must be in that 
gully over there,” I thought. ‘Now if 
I just walk along deliberately I may 
gain another 100 yards and be near 
enough to locate the billy and get a 
shot at him before he spooks.” I 
started across. Before I’d gone many 
feet the nannies and kids saw me, and 
darted up the mountain in alarm. 

I advanced quietly to the gully and 
peeped cautiously over its rim. There 
was my billy, feeding placidly, not more 
than twenty-five yards away. I lined 
up the sights—-gold bead front, Lyman 
48 rear—against his shoulder. At the 
crack of the gun he dropped without 
even taking a step. It was so easy I 
felt almost ashamed of myself. 

Two days later I started to hunt 
sheep again. At the first streak of 
dawn I was on my way to a high basin 
on Redfern Mountain some three miles 
away. The basin is about 2,000 feet 
above the valley, and is a hangout for 
big rams on their way to the lower 
ranges. In the autumn the rams, which 
have isolated themselves in small bands 
in the summits, get restless and begin 
working slowly down to join the ewes 
and lambs. The basins afford shelter, 
food, and sanctuary, and hence are the 
most likely places to find the rams dur- 
ing this season. 
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Upon reaching the edge of the first 
basin I saw snow patches scattered all 
through the place. Such a pattern of 
white and black makes it hard to spot 
the animals you're after. Looking over 
every foot with my binoculars, I noticed 
a string of tracks on one of the snow 
patches which evidently had been made 
by a large ram not long before. That 
ram couldn’t be far away. I moved 
from one high point to another and 
studied every hump and rock. The 
Stone sheep blend so perfectly with the 
limestone that they are almost indis- 
tinguishable unless they are moving. I 
saw nothing. 

I'd about decided that the ram had 
gone out of the basin when I saw a 
white speck that moved. It was about 
500 feet above me. I got my glasses 
focused’ just in time to see what looked 
like the rear of a sheep moving out of 
sight. I had a feeling that I’d been 
seen, and that the ram was trying to 
slip away. But after watching the area 
for perhaps half an hour, I concluded 
that he’d bedded down. If that was cor- 
rect, then it was likely he didn’t suspect 
my presence. 

I dropped out of sight, maneuvered 
into position to take advantage of the 
wind, and began my stalk. The basin 
was a succession of steplike benches, 
and I guessed that the ram must be ly- 
ing on one high above me. By this time 
I was certain that it was a ram, since 
the tracks were too large for a ewe. 
But so far I had seen no horns. 

I walked quietly from one bench to 


another, stopping to look up once in a 
while. The nearer I got the more tense 
I became, for there was no telling if 
and when the ram might hear me. Now 
I was going up the last slope and should 
see him when I reached the rim. I 
hoped he would be in a position for a 
fair shot. 


yey there was an eruption. Not 
more than fifteen yards ahead, a 
large ram was getting up on his legs. 
The next moment I saw another ram 
a few yards away. I could see only 
their heads and horns, so I stood up 
straight and walked toward them. Both 
rams wheeled and began to run. The 
nearer one was the larger of the two. I 
took aim and fired. The ram faltered, 
but kept running. At the second shot 
he tumbled and lay still. I took a bead 
on the other ram, but hesitated. Did I 
want another? I'd intended to get two, 
and the bag limit permitted two. But 
one good ram should be enough for any 
man. I decided against the second kill, 
and lowered my gun. 

My kill was a fine specimen of Stone 
sheep with heavy, broomed horns meas- 
uring thirty-nine inches, a prime skin, 
and fat meat. I carefully skinned out 
the head, cut the meat into quarters, 
loaded up, and came back down the 
mountain. 

I spent the next few days in camp 
preparing the skins and scalps, salting, 
drying, and packing, and between times 
wandered down to the lake and caught 
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grayling. My fishing tackle consisted 
of only a few hooks and a willow pole. 
I had no boat, so I didn’t try for trout. 
But the longer I thought about those 
big boys the more I wanted one. The 
only way I could hope to get one was 
to build a raft and fish the deep water. 

I decided to do that, and spent the 
next day searching for dry timber. 
When you haven’t any nails or wire, 
building a raft isn’t easy since every- 
thing has to be dovetailed and wedged. 
But after nearly a full day’s work my 
little raft was ready for launching. I 
put her in at the upper end of the lake 
and let her drift as I sank my line into 
the deep water. I had baited the larg- 
est hook with a chunk of raw meat the 
size of a golf ball. 

Suddenly I struck what I thought was 
a snag. My pole bent like a bow. I 
didn’t have any line to play out, so I 
pulled hard. The pressure eased a bit, 
and I was delighted to feel an uneven 
tugging at the line. I had a fish on—a 
big one. The line cut through the water 
in a circle and the fish surfaced, but 
not clearly enough for me to see just 
how big he was. 

Once I caught sight of a shadow as 
long as my arm leading the line around 
the raft. I could never land that fish 
with my outfit, and I knew it. 

But I wasn’t going to give up. The 
fish finally made a half circle, dived 
under the raft, and pulled my line 
against the rough logs. I held on, hard. 
Suddenly the line snapped, and I flopped 
backward into the wet. Now wouldn't 


At the shot the ram tumbled and lay still. I 


that beat hell! I’d lost him. I made up 
my mind that the next time I came this 
way I'd bring a hook large enough to 
hold a quarter of a sheep for bait, pack 
rope for line, and a teepee pole for a 
rod. 

Meantime I gave up trying for big 
fish and contented myself with the 
small fry in the shallows. Occasionally 
I heard the splash of a big trout as I 
sat by my campfire that night, and I 
wondered if he might be looking for 
more meat. A stray moose or caribou 
approached close to camp, lingered a 
minute or two, and then galloped off in 
a frightened rush at the tinkling of the 
horse bell. Timber wolves cried in the 
distant hills, and were answered by 
coyotes. 

I was well along on my return jour- 
ney when I met two ranchers. They 
were brothers, and although both were 
over sixty, they were known locally as 
“The Boys.” They told me they were 
heading west for caribou. I camped 
with them that night, and before bed- 
time they’d talked me into going with 
them. If I’d show them where the cari- 
bou ranged they promised to pack my 
share of meat. 


Je made a cache in a tall tree and 
left my pack, and in the morning 

the three of us started off. It took us 
2% days to reach the high muskeg 
meadows above timberline which form 
ideal summer pasture for caribou. Our 
plan was to kill our limit of bulls, save 


started to take a bead on the other one, then hesitated 
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the scalps and antlers, process the 
skins, cure the meat, and render the fat. 

We decided that since there were 
three of us, one would stay in camp 
while the other two hunted. I was 
elected to camp duty the first day. The 
Boys came back that night with news 
that they’d seen about fifty caribou and 
killed two large bulls. The next day all 
three of us took the horses to the 
meadows to pack meat. 

While we were loading up the horses 
at the first kill, I saw a grizzly on the 
run a quarter mile away. I wasn’t sure 
whether he had seen or heard me, but 
he was soon out of sight over the ridge. 
I suggested that two of us go after him 
while the other stayed with the horses. 
But they weren’t interested, so this left 
the field clear for me. 

Since the ground was too soft for 
horse travel without making a wide de- 
tour, I decided I’d make better time 
crossing the muskeg on foot. When I 
got to the ridge I stopped to study the 
terrain, expecting to spot the bear at 
any moment. But he was not to be 
seen anywhere. I turned and looked 
back at my friends. They signaled me 
to return, indicating that the bear had 
long since gone. From their point of 
vantage they could see the grizzly still 
on the run and about a mile away. 
When I got back they remarked that 
it was lucky for me I hadn’t caught up 
to him with my “peashooter.” Evi- 
dently they considered my .30/06 too in- 
significant a weapon for a grizzly. 

When we returned to camp we put up 
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I breathed deeply and leaped out into space, my foot aimed for the little rock knob 
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drying racks. We cut the meat into 
strips, trimmed and rendered the fat 
and fleshed and dehaired the hides. 
When properly handled, caribou meat 
will last six months to a year in dry 
climates. It is excellent in mulligans 
and stews. We cooled the rendered fat 
into hard blocks ready to pack. This 
fat makes fine shortening for cooking. 
One 600-pound caribou will process 
down to 100 or 150 pounds, and with the 
dry hide, head, and antlers, this makes 
a fair load for one packhorse. 

On the day of my hunt I was up on 
the meadows just as the sun came over 
the hills and had located several cari- 
bou about a mile away. I stalked them, 
but they weren’t suitable. I scanned a 
point farther on with my glasses and 
saw an animal lying on a knoll. It 
looked like a moose, but it seemed 
strange to me that a moose would be 
lying so exposed and so far from natu- 
ral cover. I had to get a better look. 
After a long walk I climbed the knoll, 
and got my gun ready. I peered over 
the top of the ridge. There were the 
antlers of a bull moose! Since I could 
get moose a lot nearer home and had 
no intention of packing one 100 miles, 
I reached out and snapped a twig. The 
moose jumped as if a bullet had hit him, 
and in one leap he was over the hump 
and hitting for timber. 

After that I glassed the surrounding 
country for other prospects. Far to the 
west I saw a couple of caribou, but I 
couldn’t distinguish antlers. I didn’t 
think they were worth further ‘investi- 
gation. I wandered from one point to 
another for hours, but saw no game. 
I was about to cross a small valley on 
my way back to camp when I spied a 
fine bull caribou on a ridge about 500 
yards away. 


he day was getting late, and there 
was no time for a careful stalk. 


I had to get there fast. It took me an § 


hour to get over to the ridge from the 
leeward side, but there was my caribou 
in almost the exact spot where I’d seen 
him earlier. At about 150 yards I took 
careful aim and fired. He looked up, 
surprised, and turned. I was sure I 
hadn’t missed him, but to be on the 
safe side I shot again. The bullet spat- 
tered in the mud below him. I’d missed. 

By this time the caribou decided 
things were getting too hot for him, and 
he started off. I slammed another car- 
tridge into the chamber, took hasty 
aim, and pulled the trigger. At the 
crack of the rifle he made a mighty 
jump and landed on both knees. He 
rolled over, and without another kick 
lay still. I watched him awhile, and 
then walked over. He was dead all right, 
with his back and head wedged in 4a 
narrow crack in the rocks. The antlers 
were perfect. While not of record size, 
they were the largest I’d ever seen iD 
my area. Length of outside curve was 
47 inches, spread 45 inches. There were 
ten points on each side. 

I struggled with the heavy carcass in 
an effort to dress it out in its awkward 
position, but after a while gave up. | 
couldn’t budge it, but I did the best | 
could to take out the entrails. The next 
day, with horses and one of The Boys 
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to help, I cut up the flesh and packed 
it back to camp. Then we started on 
the back trail. 

On our way out of the caribou coun- 
try we camped one night near the cabin 
of a squaw man who paid us a visit to 
hear news of the outside world. We 
learned that he had been born in Ne- 
braska, had left home in his early teens 
to become a trapper, and had never 
gone back. He fell in with the Indians, 
and in due time married one of them. 
Though a trapper by occupation, he 
raised stock and operated a small trad- 
ing post, doing business with the 
Indians. 

He had six or seven children who fol- 
lowed him to our camp but stayed hid- 
den behind the trees like scared rabbits. 
They’d had no schooling, and the pros- 
pect of their ever getting any was slim. 
Their father had explained to them the 
different letters and pictures on the 
labels of the cans and cartons he kept 
in his store. 

Incidentally, Indians depend a great 
deal on the labels of cans for knowledge 
of the contents. When an Indian buys 
a package of baking soda with a cow 
printed on its label, you must explain 
to him that the package contains some- 
thing quite different from beef. 


he trader’s squaw spoke very little 

English, and had never visited with 
white people before. Airplanes flew 
over this territory quite frequently, but 
she had never seen an automobile. We 
wanted to buy some moose-hide moc- 
casins, but the trader had none in stock. 
His squaw promised to make some for 
us and have them ready in the morning. 
Sure enough, she delivered them while 
we were having breakfast. We paid 
her for them at the current price—one 
plug of smoking tobacco per moccasin. 

Before we left, the squaw man told 
us that wolves had been troublesome. 
Two of his horses had been killed sev- 
eral miles away. I wanted a shot at 
the killers, so The Boys and I parted 
company. 

The remains of the horses were on a 
gravel bar of the river, and if any 
wolves were working on them they 
could be seen from the trail. I rode out 
alone, and when I came to the bar I 
tied my horses out of sight and sat 
watching the bait for a couple of hours. 
Nothing appeared, and since it was get- 
ting late, I left my stand and went on. 
At a bend in the trail the river again 
came into view, and I saw two animals 
swimming toward the opposite bank. 
At first I thought they were deer, but 
as I rode along I kept my eyes on them. 
Soon one reached the far bank and 
Stopped. It was a wolf. 

I jumped off my horse and grabbed 
my gun, but by that time the wolf had 
disappeared into the brush. The other 
Was just getting out om shore. He 
looked back just as a shot from my rifle 
Slammed into him. He dropped, and in 
his death struggle began to slip down 
the sloping bank. As I watched in dis- 
may, he flopped into the river and out 
of sight. 

I quickly remounted, rode down to 
the river and across to a riffle below 
Where the wolf had vanished, then sat 


waiting for him to drift down. But he 
didn’t. After a while I moved to the 
far bank and searched for some sign of 
him. I’d just about given up hope 
when I noticed what looked like a black 
rock below the surface about 100 yards 
above the riffle. There he was. He had 
stranded in a shallow above the spot 
where I was waiting. 

This was a lucky break, for not only 
is a wolf a rare trophy, but losing one 
and then regaining it was little short 
of a miracle. He was almost pure black 
and so heavy that I had a hard time 
lifting him into the saddle. That night 
I skinned the wolf and salted the hide 
until it could be better cared for. 

Later, on the home stretch, I rode 
again into the camp of Beaver Indians 
and was greeted by men and dogs. The 
men came up to talk and to see my 
trophies, having heard earlier from The 
Boys that I had killed a grizzly. They 
admired my fine ram head and ran their 
fingers through the silky hair of the 
goat, but when they saw the grizzly 
hide with head and claws attached they 
were truly impressed. 

“How many times 
wanted to know. 

“Two times shoot,” I replied. 

“Good gun,” they said, giving the 
rifle all the credit. 

Yet I sensed that they had changed 
their opinion of me. I was no longer a 
“crazy” white man but a brave hunter 
who dares the terrible grizzly alone. 

Out of this new respect, they invited 
me to stay in theircamp. Although the 
idea didn’t appeal to me, I felt I should 
not refuse, and it was getting late any- 
way. So I told them that I’d be pleased 
to stay. They helped unsaddle my 
horses and led me to a large teepee. In- 
side was the chief, and I learned that I 
was to be his guest. A squaw was busy 
puttering around, and a couple of wide- 
eyed children stared at me from a dark 
place at the far side of the tent. My 
host is the only Indian I have ever 
seen who wears glasses. He told me 
that ‘“Doc’”’ Brown, an Indian agent, 
suspected his defective eyesight and 
had got specs for him. He was so sur- 
prised at the improved condition of his 
sight that he considers Doc a real 
medicine man despite his white skin, 
and he treasures his glasses above all 
his possessions. 


shoot?” they 


he average Indian has exceptionally 

keen vision, however. The constant 
smoke inside the teepees and around 
the open fires does not seem to affect 
these people, but whenever I enter their 
tents my eyes begin to smart. They 
did so now. 

The chief spoke no English, but 
through an interpreter he invited me 
to eat with him. There was a large 
chunk of flesh hanging over the fire in 
the teepee, and the hot fat and juices 
sizzled as they dripped on the hot coals. 
The chief asked me to sit down. He 
took his hunting knife, sliced off a 
hunk of meat, and. handed it to me. 
Then he passed me a battered tin cup 
and plate, but no knife or fork. We 
used our fingers and hunting knives, 
and got along well. 

I hadn’t known what the meat was, 








but I soon found it was what I feared 
—moose muzzle, hair, hide, and all. 
The outside was charred and black, and 
I saw my host scrape this off and gnaw 


‘at the hot interior, mostly gristle and 


soft bone. This is considered a real 
delicacy, and is reserved for the hunt- 
ers. In addition the Indians eat the 
stomach, large intestines, udder and, 
in the summer, the growing, velvety 
horns. Like the Chicago meat packer 
who uses every part of the pig but the 
squeal, the Indian uses every part of 
the moose but the grunt. 


eing unsalted the meat was flat and 

tasteless. I ate my portion without 
relish, but the bannock and tea that 
came later were good. Meantime more 
chunks of meat were hung over the 
fire, while rib cuts were stuck on sticks 
and propped before the flames. It is 
surprising how much meat these people 
consume when the supply is plentiful. 
But when it’s scarce they exist on wild 
vegetables and bark, and in times of 
famine they’re said to resort to ants, 
grasshoppers, the larvae of bees, wasps, 
and yellowjackets—in fact anything a 
bear will eat. 

After the feast we went out to take 
part in a celebration in my honor. 
Drums began to beat, and groups of 
men assembled around blankets spread 
on the ground. They began to sway 
and chant and play pageshee, a game 
of chance. One team passes small 
sticks or bones from’ hand to hand 
under cover of the blanket, while the 
other side guesses who has the sticks. 
The game is played so fast it is almost 
impossible for a novice to follow the 
action. Stakes usually start small, say 
with cartridges, pipes, tobacco, and 
pocketknives, but eventually guns, sad- 
dles, and even women may change 
hands. 

Those who didn’t take part in the 
games talked loudly, laughed, and joked. 
The men slapped me on the back and 
accepted me as one of their own. Not 
so the women, who were shy and kept 
their distance. They have learned from 
painful experience not to pay attention 
to strange white men. 

Late in the night the fire burned 
down and the drumming ceased. The 
people slipped quietly into their teepees. 
Coyotes howled on the far ridge, and it 
seemed to me as if all the mongrel dogs 
in the world answered them. The din 
kept me awake, but my host slept bliss- 
fully. Next morning, after a breakfast 
which was a repetition of the previous 
meal, I was glad to pack up and move 
on, but I put on a big show of appreci- 
ation and reluctance. 

As I jogged along on my way home 
I reflected on the success of my little 
private hunt—success measured in 
terms of value far greater than the 
trophies I had to show. With no fine 
clothes, no expensive hunting gear, I 
had found peace and contentment on 
my roughneck holiday. 

My regret is that I didn’t take it long 
ago, and I hope I'll have a chance for 
another before the sun dips much lower 
in the sunset of my life.

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CHANGE OF PACE WITH WET FLIES 


r \here are conventional and produc- 
tive ways of fishing a wet fly. You 
may let it drift naturally with the 

current of a stream. Or you may drop 

it to the bottom of a lake, then retrieve 
it with the slow, erratic hand-twist 
method. Both methods take trout. But 
there are times when they won’t work. 

Then you need a change of pace. 

For instance, you can drop the fly 
just below the surface and retrieve it 
with a somewhat snappy, jerky action. 
That often produces when the conven- 
tional techniques won’t. I was remind- 
ed sharply of that last season on a 
stream where the natural-drift method 
usually worked well. That day I had 
no luck with it at all, although I fished 
for several hours with a large variety 
of flies. 

Then I remembered times when I’d 
taken fish by sinking my wet fly just 
under the surface and retrieving it 
rather speedily and with sharp jerks. 
I tried doing that and began to hook 
trout. By the time they quit rising I’d 
taken about five nice ones. I might 
have done better if my line hadn’t been 
so infernally saturated by the earlier, 
fruitless casting. Now it not only sank, 
but sank about as fast as a piece of 
lead. I'll discuss that angle a little 
later on in this article. 

Not long after that I fished a western 
rainbow-trout pond. It contained nice 
specimens, some on the large side. Au- 
tomatically I started out with the usual 
method of sinking my lure deep and 
retrieving with the hand twist. I did 
poorly, taking only one 12-incher. Just 
as I was getting discouraged, some fish 
began to break the water within cast- 
ing range. I changed to a dry fly but 
didn’t do very well. When I managed 
to get to a rise fairly quickly, before 
the ring on the water had widened to 
not more than 15 in., the fish would 
invariably make a pass at my fly. But 
I missed nearly every strike. Some- 
times I didn’t react properly; other 
times the fish turned the fly down after 
making its pass; still other times the 
line sank. I did manage to hook one fat 
1'.-pounder. 


| goss I thought of the brook-trout in- 
_ cident and changed back to a wet 
fly, making sure that both it and the 
leader would sink on contact with 
water. I dropped the fly into the lake, 
tied the leader to a tough water weed, 
and went ashore to put my line into 
floating condition. 
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First I wiped it with a soft cloth that 
I carried for the purpose. (Chamois or 
other soft, absorbent material is al- 
ways a handy thing to have in the 
pocket.) Then I let the line dry thor- 
oughly and dressed it with a floatant. 
Meanwhile, the fly and leader were get- 
ting a soaking. 

All this took a good half hour, but 
my effort paid dividends. When I 
started fishing again everything worked 
smoothly. For the next half hour or so 
I took fish with surprising regularity. 

This was proof of the old rule that 
you must give the fish what they want, 
where they want it. This time the fly 
had to be under the surface but not 
very deep. The leader had to sink so 
it would make no disturbance on the 
water. With the line floating, most of 
the fly action was generated by the 
rod, not by a hand on the line. Each 


jerky movement was made by a full 
upward sweep of the wrist, followed 
by a pause lasting about as long as the 
fly movement. The last jerk brought 
the fly out of water for the backcast 
preceding the next forward cast. 
This proved easy enough while the 
line floated well. But when the line 
started to become waterlogged I began 
to have trouble. This happened rather 
quickly, because the line was one I in- 
variably used for sunken wet flies. My 
temporary float dressing was only that 
temporary.

so I merely missed some strikes I 
thought I should have made.

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strike. Two friends who were with me 

—Scotty Chapman, a Yellowstone Park 
ranger, and Gus Aull, a youngster from 
the East—had the same trouble. Scotty 
and I took time out to dry our lines, 
but the youthful Gus fought his sinking 
line with main strength, holding it high 
as he made his retrieve, and with fair 
success, 

Now, this change-of-pace method is 
a strenuous one, so your physical con- 
dition will dictate how long you can 
stay at it without rest. But it helps. 
When I went back to that pond later 
I took along my best dry-fly line. Be- 
cause it had never been subjected to 
the continuous soaking of underwater 
fishing, it floated for more than two 
hours before it started to sink. And 
even then it dried out quickly and was 
ready for another session. 

Its buoyancy helped a lot by making 
the fly action attractive to the fish and 
less tiring to the angler. I hooked 
more fish and—whether by chance or 
not—-bigger ones. 


ry \hat’s the combination: a line that 

floats well and a leader and fly that 
sink readily. The fly should be sparsely 
tied, with the right amount of hackle 
in relation to the weight of the wire 
hook. It should sink as soon as it 
hits the water, but move downward 
through the water slowly, not like a 
bit of lead. Best combination I found 
was Woolly Worms on 1X or 2X stout 
wire hooks in sizes 6 and 8. A black 
chenille body was good but a yellow 
one better. Grizzly hackles had either 
a red or yellow tag. Silk gut leader 
proved more satisfactory for this type 
of fishing than nylon. It could be sunk 
more easily and didn’t break quite so 
quickly when sizes smaller than .010 
were needed. 

I should mention, though, that the 
water was very cold, and I have found 
that when this condition exists, small- 
calibration monofilament nylon is not 
as resistant to breakage as the same 
calibration in silkworm gut. I’m not 
considering knots here; often the break 
came in the middle of a nylon strand. 
This has not happened to me where 
the water has been warm. 

I noticed, too, that when the line got 
partially wet it spoiled more of my 
chances than it did when it was en- 
tirely soaked. For instance, it might 
start sinking several feet this side of 
the leader, yet float near the leader. 
That hump was devastating, both to 
results and morale. 

A partially floating leader can also 
cause trouble. If it floats near the fly 
it causes a surface disturbance that 
startles the fish. It is less alarming 
if it occurs close to a sinking line. But 
it’s always better for the leader to 
sink entirely when you're using the 
jerk-pause retrieve. 

There is a variation on this near-the- 
surface fishing with wet flies. Some- 
times the fly should be retrieved with 
slight twitches rather than sharp jerks. 
Then, I’ve found, it’s better to have 
about 3 or 4 ft. of the leader sink and 
the rest float. The best leader here is 
one with an upper part of nylon and a 
lower part of silk gut. Since this is

not a stock item in _ sporting-goods 
stores, you may have to make it up 
yourself or have it made for you. Use 
a good floater grease on the nylon and 
a sinking agent on the gut. 

This combination has worked well 
for me many times in various sections 
of the country. Once, in Canada, it 
provided the only means of taking good- 
size brook trout. I put the fly just be- 
neath the surface, then twitched it so 
slightly that the movement was barely 
noticeable even when the surface was 
calm. If I didn’t work the technique 
exactly right I got no strike. If the 
fly didn’t sink the instant it touched 
the water, if the leader didn’t sink (or 
if it sank all the way to the line), or 
if the line sank, then the fish imme- 
diately lost interest. But when the 
combination was perfect I got rises. 


he same thing has happened in 

Maine, New York, New Jersey and 
elsewhere. For instance, we were fish- 
ing a Maine brook-trout pond. As long 
as I could work the flies (two to 
a leader) just under the surface with 
the slightest of twitches, I took trout. 
But when the upper part of the leader 
started sinking, preventing the proper 
action, or when the flies went too deep, 
the fish refused to be tempted. 

Of course, you can’t always have the 
right tackle at hand for every particu- 
lar condition. If your cast is prepared 
for near-the-surface wet-fly fishing, the 
trout may be looking for their food 
near the bottom. Then, having lost 
considerable time, you must redress 
your line so it will sink. And very 
often, with the well-known perversity 
of inanimate objects, the line and lead- 
er will insist on floating when you want 
them to sink, just as they’ll sink when 
you want them to float. 

In this connection, may I remind you 
of something I’ve been advocating for 
years? When you're uncertain whether 
trout are going to be near the surface 
or down deep, take along an extra reel, 
line, and additional leaders. Now you’re 
prepared for dry-fly or wet-fly fishing. 
Better yet, carry still a third combina- 
tion for near-the-surface wet-fly fishing. 
You may feel this is too much of a 
load, but remember it may put you in 
a position to get fish. If necessary, 
leave some of your fly carriers in the 
car; the average angler carries too 
many lures anyway. 

Otherwise have a spare dry line 
ready in your pocket, and you may be 
able to catch a lot of extra fish. It 
takes only a few minutes to make a 
change. Set the wet outfit out to dry 
if you can. By the time the replace- 


|}ment starts to give you trouble, you 


| 





may be able to dress the original gear 
and be ready for a fresh start. 

This business of jerk-retrieving near 
the surface works well in fast waters 
too. On the Yellowstone River in Mon- 
tana last year Gus Aull and I decided 
to try a place near the road. It didn’t 
look overfished. But when we got close, 
the water was disappointing, rather 
fast and steady, and without any dis- 
cernible deep holes. I decided to give 
it a try anyway. 

Gus, using a spinning outfit, said 


he’d move on upstream and meet me 
later. I told him I’d work up toward 
him. I never did. As I looked at the 
“unproductive’’ water, some fish start- 
ed rising within casting range—a per- 
fect set-up for a dry fly. But they 
wouldn’t have anything to do with the 
patterns I tried over them. 

After a time I decided to try my 
change of pace. I took off the dry fly 
and tied on a yellow-bodied Woolly 
Worm. I soaked it and the lower por- 
tion of the leader, then dressed them 
with mud as a sinking agent. I greased 
the upper part of the leader to float, 
then cast to the fish that had been dis- 
daining my dry flies. 

The fly sank at once and I gave it a 
slight twitch. A fish swirled under it, 
so I knew I was on the right track. 
But though I got a number of swirls, 
I hooked no fish—didn’t even, in fact, 
feel one take. 

Something prompted me to make a 
cast downstream to some rising trout. 
I dropped the fly just in front of a 
rise, made a twitch, and had a fish. 

I took three more in the same way, 
then couldn’t get another rise. Trying 
again for the fish nearer me, I got 
three half-hearted investigations. After 
that they ignored my offerings. Then 
I noticed some rises about 15 ft. out 
from shore and about 100 ft. below me 
I worked down toward them through 
thick brush. Thus I managed to get 
within 25 ft. of the fish without scar- 
ing them. I found I could reach them 
by making sidewise casts in front of 
my chest. For 25 minutes I had plenty 
of sport, taking six rainbows. None 
were less than a pound and several 
were much larger. I missed two and 
lost another just as I was about to 
land it. I didn’t mind that because I! 
always put back uninjured fish where 
it’s legal to do so. Ray Bergman.

designer. As you look at the underside 
of the fly reflected in the mirror, you 
notice that its wings have little value 
in forming the silhouette. Spent-wing 
flies, such as the Adams, whose wings 
actually rest on the surface, are ex- 
ceptions—and very productive ones, 
too, in almost any American water. 
But in other flies the wings have been 
put on mainly to attract the angler 
rather than the fish. You could omit 
them without decreasing the fly’s ef- 
fectiveness. 

So much for the silhouette, with its 
many contradictions. Now let’s have a 
closer look at a fly from a fisherman’s 
viewpoint. 

What he needs is floatability and 
visibility, particularly if he’s making 
long casts to hard-to-reach hot spots. 

One of the best ways to make a fly 
float high is to tie it full palmer, with 
bristling short hackles from eye to end 
of hook. This also softens the outline 
of the silhouette by blocking off light 
near the body of the artificial. To im- 
prove floatability further, add hollow- 
deer-hair wings and a spread-out tail, 
making sure to snap it out after each 
application of dry-fly dressing. Using 
waterproof materials on a light wire 
hook, an angler with any degree of 
skill should be able to get a good float 
even in broken water. Of course he 
must not let his lure become water- 
logged or covered with fish slime and 
blood. 

But in placid water the hair-wing 
fly has a serious drawback. Being 
heavier and more compact, it is more 
difficult to lower gently upon the water 
unless the angler is deft enough to 
bring it to a momentary stop, dead in 
the air, just inches above the water. 
Divided-wing dry flies--or better yet, 
delicate fanwing flies—come in mighty 
handy on such limpid water. And they 
have good visibility in the evening if 
their wings are light colored. In rough, 
heavy water, though, this feature can 
be sacrificed in the interests of float- 
ability. 

All in all, an angler could well elimi- 
nate a large number of modern winged 
flies from his box, except for the fragile 
fanwings for still water and the spent- 
wings for silhouette purposes. 

“But what about visibility?” he'll 
ask. “I can follow my winged flies 
much better.” 

True, light-colored wings add to visi- 
bility. But you can get the same effect 
another way and add to the fly’s float- 
ability at the same time. That’s by 
wrapping a highly visible hackle collar 
between the head and shoulder. It’s 
particularly good with  hard-to-see 
dark-bodied flies like the Hare’s Ear. 

Light-hackle collar and dark-bodied 
fly make an ideal combination. To a 
trout, a dark-bodied lure is more visible 
because it blocks off light and makes a 
Sharper silhouette. I have found that 
under most conditions the dark dry 
flles take more fish. But they are 
much more difficult to follow in normal 
daylight. There's a parallel in nature: 
a fish has a light belly and a dark back,

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to hide him from enemies below and 
above. 

Among colors, orange and yellow 
have the greatest visibility. Hence, an 
ideal combination for bright daylight 
is a palmered, dark-bodied fly with a 
highly visible hackle collar—yellow, 
| orange, ginger, mottled white, or pure 
white. I prefer the light-yellow ginger 
for most flies because, although not a 
violent color, it can be easily seen. 

For added visibility, particularly in 
late-evening and shadow fishing, you 
can use Gantron Firefibre floss, chenille, 
and streamer hackle. The fluorescence 
of this material makes it six times 
more visible than conventional hackle. 
And because Gantron products are 
waterproof they insure a longer, higher 
ride for the fly than materials which 
tend to waterlog quickly.

r: late-evening fishing, when vision 

is most handicapped, I use a highly 
| visible fly—a Light Cahill dry, full- 
| palmered, wingless, with a body of 
creamy-white lynx dubbed into arc- 
| yellow Gantron F, and with a light- 
ginger collar. 

Of course, you run roughshod over 
convention when you eliminate wings 
and put a highly visible collar on most 
dry flies, but what of it? The lures 
perform. If it bothers you to alter a 
fly and still call it by the same name, 
why, change the name! 

None of my favorite dark patterns 
have suffered one whit when given this 
treatment. In fact, I believe I’ve in- 
creased their effectiveness, because I 
can follow them better. 

Like it or not, we dry-fly fishermen 
are products of tradition, most of it 
imported from England. A couple of 
decades ago about 90 percent of all flies 
we used came from England and with 
them came British angling literature, 
tackle, and stream lore. 

But the catch is that very little of 
our American fly water even remotely 
resembles the English type. That’s 
particularly true of the turbulent 
streams of the West. Most English 
water is smooth, compared with ours, 
and that fact places a premium on flies 
that imitate natural insects. But we 
Americans should set a premium on 
floatability and visibility. 

Unfortunately for the Western an- 
gler, British influence did not stop at 
the Beaverkill in New York or the 
Brodhead in Pennsylvania. By the 
time Westerners awakened to the won- 
ders of their fishing waters, a vast ar- 
ray of imported patterns was available. 
| Accepting the hand-me-downs, the 
|fast-water angler did his level best to 
| get good floats on broken water with 
— intended for smooth water. And 
| he strained his eyes to follow a lure so 
'that he could properly strike the fast- 
est-hitting trout of them all, the rain- 
bow. 

Well, there were plenty of fish in the 
| waters and he caught his share in his 
| unskillful way, so he never felt the 

need for anything better. But today, 
with trouting more difficult, the man 
on big, fast water demands well-tied 
patterns that are fitted to his stream 
| requirements. 


In searching for flies appropriate to 
certain waters, I’ve come upon many 
men—at once accomplished anglers 
and fly tyers—who were doing the 
same thing. There was Jack Horner, 
on the rushing Truckee of Nevada; 
Steamer Brannon on the winding North 
Platte in Wyoming; Dan Bailey, on 
Montana’s great Yellowstone; Merton 
Parks, of the dark Brule in Wisconsin; 
John Kolzer, of the turbulent McKenzie 
in Oregon; Ed Powell, of the clear, 
many-forked Feather in California; 
Polly Rosborough of the milky Wil- 
liamson in Oregon; and Wesley Drain 
of the U-bottomed Stillaguamish in 
Washington. 

Significantly, each man concentrated 
upon creating adaptations of relatively 
few patterns, notably Adams, Brown 
Bivisible, Black Gnat, Light and Dark 
Caddis, Royal and Bucktail Coachman, 
Gray Hackle, Hare’s Ear, McGinty, 
Pink Lady, Red Ant, and the Wulffs 

When I walked into Kolzer’s place 
and ‘discovered’ the flies with hollow 
deer hair that he’d been developing for 
fifteen years, he tied two of his favor- 
ites for me, a so-called Light Caddis 
and a Dark Caddis with hollow deer 
hair cross-tied into wings. ‘They’re 
potent fish getters from the first day

of the season to the last,” he told me. 
“IT use the Black Caddis when there’s 
sunlight on the water. Around 5 p.m. 
I change to the Light.” 

Out on Kolzer’s favorite stretch of 
the roaring McKenzie I tried the flies. 
For the first time I found one that 
would ride swift water like a sailor on 
horseback. And for the first time I 
felt I could relax while fishing swift 
water. 

Since then I’ve spent many an eve- 
ning watching Kolzer improve those 
two Caddis patterns: putting on a full- 
palmered body; bushing out the tail; 
adding light collar hackle; trying out 
the translucent, phosphorescent ma- 
terials. “It’s taken me nineteen years 
to get the right dry fly for fast water,” 
he told me recently. “But now I’m 
satisfied.” 

Now, what’s the most productive fly 
you can put on a tippet? The search 
for that perfect lure never ends, al- 
though I’ve met a few anglers who 
think they’ve found it. Louis Raboud, 
for example, fishes with nothing but 
his Little Horner, which has a deer- 
hair tail and wing fly that is well 
hackled with gray Plymouth Rock. 
Raboud, a marvelously delicate angler, 
explains: “I’ve found that when my 
Little Horner doesn’t work, nothing 
else will. So I just keep hammering 
away with it and pretty soon it pro- 
duces.” With such faith, any good 
floating fly would be bound to work. 

Although Ed and Clyde Powell tie 
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dozens of patterns for other anglers, 
they fish with just two—the Clyde and 
the Buzz Hackle, wingless flies hackled 
fore and aft. They float well but I 
prefer more visibility. 

One season I also limited myself to 
two patterns—Kolzer’s Light and Dark 
Caddises. But no more. I missed the 
pleasure of combing through my fly 
box on the stream. I missed, too, the 
experimenting with new flies. 

Once any accomplished angler selects 
a well-tied fly appropriate to the water, 
he will take fish. After all, it’s not 
the fly that gets consistent results, it’s 
the angler—the man who can “read” 
water and who fishes skillfully and 
painstakingly. With a _ well-floating, 
visible fly in which he has faith he’ll 
take fish. 





Keep That Dry Fly Dry 


To insure a good float, you must keep 
your dry fly lively and buoyant. That 
means you must waterproof it at regu- 
lar intervals. In addition, each time 
you've hooked and played a fish, wash all 
slime and blood out of the hackles and 
body by swishing it briskly in the 
stream or lake. Then blow on the fly 
from the back to remove excess water, 
and squeeze out any remaining water 





with a cleansing tissue or heavy paper 
napkin that you've kept dry in your 
pocket. 

Now dip the fly into the waterproof- 
ing oil or apply dressing sparingly to 
hackles and tail. If you put it on a 
soggy fly you’re wasting your time. 

The best type of dressing is that 
which deposits a thin film on each wisp | 
of hackle, dries quickly, and does not | 
mat the hackles. | 

If you use an oil, dip the fly into it 
by its leader for just an instant. Then 
slap the lure smartly against your 
pants leg to knock out the excess liquid. 
Blow on the hackle from the rear of 
the fly, false-cast briskly two or three 
times (avoiding the fishing area, so 
as not to alarm the trout), and you 
are all set to drop your fly onto the 
water. 

I also strike the tail of the fly smart- 
ly with my middle finger snapped off 
my thumb. That spreads out each wisp | 
in the tail, making it bushy and pro- 
moting an erect float with the hook up. | 

Restore last season's flies by holding 
them with forceps over a steaming 
teakettle spout. Within seconds the | 
matted hackles will be cleaned and re- | 
vived. Before putting the flies away, | 
spread them out on an absorbent towel

But right now we constituted a hunt- 
ing party led by Hakaiapémpé6, and we 
were headed for a Cururu River back- 
water in which we intended to do some 
timbo fishing. I had been granted an 
unusual honor, the right to be a mem- 
ber of this party, for the reason—ab- 
surd though it may seem—that the 
Munduruct children had taken a liking 
to me and enjoyed following me around. 
The adults are shy of strangers and 
leave the making of acquaintances to 
their bolder offsprings. If the small fry 
like a foreigner, he’s in. 

Timbo fishing is forbidden in Brazil 
to all save the Indians. That is just 
as well, for no law imposed by out- 
siders could possibly be enforced among 
the Munduruct. The nearest police offi- 
cer is 1,000 miles away. The Munduruct 
have become law unto themselves. 

You might wonder what I was do- 
ing among these people. Well, it was 
odd. 
had ever died of cancer, and I had lost 
three of my own family to that disease.

Manitoba—Inside the Rim of Adventure 
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did not desire to share with them. 
We sank into mud, sticking, stinking 
mud that would have gone into the tops 
of my boots if I hadn’t laced them 
‘zhtly. Indians who joined us on the 
way brought more timbo with them 
and its odor—like sunburned potatoes 

‘overwhelmed other jungle smells. 

‘ I heard alligators slap the water with 
their tails. They talked back and forth 
uneasily, coughing deep in their long 
throats. I had identified three kinds of 
alligators in this vicinity, including the 
great cayman. Some days previously 
one of my Mundurucu friends went 
swimming near here and a gator de- 
capitated him. I would shortly be rid- 
ing an Indian casca, a sort of crude 
canoe with virtually no freeboard, in 
the dark, dismal fog. Imagination ate 
me like ants. 

The Indians ahead of us were already 
on the water and were clicking paddle 
handles against their gunwales. It is 
a kind of Munduructi code by which 
groups of men like this co-ordinate their 
efforts. 

I had to walk into the water up to 
my knees to take my place amidships 
in the casca. I slid my heavy boots 
through the mud, hoping that by doing 
so I would not step on a whip ray and 
have its deadly tail spine driven inches 
into my leg. You have to step on the 
creature to get the works. I sat in the 
casca’s middle and tried to hold it 
steady but it teetered so much I felt 
squeamish. There was a Mundurucut in 
the stern and another in the bow— 
which end is which depends on which 
ond is advancing. 

The Indian behind me held a bundle 
of timbo root against the gunwale and 
hammered it with a rock until the milk 
began to flow freely. The dull thudding 
was echoed in several places over the 
dark water. Alligators answered. I 
shivered. Only the distant alligators— 
those at least fifty feet away—-spoke up 
like that. Those drifting with the casca 
kept silent. I had no urge to drag a 
leg or arm overside. I kept expecting 
a water python to come nosing into the 
boat. There was nothing to stop him 
from doing so except the two Indians, 
who didn’t seem to be guarding me very 
well. I knew, of course, that their keen 
ears missed no sound, their penetrating 
eyes overlooked no visible danger. They 
can see as no white man can, and they 
can identify snakes rods distant by 
their odor. 


‘Nradually the surface of the water 

¥ became visible. Then the red howl- 
er monkeys let go. I can’t describe the 
fantastic noise those monkeys make, 
hundreds of them roaring at the same 
time. They explode at dusk, midnight, 
and dawn. This was their dawn salute 
and it caused the leaves on the trees to 
quiver. The roar lasted about three 
minutes. Day had now officially opened. 

“Timbo,’’ HakaiapOmpo ordered. The 
one-word command carried easily over 
the water. It sounded strangely like 
“Timberrrrr!”’ 

We moved out into the backwater 
and began to ‘‘sow.’”’ The man behind 
me dragged his bundle of timbo along- 
Side the casca. I held my breath. The

faces of the Indians were wooden. I 
could see that the banks of the stream 
were lined with Indian men of all ages, 
many armed with bows and arrows. 
Some Munduruct stood on tree limbs, 
high above the water, long bows ready, 
arrows nocked. The heads of the long 
arrows were of bamboo. Half a dozen 
cascas moved back and forth on the 
water, their occupants dragging timbo. 
We met and passed one another. The 
| paddlers made no sound save an odd 
| ticking when they deliberately tapped 
| their pacdle shafts against gunwales 
'in Munduruct code. 

Several great caymans floated down 
to the throat of the backwaters as if 
they had agreed on strategy with the 
Mundurucu. I saw the snouts of sev- 
|eral lesser gators near the banks. I 
| Knew that others hugged the bottom, 
| within reach of us, and that still others 
| were wallowing in muddy, slushy “‘alli- 
| gator ways” beyond the jungled ridge. 





given from the bed of the stream, 
pandemonium possessed the black water 
as the rotenone in the timbo milk took 
effect. The first of the doomed fish 
were piranhas, the tough guys of the 
waterways. Timbo makes sissies of 
these finny fellows with the razor-sharp 
teeth. Black, gray, and red piranhas 
erupted from the whitening slough. The 
black is reputedly the most savage and 
the Brazilian fishermen say — he 
makes a croaking sound when angered 
or disturbed. But he didn’t make it 
this morning of timbo milk. He just 
went out like a light. 

All over the surface of the water fish 
of many sorts leaped wildly, gill plates 
distended as though strained for air. 
They arched’ themselves,  writhed, 
slapped the water, and took off again. 
Hundreds of fish crashed into the brush 
along the banks, apparently trying to 
escape to the land. 

Bows twanged from the trees. Ar- 
rows with lines attached to them spat 
down, plunked into the fish on the sur- 
face, and were drawn up. The naked 
Indians removed the speared fish and 
hurled them up on high ground. The 
archers scarcely looked at the fish on 
their arrows; they took them off auto- 
matically, their black eyes watching 
the surface for new targets. 

Bows whined, arrows darted, silvery 
fish zoomed up into trees, sped down 
to earth, and shuddered. Indian boys 
patrolled the banks to prevent the 
pierced fish from flopping back into 
the water. 

The Indians standing in cascas held 
wooden tridents. I didn’t dare to stand. 
I just sat there, forgotten by them all. 
The tridents stabbed the water while I 
clung to both sides of the casca, and 
fish piled up before and behind me. 
Some bounced off my knees. I studied 
the water within reach of my hand— 
but without reaching out to measure 
the distance! Thousands upon thou- 
sands of tiny fish, some scarcely larger

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water turned their heads our way and 
snapped up everything the fishermen 
missed. The Indians deliberately let 
fish pass to propitiate the caymans. 

Some members of the party, banana- 
leaf baskets attached to thongs about 
their naked hips, waded into the water 
and speared fish with arrows on lines. 
Once in a while an archer missed, but 
not often. Pacu, a kind of sunfish, was 
the most numerous of the varieties 
taken, though it was the last to yield to 
the strangling effects of the timbo. 
When the bag was spread out later for 
roasting, I counted thirty-seven differ- 
ent kinds of fish, most of them unknown 
to me. 

The water began to clear. Hakaia- 
pomp6, in his poor Portuguese, tried to 
tell me how timbo milk works. It 
paralyzes the gills, he said. If any 
paralyzed fish floated into water clear 
of timbo they might survive—-if they 
got past alligators and other predators. 

I was mindful of my mission to find 
medicinal plants. Timbo is already used 
in some insecticides, and I had collected 
several species or located them for fu- 
ture attention. Did the Munduruct have 
any plant that would revive “dead” 
fish? Hakaiap6mp6 called softly to an 
Indian on the bank. I didn’t catch the 
word he used. 

My casca glided to the bank. Hakaia- 
pdmpé scooped up some water in a 
gourd and put a “‘dead”’ fish in it. The 
Indian my friend had spoken to re- 
turned from the jungles almost at once. 
He grinned, showed some leaves be- 
tween his palms, and rubbed them to- 
gether. Then he squeezed the green 
mush into the water in the gourd. 

Instantly the fish revived and tried 
to jump out! Here was a priceless find. 
I reached for the green, bruised leaves. 
HakaiapOmp6 spoke sharply to the man 
who held them. The Indian “accidental- 
ly” dropped the gourd into the water 
and pushed it under with the tip of his 
longbow. No Munduruct whom I asked 
claimed to know the name of the plant 
or anything about it. Later I could find 
no Brazilian who knew of or had heard 
a name for the plant though some said 
they had witnessed its astonishing re- 
suscitative powers. 


s the water cleared I could see sand 
\ on the stream bottom. Clouds of 
it darted away from the Indians as 
they mopped up the last of the fish. 
Those clouds of sand marked the swift 
movements of deadly whip rays. I'd 
seen a man crippled by a whip-ray 
Sting that he suffered twenty years he- 
fore, whose foot was as big as an ele- 
phant’s head and about the same shape. 
The Munduruct laughed softly, real- 
izing how close they had been to the 
enemies they previously had not been 
able to see. Or maybe they knew all 
the time where the whip rays lurked, 
in which case they simply must have 
weighed the odds and accepted them. 

Indian women and girls came down to 
the banks. Fishing was man’s work in 
Which women could not participate. 
They could not even gather up the flop- 
ping fish. But when their men handed 
them huge baskets of fish or beached 
the well-filled cascas the women loaded

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themselves until they bent double and 
carried the fish away. 

Food doesn’t keep long in the tropics 
where there is no refrigeration. It 
probably wouldn’t be kept anyway, for 
the natives eat all the food they can get 
their hands on. After that they may 
starve for days—without complaint. 
But they gorge whenever they can. 

The women built a fire in a long, 
rough, shallow trench scooped out of a 
cleared space with ends of sticks. At 
the four corners of it they drove stakes. 
Then they joined the stakes and formed 
a raised rectangle. They fastened other 
green limbs to the stakes with stout 
vines. Across the width of the rectan- 
gle they placed poles about two inches 
in diameter, leaving a little space be- 
tween them. 

Finally the women piled the fish high 
on the green platform and built up the 
fire.

They were well trained, accustomed 
to waiting, and they knew they would 
get the bones and guts. They were 
never hand-fed lest they become too 
fat and lazy to hunt. 

As I waited to be handed my portion 
I wondered about the effect of the 
rotenone. Would roasting the fish re- 
move all danger to man? Since I could 
do nothing about it I consoled myself 
with the thought that if the Indians 
could eat them so could I. 

The Indians walked about impatient- 
ly. Ina few moments the women began 
calling. Some of the fish were ‘“done.”’ 
To these Indians a fish is “done” when 
it stops flopping over the flames. We 
began to eat, watching the patient dogs. 

I ate with my fingers, as the Indians 
did. I wiped my hands on my pants, ate 
more, and licked my fingers clean. I 
ate too much almost-raw fish, but it 
did me no harm whatever. 

I had earned the right to go hunting 
with the naked Mundurucu. But I was 
guest of Franciscan priests on the edge 
of Munduruct territory, and they shook 
their heads. They felt responsible for 
me. Besides, I had to start racing my 
expiring Brazilian visa out of the jun-

Clarence A. Carlson, J. W. MacDon- 
ald, H. K. Butler, and Hill Adler started 
the club two decades ago, when they 
got together informally to exchange in- 
formation and ideas on fishing, hunting, 
and back-country photography. Soon 
seven other sportsmen joined them, and 
the associates began to call themselves 
the Trail Blazers. The first formal 
meeting was held December 27, 1933.

surveying and stocking mountain lakes 
and streams not accessible to state 
fisheries men.

setting tendency to break occasionally 
(not at the knot) when you're casting, 
for no discernible reason. Suddenly | 
you are minus a fly. 

There are two things you can do at| 
home to make nylon knots hold rigger 


|The superior method is to steam the 


knot over the spout of a teakettle as 
you tighten it slowly. It takes the new 
shape more readily and retains that 





DOUBLE EYE is 87 percent strong. 
Put the gut tippet through the eye, 

around the shank, and up through the | 
eye again. Make a slipknot, tucking 
end back through the loop. Tighten 


shape. Or you can cement the knot 
with clear fingernail lacquer. 

A makeshift method on the stream 
is to tie the knot, then touch a match 
flame to the end of the nylon. In burn- 
ing, the material forms a hard little | 
ball, which will keep it from slipping | 
through a knot. 

I use the fisherman’s knot to link | 
a tapered line to the heavy nylon butt | 
of a tapered leader. What difference if 
the breaking strength of a 20-pound- 
test nylon leader is reduced at this 
point by one third? The splice turns | 
the leader over better, without hinge 
effect; it helps eliminate the splashing

Pull gut tippet through hook’s 
eye. Make a loop and slip it over barb 
of hook. With nylon, put another twist 
in the loop to prevent it from slipping 


fish to net. In this case, nylon is the 
only thing to use ahead of your line. 
It doesn’t fray, lasts longer, and—more 
important—-if you want to tie on an- 
other leader length you can do so with 
a blood knot, even when both are bone- 
dry. You can’t do that with gut. 

If you insist on a leader loop, the 
best knot for it is the perfection, whose 
strength—in this use—is 84 percent; 
that’s ample. Attach the line with a 
figure-8 knot. 

The threadline fisherman, who fre- 
quently ties his casting line directly 
to the lure, has two problems. He must 
have a strong knot, yet one that’s just 
a little weaker than the line; otherwise 
he jeopardizes much of his line as well 
as his snagged lure. That seems to be 
the place for the jam knot with return 
end tucked in; breaking strength, 97 
percent. 

By using these eight knots in their 
proper places, the angler will increase 
his catch because of two factors. First, 
he’ll have fewer line or leader breaks 
when fighting fish. Second, the bonus 
of greater strength lets him go down 
to finer leaders and tippets, and in most 
waters that usually means attracting 
bigger fish. THE END

Soon my sleepy-eyed companions ap- 
peared, and we jolted off in an open 
truck toward the beach and Oregon 
Inlet where our boat and Capt. Daniels 
waited. Gasoline and bait were stowed 
aboard the Spur as well as lunch boxes, 
beer, and raincoats. Jitterbug cast off 
the lines, and we nosed into the channel 
and headed for the sea just as the first 
rays of the sun streamed over the quiet 
harbor waters. 

Oregon Inlet is the first break, north 
to south, in the long and narrow spit 
of sand which for 100 miles marks the 
bleak, historic coast of North Carolina. 
There used to be another inlet to the 
north, according to old maps, close to 
where our cottage is. Sir Walter Ral- 
eigh’s ships came through that pass al- 
most 400 years ago and planted on 
Roanoke Island the first English colony 
—the famous ‘Lost’’ one—the secret of 
whose fate is still buried in the shifting 
sands. But now Oregon Inlet is the 
only passage to the sea for the vast 
sounds and bays which lie behind the 
Outer Banks. 

As we chugged across the inlet we 
saw the ferryboat Barcelona of Oregon 
Inlet—the link with the lonely world to 
the south. There, forty miles away, 
lies fearsome Hatteras, the grim grave- 
yard of the Atlantic. And beyond Hat- 
teras is quaint Ocracoke Island where 
the natives still speak a strange Eliza- 
bethan dialect. The Spaniards sailed 
this coast, as did Kidd and Blackbeard. 
A Yankee fleet once came through the 
inlet, and off Hatteras lies the Merri- 
mac, the ill-fated first ironclad war- 
ship in the world. Wild ponies still 
roam some of the banks where pirates, 
smugglers, and shipwreckers long ago 
had their hideaways. Even now flights 
of wild swans, geese, and ducks some- 
times blanket the sky over Kitty Hawk 
where Wilbur and Orville Wright first 
flew their creaking crate. 

All the romance and legend of the 
place was in my mind as the Spur glided 
over the polished water. The early 
morning was incredibly beautiful, the 
water and the sky as pink and gray and 
opalescent as the inside of a pearl, the 
marshy flats and snowy dunes on either 
side, gulls wheeling overhead, the white 
line of the breakers before us, and the 
mighty, lonely shaft of Bodie Light- 
house off to port. 


am too old a hand and too experi- 
I enced ever to count on fish. If we got 
any, fine. But I was content merely to 
be where I was, with good companions, 
an engine throbbing under me, and set- 
ting out to sea in the rosy dawn. As 
the first deep swells of the Atlantic 
gently raised and lowered us, I stretched 
my legs, sat back in the battered swivel 
chair in the cockpit, and looked aloft.

“Told you 
we'd get ’em,” he said, with a broad 
grin.

We hit the big school early in the 
afternoon. That was when all hell 
loose. Captain Daniels spotted 
a cracker box approaching. ‘Get ready,” 
he had said, “they’re coming.” He 
cracker box. 
“Dolphins follow anything that floats,” 
he explained. ‘“They’ll follow a box or 
a log, even a boat. Most fish run from 
a boat, but dolphins will follow it. Look 
at the barnacles on that box. Them 
dolphins been following it all over the 
Atlantic.” 

The fish began to swarm around. 
“The last one hooks a fish, keep him 
in the water,” the captain yelled. ‘He'll 
bring the others.

knocked my glasses off. I set my drag 
hard to hold a heavy fish that was tug- 
ging strongly at the end of my line, 
and I retrieved my precious eyes from 
the edge of the slippery stern deck 
where they had fallen. I stuffed the 
glasses-in my pocket and went it blind. 
Clean clothes were ruined; the captain 
was red with gore from his sun-bleache | 
hair to his bare feet. 

With the engine dead and the boat 
drifting, Jitterbug joined in the pan- 
demonium. He took off fish, gave shri'] 
orders, and baited hooks. We _ just 
kicked flopping dolphins out of our way. 
Rods hit us, hooks sailed dangerously 
close to our noses. 

The fish were all around us. In the 
water they looked like beautiful beams 
of colored light, fantastic zigzags of 
brilliance. Only once before had I seen 
water so alive with fish. It was years 
ago when old Brau Saunders, Ernest 
Hemingway’s captain, took us to the 
submerged foundation of an old light 
a score of miles from Key West. We 
slid over the old stone piers and looked 
down on a solid mass of moving, shim- 
mering fish. It was like that on this 
trip. 

The pile of flopping dolphins in the 
cockpit was a thrilling sight. One fish 
I brought in seemed bluer than the 
others—that marvelous blue that dol- 
phins lose within seconds out of the 
water—and his long dorsal fin was 
raised and wide open. Somebody yelled, 
“It’s a baby sailfish!’’ Captain Daniels 
shouted, ‘“‘ ’Taint, either; it’s a dolphin.” 
Another fish struck and I forgot him. 


[' was all over in a few furious min- 
utes. The lines suddenly went slack. 
The dolphins had gone off after their 
cracker box. Arm-weary and replete, 
we didn’t try to run after them. We 
must have boated thirty fish. 

The sea was calm and peaceful, and 
the far-off spire of the lighthouse looked 
good as we sailed homeward into the 
western sun that afternoon. 

“ “Are dolphins good to eat?’”’ the 
captain incredulously echoed some- 
body’s query. ‘ ‘Are dolphins good to 
eat?’ ” 

He took a fish from the overloaded 
box and showed us how to peel off the 
finless skin and slice the fillets from 
the sides. Remembering my first taste 
of dolphin, baked in my wife’s oven 
with milk and onions and crisp bacon, 
I was minded to repeat the captain's 
sarcastic words: “Are dolphins good 
to eat?” 

We unloaded on the little dock at the 
inlet before a gaping group of onlook- 
ers. The boys found a huge and rickety 
packing box in which we piled the fish, 
and with heaves and grunts we care- 
fully hoisted it to the truck. At the 
icehouse in Manteo we transferred our 
catch to fishboxes. We had ninety-seven 
fish—about 500 pounds. 

It was twilight when I dropped off 
the truck at a house in the village 
where my wife was waitiig for me.

Nhe party of sportsmen aboard the 
Venture had sailed northward from 
Moose Factory, Ontario, through James 
Bay to Hudson Bay. We’d dropped an- 
chor just off the Quebec shore, near the 
Seal River, for we wanted fishing as 
well as hunting. And here, in a bleak, 
treeless area inhabited only by a few 
white men and roving bands of Cree 


| Indians, we found trout fishing such as 


I'd never experienced before. 

Jack Palmquist, our skipper, put the 
anglers ashore at the mouth of the Seal. 
It was as odd a trout stream as ever I’d 
seen. We could mark its course down 
the barrens by the fringe of dwarf wil- 
low that grew along its banks, but 
there wasn’t even a single scrubby 
spruce to shade its water. 

Debris indicated that the Crees had 
been doing some seining not long be- 
fore. ‘Follow the river inland for about 
a mile,” Palmquist advised. ‘“‘No Indian 
will ever touch the pools in there as 
long as he can get fish down here at the 
sea. As for white men, I don’t suppose 
a dozen have ever had a line in this 
river.” 

So we rigged our fly rods and tramped 
inland through ankle-deep moss. For a 
curtain raiser, I picked a spot where 
the river came down through a rock 


| chute in a slick of fast green water, 
emptying into a wide pool. Just below 


the chute a waterworn boulder split the 
slackening current. There was a deep, 
dark eddy behind the rock, just the spot 
for my first cast in subarctic waters. 
The fish would be speckled trout—big 


| barren-land squaretails. Trout of virgin 
| water, uneducated fish that had never 
| learned what their clansmen know in 
| areas where there is a path along every 


Big trout lurked behind the rocks, ready to 


take any lure a man would throw to them 


stream. Likely they’d take anything I'd 
throw them. I settled on a small spinner 
that had worked wonders on _ other 
squaretails in more conventional waters. 

I cast it below the rock and let it 
sink and swing with the current. At 
the very tail of the eddy I put it into 
motion. It went too deep for me to see 
the strike, but I felt it—a blow as solid 
as a mule kick. I lifted the rod and 
belted the hook into my antagonist. 

He made one short rush and did a 
pinwheel at the end of it. My eyes 
bulged. I’d been expecting a hefty fish, 
but nothing like the squaretail that 
boiled out of the river. I got only a brief 
glimpse of him, but he looked like a 
20-incher and had the chunky lines of 
a small whale. 

I found myself talking to myself 
Cooper warning Cooper that he’d hooked 
a trout too big to handle on a fly rod. 

The trout went swiftly out of sight, 
boring down among the rocks, and I 
gulped and waited for trouble. But none 
came. Instead, the squaretail quit fight- 
ing. I stripped in line, bringing him 
along in the manner I’d handle an eight- 
incher. For a few yards, that is. Then 
the trout put on a display that had me 
hanging on the ropes. 

I didn’t quite figure out the trout’s 
tactics until I’d hooked into several fish, 
but this is the spot to describe them. | 
was catching squaretails in the slack 
water of the pool, but they were river 
trout and aware of it. Maybe they were 
the first in the area to feel a hook, but 
they instinctively knew that a stream- 
born squaretail doesn’t do his best in 
quiet water. He needs the rush and 
turmoil of rapids to put power in his 
lungs and courage in his heart. He’s 4

fish of foam-laced places, used to the 
feel of the current, and when the time 
comes for him to make his last stand he 
wants the current for a springboard. 

Well, that’s what my first trout did 
when he let me lead him like a kitten 
for those few rod lengths. He moved 
up through the head of the pool under 
his own power, coming for that streak- 
ing green water in the rock chute to 
show me what he could do. 

He showed me. He slashed to the top 





rapids, and took line away from me in 
three or four breath-taking jumps. Then 
he whipped straight across the chute, 
making for a submerged rock that 
showed only as a plume of white water 
on the surface. If he got under that rock 
he wouldn’t be my trout any more, so I 
held the rod until it bent double, and 
turned him just short of his destination. 
I’ve never been able to keep track of 
time when I have a good fish on. Likely 
| it took me minutes to tame that square- 
tail and bringing him in over a sloping 
shelf of rock at the foot of the rapids, 
| but it seemed like half an hour. I’m sure, 
| though, that there wasn’t a dull moment 
until I finally battered the last ounce of 
| fight out of him, and he hung beaten on 
| the leader, rolling over and over with 
| the current. 
| I had no net, since Palmquist had 
| derided my notion of carrying one. “It 
| doesn’t matter if you lose a fish,’’ he 
| said. “You just throw your hook into 
“ same pool and get another.’’

I was sorry now that I'd listened to | 


him, for I certainly didn’t want to lose 
this trout! Maybe there were more like 
| him in the pool, but that was a gamble 
I didn’t want to take. 


S I teased the squaretail in, slowly | 
| and cautiously, making sure that he | 


| wasn’t playing possum, then slid my 


him up on the shelf. He measured just 
a little more than 20 in. and weighed 


fingers gently into his gills and hoisted | 


4 lb. to the ounce. I needn't add that he | 


| was a beautiful fish. Any speckled trout 


is beautiful in the eyes of an angler, and | 


when you get one of that size, you've 
got something to stir honest admiration. 

I found a shallow pool, half as big as 
a bathtub, back among the rocks and 
laid my trout in it. Then I returned to 
the pool and put my spinner down be- 
| hind the boulder again. Nothing hap- 
pened on the first cast or the second, 
but on the third a fish lit into me like 
a cat going after a mouse. 

This one proved to be 17 in. long, and 

he behaved exactly like the first, racing 
up into the current to make his flight, 
exploding out of the water like a quail 
| out of broom grass. 
| All told, I hooked five trout in that 
one spot, landing four of them. The 20- 
incher was the biggest of the lot, the 
smallest running 15 in. Then they quit 
taking. Perhaps I had cleaned out the 
pool or instilled a little caution in the 
fish that remained in it. 

I replaced my spinner with a streamer 

fly—just to see what would happen 
and walked a couple of hundred feet 
| upstream to the next pool. And there I 
hooked another trout on the second cast.

For Bass and Trout 


Question: What size line and what length 
rod do you consider best for bass and trout 
fishing?—Bert A. Buzzard, Pa. 


Answer: I prefer a fairly light line for nat- 
ural bait fishing, so my choice would be G. 
However, F is not bad, and it is much stronger. 
For fly fishing, of course, the line must be heavy 
enough to bring out the action of the rod. An 
814-ft. rod would probably be generally satis- 
factory for both bass and trout, although I like 
| one 9 ft. for bass. An 8-ft. rod is ideal for aver- 
age trout fishing.—R.B.

Weights of Rods

Answer: When salt-water rods are referred 
to as being 4 oz. for the tip, it means just that. 
The handle doesn’t enter into it. In steel and 
bamboo fresh-water fly rods the entire weight 
is given—including the mounting. Manufactur- 
ers of glass rods give only the weights of the 
blanks before mounting. Bait-casting weights 
in bamboo are overall; in glass, unmounted.—

Glass-Rod Action 


Question: I have bought a two-piece 7'%-ft 
5-oz. glass fly rod. Do you think it’s too heavy? 
Most of its action seems to be in the tip, and 
the rod feels stiff in my inexperienced hands 
I have been using a D-level nylon.—Robert R 
Grow, Utah. 


Answer: That rod should be O.K. I have one 
just over 714 ft., weighing 47@ oz., and it has 
the best action I’ve yet found in a glass rod— 
much better than that of lighter ones. My rod 
works best with H-C-H nylon line or H-D-H 
silk line. It also casts some makes of H-D-H 
nylon nicely.—R.B. 


Rod Lengths and Lures 


Question: I'm making a gradual approach to 
the longer spinning rods and their light lures 
and am thinking of buying a tubular rod recom- 
mended for %-oz. lures. It comes in 5, 5% 
and 6-ft. lengths.

On the whole, felt is more versatile than 
hobnails, but when you need nails you 
need them badly indeed.

Each seemed to have a whale, 
and they fought it desperately for ten 
minutes. Then they discovered they 
were pulling against each other. So the 
men came together in the middle of the 
stream and brought to net a fat and 
colorful brook trout. It had the hooks

“Gulls are great fish finders,” writes 
A. L. McConnell .from Pennsylvania. 
“Large lakes are the toughest places 
for a man to locate fish,” he continues. 
“It is easy to spot them from a plane 
but the solution for the average angler 
is the gull. 

“On all the Great Lakes—and on most 
lakes of any considerable size in the 
U.S. and Canada—an alert man can 
The white 
specks flying the mists of mighty Ni- 


| agara are gulls, the white spots on the 










log booms in Canadian lakes are gulls. 
There are about as many lakes named 
Gull in the Dominion as those named 
Bass. In northern Canada, where the 
season is very short, pike, wall-eye pike, 
bass, trout, lake trout, and salmon are 
continuously on the feed—filling up 
against the coming freeze. They travel 
in schools like packs of marauding 
wolves, chasing fry and minnows. At 
all times the gulls know where these 
fish are—not where they should be or 
where they were last summer. It’s 
their business to know, if they want 
to eat.’’ 

Many a time your editor has located 
schools of fish by watching where the 
gulls and terns were working. Keep an 
eye out for them and save yourself a 
lot of wasted time and motion. 


If you learn to cast with either hand, 
you'll gain quite an advantage on many 
an occasion—in fact, the art is useful 
any time you go fishing. Unfortunate- 
ly, it’s a technique a man must learn 
while he’s young, for it’s a tough job 
for an old bird to become ambidextrous. 


Here’s a clever stunt suggested by Ozark 
Warf of Missouri. He calls it a bait-fly. 
Take a size 6 or 8 medium long hook, 
about 3X Long, and tie a bright red 
hackle on the upper half. Ozark says 
they work great with worms, crawfish, 
grasshoppers, and minnows, taking 
more fish than a plain-baited hook. He 
uses them on perch, bluegills, pike, bass, 
crappies, and goggle-eyes. 


Here’s an interesting item from E. G. 
Flint, of Massachusetts, who reports 
seeing a gull pick up a fly another 
angler was trolling. The bird didn’t get 
hooked, but it latched onto the fly and 
fought savagely to hold it. Not until 
it was within 20 ft. of the angler’s boat 
did it drop the fly, and then with ob- 
vious reluctance. 


If you are drift fishing, and find your 
boat is moving a little too fast for 
effective work, set a log floating be- 
hind you at the end of a 25-ft. rope. It 
works particularly well on a day when 
a high wind blows you along faster 
than you want to move. Naturally, the 
bigger the log the greater the braking 
power.—R.B.

opened a little and I was able to crawl 
on hands and knees for 100 yards, but 
the snow collected on my hunting coat 
until I felt like a white, hump-backed 
turtle. I stopped for a moment to get 
my breath. 

The sound of the fighting floated 
through the laurel—still a running, 
snarling, roaring chase that I would 
have gone through a blizzard to see. 
Only this was worse than a blizzard. 
The big-stemmed rhododendrons, twist- 
ed, angled, and rooted everywhere they 
touched the ground, were woven with a 
network of cat briers that clawed my 
face, gloves, and clothes.

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HITTING GAME AT LONG RANGE 


good deal of moonshine has been 
A written about shooting big game 
at long range. On one hand we 
have the boys of limited experience— 
most of it acquired in brush and forest 
who say that anyone who claims to 
have knocked off a deer at over 150 yd. 
is a liar. They haven’t done it, and 
they haven't seen it done, so they won't 
believe anyone does it. At the other ex- 
treme are the imaginative citizens who 
never kill a head of game at less than 
300 yd., and find a 500-yd. shot just 
routine. 

I remember a story written by one 
of these long-range experts about a 
hunt in northern British Columbia. He 
and his guide saw a grizzly at about 
500 yd. Did they pause to find out what 
the bear was doing, which way he was 
headed, how they could get closer? 
They did not. Instead our hero sat 
down, fed a cartridge into the chamber 
of his trusty .375 Magnum, and started 
tossing bullets in the direction of the 
bear. They finally got the grizzly—or 
so the story went—but only after 
wounding it and following it into brush, 
a chore I have done but do not relish. 

Another type of big-game shot would 
have stalked that grizzly to within 25 
yd., and would not have shot until he 
saw the whites of its eyes.

For my part, I prefer a sensible me- 
dian between trying to shoot an animal 
across a township and getting close 
enough to ram the rifle muzzle down 
its throat. Most astute procedure is to 
do execution at from 75 to 150 yd., if 
circumstances permit. Usually it isn’t 
difficult to stalk to such a distance, but 
the closer one gets to the game the 
more chance there is of disturbing it. 
At 100-150 yd. a rifleman worthy of 
the name should be able to place his 
bullet within from 2 to 3 in. of where 
he holds, and he can kill as well as if 
he were within 50 ft. At that distance, 
the hunter is not nearly so liable to get 
grizzly fever as he would if close enough 
to hit the bear with a rock. 

If I were a guide and had a dude out 
who even looked as if he wanted to 
shoot a grizzly at 500 yd., I’d wrap his 
rifle around his neck. Anyone who 
hunts dangerous game—be it grizzlies 
or Alaska brown bears in North Ameri- 





In taking a long shot, this youth uses the ridge comb as a rest and his rolled-up 
jacket as a pad.

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ca, or buffaloes, lions, or leopards on 
the African plains—has no _ business 
taking long-range shots. Promiscuous 
long-range shooting by gents without 
judgment results in too many wounded 
animals getting away, and in the case 
of dangerous game, too much chance 
somebody will have his leg chewed off. 

Legitimate shooting at long range 
requires, first of all, the rather poorly 
distributed commodity called judgment, 
something which many of us, alas, do 
not have. Before a rifleman takes a 
pop at an animal beyond his sure hit- 
ting range, he should pause and ask 
himself what will happen if he wounds 
the beast. Once I was riding back 
toward camp with a trigger-happy char- 
acter when we saw a big bull moose, 
with enormous snowy-white antlers, 
standing on the far side of a muskeg 
meadow. He was about 400 yd. away 
and right at the edge of heavy timber. 
This citizen jumped off his horse and 
before you could say glockenspiel he 
had fired offhand. I heard the plunk of 
the bullet on a water-filled stomach, 
and the bull faded into the timber. We 
found no blood, but we did find some 
hairs cut off by the bullet. We tracked 
the bull about a quarter of a mile but 
it grew dark back in the timber and we 
had to return to our horses and ride to 
camp. As far as I could see, our boy 
suffered no remorse. But all he’d done 
was donate some meat to the wolves. 


hat was no time for a long-range 

shot. Here’s why: 1. The hunter 
couldn’t get into a steady position. 2. 
A moose is a big, tough animal that is 
very difficult to kill at 400 yd. with a 
.30/06—or with any weapon short of a 
37 mm. cannon.

fied in taking a chance on a long shot. 

Just what is a long-range shot on 
big game? Defined conservatively, it 
is any shot made beyond the ordinary 
point-blank range of the rifle in use. 
And that means any shot in which the 
pdullet will fall more than 4 in. below 
the line of sight and where allowance 
for drop is necessary. 

Take an iron-sighted rifle of the 
.30/30 class sighted in to put the bullet 
at point of aim at 150 yd. (which is 
the usual practice). With such a rifle, 
any range beyond about 190 yd. (at 
which point the bullet has dropped 4 
in.) can be considered long range. With 
a scope-sighted .30/06 using the 180-gr. 
bullet and sighted in to hit point of aim 
at 200 yd., anything over 250 yd. is 
long range. With a .30/06 scope-sighted 
for 250 yd. with the 150-gr. bullet, any- 
thing beyond about 290 yd. is long 
range——-and the same figures apply to 
the .300 Magnum with the 180-gr. bullet. 

With a .270, scope-sighted for 275 
yd., anything beyond 325 is long range. 
Big-game rifles of still higher velocity 
—like the Weatherby series of .270, 7 
mm. and .300 Magnum—have aé still 
longer point-blank range. In their case 





Bert Rigall, Alberta guide, uses a rope loop to steady his

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the critical point—the 4-in. bullet drop 
—is about at 350 yd.—or 25 farther 
than with the standard .270. 

And let’s remember that even with 
the flat-shooting .300 Weatherby Mag- 
num at 350 yd., a shot is a good one if 
it lands in the chest cavity; after all, 
the human being behind the rifle is 
still a human being, with human trem- 
ors and shakes and wobbles. 

Great aids to long-range shooting are 
a flat-shooting, accurate rifle and a 
scope of good definition (so the rifle- 
man can see exactly where he is hold- 
ing). Then the combination should be 
sighted in for the longest possible point- 
blank range, so that the rise of the bul- 
let above the line of sight will not cause 
midrange misses. That means, if the 
target is a big-game animal, that the 
bullet should not rise more than 4 in.— 
possibly 5—above the line of sight. The 
less guessing about holdover a man has 
to do, the better off he is. Even the most 
experienced and skillful riflemen lay 
plenty of eggs. That is 


instead of figuring the angles and hold- 
ing over. 

I remember very well the buck that 
made me a convert. He got up at un- 
determined range across a rough, rocky, 
and very steep canyon and started pick- 
ing them up and putting them down. 
Because the terrain was rough he 
couldn’t go very fast, and my lead was 
perfect. I could see dust fly all around 
him. Finally he went down on about 
the ninth shot. 

I found several bullet burns on the 
bottom of his chest and belly. My .270 
was sighted in for 200 yd., and the buck 
was probably over 300 yd. away—be- 
yond the point-blank range as I had 
sighted in. I couldn’t possibly have 
killed the buck with a dead-on hold, 
and I wouldn’t have killed him at all if 
I apparently hadn’t jerked the trigger 
and made the fatal bullet fly high. 

It is usually possible to get close to 
many animals, particularly in open 
mountains where they can be located 





why— if there is any pos- 
sibility at all of a shot at 
longer than usual range 
—a hunter is a sucker 
to sight in a .30/30 for

It’s much wiser, if a 
long-range shot is likely 
to present itself, to sight 
in for the longest possi- 
ble range and to use a 
scope of good definition.

The importance of 
sighting in for the longest possible 
range was impressed on me many years 
ago, when I did a lot of hunting for 
the smart and elusive little Arizona 
white-tail deer in southern Arizona 
and northern Sono- 
ra, Mexico. Most of 
my shots were from 
hillside to hillside or 
across canyons at 
longish and unde- 
termined range. I 
found I could hit the 
white-tails better 
with a .270 than with 
a .30/06 because of 
the former’s some- 
what higher velocity 
and flatter trajec- 
tory; better with a 
.270 sighted in for 
275 or 300 yd. than 
with one sighted in 
for 200; and better 
with a 4X scope than 
with a 2%xX. The

and stalked by a concealed approach 
from behind a ridge. But some have to 
be taken at long range. Those little 
Arizona white-tails are an example 
Mule deer in many sections are found 
in open country, where frequently they 
cannot be approached, and antelope are 
almost always open-country game. In 
many cases it is the better part of wis- 
dom for the hunter to take a long shot 
at a standing animal than to attempt 
to get closer, sometimes not much clos- 
er, and have to take the risk of a run- 
ning shot. 

In broken-up country, antelope—like 
wild sheep—can be closely approached. 
But if the country is flat and open, or 
even gently rolling—with the top of one 
little rise half a mile or more from an- 
other—antelope are a long-range prop- 
osition. In some areas the hunter will 
see ten elk at 300-400 yd. for every one 
he sees at lesser range. If he is going 
to fill the home freezer he is going to 
have to do some long-range shooting 
Much of Idaho’s Selway country is like 
that—great brushy ridges cut by enor- 
mous canyons. 

Judgment of range is by no means 
easy. Animals look closer in good light 
than in poor, farther away when seen 
from above or below than when see! 
on the level. They look closer across 
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a canyon with no intervening ol jects, 
closer across a perfectly flat, level plain 
with no vegetation. 

I can remember some astonishingly 
bad guesses I have made. Once in the 
Yukon I came to a river bed. Across 
a perfectly flat bar, glistening white 
in bright sunlight, I saw a wolf. I es- 
timated the range to be about 300 yd. 
and held accordingly. The bullet struck 
in the sand at least 100 yd. short. Part 
of my error stemmed from the bright 
light and the flat sand, but most of it 
was due, I believe, to the fact that I 
was used to shooting at the much small- 
er coyote. 


— time I fired several shots at 
a black bear high above me on a 
northern British Columbia mountain- 
side and never even came close enough 
to scare it much. The members of my 
party went into a huddle to dope out 
the reason for the misses. They con- 
cluded that the bear had been much 
farther away than I thought-—-700 or 
800 yd. I decided I’d been crossed up 
by the fact that the bear was a cub, 
and that instead of underestimating the 
range, as my pals thought, I had gross- 
ly overestimated it. 

Now and then a hunter runs into a 
guide who is an expert rifle shot and a 
good judge of range. Such a guide is 
well worth listening to. But many 
guides, while they’ve killed a lot of big 
game, have done it only at short range. 
Often they are not expert riflemen or 
particularly good judges of range. Be- 
cause of these factors, they chronically 
overestimate range, and to many any- 
thing over 150 yd. is 400 yd. I once 
killed a ram that my guide swore was 
“over a quarter of a mile away.” I 
held dead on with the .270 and hit about 
where I held. The ram was probably 
about 250-275 yd. from the muzzle. An 
antelope that a guide swore was 500 or 
600 yd. away was likewise killed with 
a dead-on hold, and the range was no 
more than 300 yd. 

There are two methods of arriving 
at a fair estimate of range. One, if the 
terrain permits, is to divide the inter- 
vening country with your eye into 100- 
yd. units. Of course, that calls for 
out-of-season practice Over measured 
terrain. Golf players, with their trained 
eyes, are usually very good at guessing 
hunting ranges. The other is to use 
some sort of a range-finding scope reti- 
cule in comparison with the depth of 
the animal’s chest. 

Sad to say, both methods are only 
approximate, but they do save the rifle- 
man from extremely bad errors. If 
game animals came in standard sizes, 
the range-finder reticule would be quite 
efficient, but alas, they do not. Deer 
run from 14 to 20 in. from top of shoul- 
der to bottom of brisket; adult antelope 
16 or 17; a big ram or a goat from 20 
to 22; an elk from 24 to 28; a bull 
moose from 30 to 40, with 36 being 
about the average of those I have meas- 
ured; a coyote 8 or 9. 

A range-finder reticule consisting of 
two horizontal crosswires is available 
in Weaver scopes. The space between 
the wires subtends 6 minutes of angle.

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fills that space, you can estimate that 
he is around 300 yd. away. I have also 
used a 4-minute Lee dot in a 212X scope 
and found it useful; often it prevented 
very poor snap judgment. 

Last long-range shot I made was on 
an antelope. He was standing on a 
slope across a wide, shallow basin in 
northeast Wyoming and looking at me. 
I thought he was about 400 yd. away, 
but when I divided the intervening 
ground into 100-yd. units it added up 
| to about 500 yd. The bullet I was using 
| would drop about 3 ft. at that distance. 
|I got a good steady rest and held the 
| crosswires above his shoulder for a 
| distance 114 times the depth of his 
| body. I squeezed the trigger and the 
| buck went down. My companions and 
'I paced off the range and it came out 
about 485 yd. 

The longes: shot I ever saw made on 
a big-game animal was in the far north 
and the victim was a big bull caribou. 
A companion and I had been hunting 
a week with no luck. We'd been out 
of camp meat for days, so it was a 
| foregone conclusion that if we ran into 
any legal and edible game, it would 
have a tough time. 

Then with binoculars we picked up a 
bull caribou about two miles away. He 
was toward the bottom of an absolute- 
ly open, gently sloping basin, and since 
caribou have poor eyes it looked as if 
stalking him would be easy. But this 
bull was an exception. When we were 
still much too far away, he spied us, 
got out of his bed, and started to move 
off. 

‘“‘He’s spooked,” the guide said. ‘“Bet- 
| ter shoot.” 

| While I was protesting that this was 
|no good because the bull was too far 
off, my pal opened up with his scope- 
sighted .270. The first shot, fired with 
the horizontal crosswire held even with 
the bull’s back, hit well below his feet. 
The second shot, held the same way to 
confirm the first, also landed there. The 
fourth shot hit the caribou. My pal 
had aimed at a rock that seemed to be 
7 or 8 ft. over the bull’s back. The 
caribou moved slowly off, getting far- 








ther and farther away. Apparently 
the eighteenth shot was also a hit. The 
bull moved perhaps 100 yd. farther and 
lay down in some willows with only his 
antlers showing. 

Since my friend and the guide would 
lose sight of the bull in going over to 
finish him, I stayed on the hillside to 
signal if the animal moved. After a 
long, long time the two got up to the 
caribou and finished it with a shot in 
the neck. 

Then I decided to see how far away 
that bull was. About half the distance 
in a straight line to the bull was down- 
hill, the other half uphill. By the time 
I got to the carcass I had used up 1,823 
paces. The bull was at least 700 yd. 
away when first hit and surely not less 
than 1,200 yd. distant when another 
shot connected. 


WwW: had our meat, but I still doubt 
that the shots should have been 
taken at all. The caribou was simply 
too far away. 

On the other hand, my pal had a very 
accurate .270 with a 6X scope, and he 
was an expert shot. We needed the 
meat, and the animal was in an open 
basin where we could shoot at him quite 
a few times while he was trying to es- 
cape. 

Such wild-eyed shots are rare ex- 
ceptions, though. The usual long-range 
shot is at from 300 to 450 yd. at a 
standing and undisturbed animal. Ac- 
tually it is easier to make a neat, clean 
kill from a good rest on a stationary 
target at long range than it is to make 
one from the offhand position at 200 yd 

For real long-range shooting, the 
hunter should get into the steadiest po- 
sition possible. Now and then the ter- 
rain permits him to shoot prone with a 
tight sling, but that’s quite rare in big- 
game hunting. The long-range big- 
game shot faces exactly the same prob- 
lem as the varmint hunter who likes to 
knock off chucks at from 300 to 400 yd., 
and he should follow his example of us- 
ing a rifle rest at every opportunity. 
Few people can hold steady enough,

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even from a good solid sitting position, 
to be certain of placing a bullet in the 
chest cavity of deer or antelope out at 
400 yd. or more. 

In the Canadian north I usually wear 
a down jacket, and many times I have 
rolled it up and used it on a stone or 
hummock for a steady rest. In Wyo- 
ming antelope hunting, I have used the 
same rolled-up jacket on clumps of 
sage. Once in a while a man can put 
a “10 gallon” hat in the crotch of a 
tree and use it as a rest. The rifleman 
should never lay the fore-end of the rifle 
on anything hard, because if he does the 
rifle will jump up from the hard sur- 
face and his shot will be high. 

My longest shot at a mountain sheep 
was made at a nice Dall ram in the 
White River country of the Yukon. My 
guide and I were behind a ridge almost 
sharp enough to shave with. I found 
a ledge on which I could sit, and a 
notch in the sharp ridge that I could 
stick the rifle through and rest it on my 
down jacket. There was even a little 
ledge on which I could rest my right 
elbow. All in all, it was a crude, nat- 
ural, but very effective bench rest. I 
could hold like a rock, and my only 
problem was that of judging range and 
dropping a bullet into a vital area of 
the ram. I hit him the first shot. 


ust as the finest practice for the 
J running-game shooter is popping 
at galloping jackrabbits, the best pos- 
sible practice for the long-range big- 
game shot is long-range shooting of 
woodchucks, predatory hawks, crows, 
and coyotes. 

This little essay is not an endorse- 
ment of promiscuous long-range shoot- 
ing. From a humanitarian standpoint, 
the less of it done-—-even by a good shot 

the better. But the time does come 
when circumstances are right, and then 
an expert rifleman can save his bacon 
by making a hit at long range. 

First of all, the animal should be non- 
dangerous. He should be in the open so 
bullet effect can be judged and the first 
shot followed up with others if it is not 
fatal. The hunter should have an ac- 
curate, flat-shooting rifle, sighted in for 
the longest possible range which will 
not cause midrange misses. He should 
be able to judge range fairly well by 
mentally marking off the distances in 
100-yd. units or by comparing the size 
of an animal with a reticule of known 
value. He should know the drop at 
various ranges of the bullet he is using, 
and if his memory is poor he should 
affix the data to the buttstock of his 
rifle with transparent waterproof tape. 
He should shoot from the steadiest po- 
sition he can assume, and then he 
should squeeze the trigger and hope for 
the best. 

Never should he attempt a shot from 
an unsteady position, nor when the ani- 
mal can get out of sight quickly. He 
should avoid shooting at long range 
if it seems possible to move within his 
sure hitting range, even if he has to 
come back the next day to make the 
stalk. When he does try long-range 
shooting he should use every means at 
his command to do the job exactly 
right!—Jack O'Connor.

Question: It’s been my impression that Sam- 
uel Colt began making revolvers (the Colt ‘‘Pat- 
erson”’) in 1836, then went out of business and 
resumed in 1847 with the Colt ‘‘Walker.” 

Now I have a Colt that is stamped “Address 
Sam’l Colt, New York U.S. America’; ‘36 
cal’; “Colt patent No. 959" and “Engaged 
16 May 1843." Did Colt make revolvers in 
1843? If not, why is the gun so marked?—

You have a Model 1851 Colt Navy 
revolver, made at Hartford, Conn. Engraving 
on the cylinder and the lettering ‘‘Engaged 
16 May 1843” refer to a naval battle in which 
Texans defeated a Mexican fleet in the war for 
Texas independence. 

During the Civil War thousands of these 
.36 caliber Colt Navy revolvers were used by 
Union troops. I understand they were also 
made in London, England.—J.O’C.

That would be my 
choice, especially since our small boys can use 
it as they come along. 

My wife is slightly built, so rifle weight will 
be a factor.

Double Negative 


Question: I have an excellent .25/35 high- 
side-wall Winchester rifle with a target-weight 
barrel. I’d like to have it rechambered to 
30/40 Krag necked down to .25. Is that a 
good move? How about loads? 

And what do you think of rechambering a 
Model 44% Stevens for the .219 Zipper?— 
Walter H. Brown, Pa. 


Answer: I'd leave that .25/35 Winchester 
just as it is, for the cartridge is a very accurate 
one. Its twist is quite abrupt so as to spin the 
relatively long 117-gr. bullet at moderate ve- 
locity. But if you necked down to .25 Krag 
I'm afraid accuracy would not be so hot, be- 
cause the light bullets would be greatly over- 
stabilized in the sharp twist. 

You can use any load for the .25 Krag that is 
O.K. for the .257 Roberts if you cut the powder 
charge 10 percent. But if I were you I'd leave 
that .25/35 as is. 

Likewise the Model 4414. It doesn’t have the 
strongest action in the world, and the Zipper 
produces fairly high pressures and a good deal 
of back thrust, due to the shape of the cases.— 
J.0°C.

Deer Scope for Maine 


Question: I’ve mounted a Weaver K-1 scope 
on my new Remington Model 721 rifle, caliber 
30/06, for use on deer in Maine. Some of my 
friends tell me I’m crazy to use a scope with 
no magnification but I argue that I want only 
a fast sight for short ranges. 

I'll use the 150-gr. open-point-expanding bul- 
let. Please recommend the best sighting-in range 
for Maine hunting. Where will the bullet first 
cross the line of sight? 

I have a batch of G.I. ammunition; is it O.K. 
for range practice?—E. J. Biondo, N.Y. 


Answer: I hardly know whether I agree with 
your choice of the Weaver K-1 for deer hunting. 
It's certainly an exceedingly fast sight with an 
enormous field. But I think you'll miss having 
about 2X magnification, which makes shots seem 
easier and often permits you to discern antlers 
that you couldn't see with a 1X job. As far as 
Speed is concerned, the Weaver K-2.5 is just 
about as fast as the K-1. However, it’s a matter 
of choice. Perhaps in a year or so you'll have 
a change of heart. Me, I'll stick to the 2'44X 
Scope. 

It's O.K. to use that G.I. ammunition. But

I don’t think you’re going to get many long 
shots at Maine white-tails, so I recommend that 
you sight in to put your bullets 2 in. high at 
100 yd., no matter what ammunition you use. 
Then your bullet will first cross the line of 
sight at about 30 yd. I’d suggest the round-nose 
180-gr. soft-point, because it penetrates brush 
better than a light sharp-pointed bullet at high- 
er velocity. 

You might do your first shooting at 30 yd., 
adjusting the scope to put the bullet at point 
of aim at that distance. Then refine your sight- 
ing at 100 yd., shooting from a good rest with 
the rifle fore-end resting on something soft. Put 
your bullets 2 in. high at 100 yd. You will be 
on the nose at about 190 and only about 1 in. 
low at 200.—J.O’C.

Question: Some time ago you said, “Savage 
has never made a lever-action .30/06.’’ And 


more recently you wrote, in referring to the 
demise, in 1936, of Winchester’s Model 95 lever- 
action .30/06, ‘‘So perished the only lever-action 
.30/06 ever manufactured in this country or any- 
where else.” 

Savage did make a .30/06 lever-action in their 
Model 99. While I never owned one, I shot the 
model in this caliber about 15 years ago. It 
was owned by a friend of mine. Recently I de- 
cided to buy one, so I wrote to Savage about it. 
They replied, ‘“‘We have discontinued the manu- 
facture of the firearm referred to in your recent | 
letter. Our plans for its future production are | 
indefinite,”’ etc., etc. 

So you’re mistaken, Jack, but you’re a great 
gun editor just the same.—Cleve Dent, N.Y. 


Answer: Apparently the Savage people mis- 
understood your letter. Savage has never made 
a lever-action .30/06. The Model 99 action isn’t 
nearly long enough for the .30/06 cartridge, 
since it has never been made for cartridges 
other than the .25/35, .30/30, .303, .38/55, 
.250/3000 and .300 Savage. If you don’t believe 
me, take a Model 99 Savage and a .30/06 car- 
tridge, and figure out how you could get a .30/06 
to work through the action. 

Savage did make a bolt-action .30/06 in its 
Model 40 (and the Model 45, which was the 
same thing except that it had a checkered stock, 
sling swivels, and, I believe, a receiver sight). 
I think this is the model to which the Savage 
letter refers. 

Possibly the Model 99 ‘.30/06” 
member was actually chambered for 
Savage cartridge.—J.O’C.

Not Enough Soup 


Question: I’ve purchased a Winchester Model 
1905 self-loading .32 caliber rifle for $65. It’s in 
amazingly fine condition inside and out. Will 
you give me some general information about the 
caliber—I know nothing of its performance.— 
Martin H. Levitt, Ohio. 


Answer: Sorry, but even at $65 I don’t con- 
sider that rifle much of a bargain. It gives a 
165-gr. bullet only 710 foot pounds of muzzle 
energy and 1,390 foot seconds’ velocity. It has 
1 rainbow trajectory about like that of the .22 
Long Rifle. Over a 200-yd. course the bullet 
rises 1214 in. at midrange. 

It’s usually believed that a bullet should have 
at least 1,200 foot pounds’ energy to be adequate 
for white-tail deer, and the .32 S.L.’s energy is 
nowhere near that. It’s not powerful enough for 
big game or flat-shooting enough for varmints. 
If I were you I'd trade in that musket for a 
more adequate rifle.—J.O'C. 


Rare Stevens Lever Action 


Question: I have a lever-action rifle, .35 
Remington caliber, marked “J. Stevens Arms 
and Tool Co.” and ‘Patent Mar. 15, 29, 1910.” 
It needs a new hammer and barrel. Do you 
know where I can buy them?—Kenneth R. Ma- 
gill, Oreg. 


Answer: Those Stevens lever-action rifles 
made for the Remington line of rimless car- 
tridges are so rare I have never seen one, and 
most people don’t know they were ever made. 

You might write to the service department, 
Stevens Arms Corp., Chicopee Falls, Mass., and 
ask if they have the needed parts. But chances 
are they won’t; then the only alternative is to 
have the hammer made by hand by a gunsmith 
and a .35 caliber barrel fitted and chambered. 
Such repairs would probably cost more than the 
rifle’s worth.—J.O’C. 


Removing Berdan Primers 


Question: After knocking myself out trying 
to decap cases with Berdan primers, I’ve come 
up with an effective method. In my lathe I 
turned down a 1 x 8-in. brass bar; drilled a 
centered hole of .310 in. through it; chambered 
one end to receive the empty case; made a rod 
of harder metal suitably long to work snugly 
through the cylinder; and built up a base with a 
centered hole of ™% in. to let the fired primer 
out. , 

To decap, I insert a fired case in the cham- 
ber, fill the cylinder with water; smear the 
piston rod with thick grease and insert it in 
the cylinder; then I give the piston a more-or- 
less gentle blow with a hammer. That does 
the trick. 

Since there may be some fellows busting 
their fingernails on the job, I thought you might 
like to pass this dope along.—Ernesto Cabrera, 
Mexico. 


Answer: Thanks! I’m happy to print your 
method for the benefit of over-Berdaned re- 
loaders.—J.O’C.

Question: What's happened to the cartridge 
known as the .22 Special? My dad was born out 
West and he always talks of the Winchester 
.22 Special he used when he was a boy. I have 
various catalogues but I can’t find a cartridge 
with that title—Edward Sharp, Ohio. 


Answer: The cartridge to which you refer is 
known as the .22 Winchester rimfire and as the 
.22 Remington Special. It is still loaded. In 
high-speed form it gives the 45-gr. bullet a muz- 
zle velocity of 1,450 foot seconds and muzzle 
energy of 210 foot pounds, as against the 40-gr.

ne of the commonest faults o 
binoculars is poor alignment. Th« 
images produced by the two tubes 

do not fuse properly. One set of lenses 
and prisms may magnify slightly more 
than the other set, or the two images 
may not line up. Or the images may be 
in correct alignment at one interpupil- 
lary setting but not at another. 

When glasses are out of alignment 
they cause eyestrain, and if used for 
any length of time produce a dull head- 
ache. When binoculars are correctly 
focused by racking out to a point where 
the image is not clear and then turning 
in until the image sharpens, yet still 
“pull” the eyes, the glasses are not 
properly aligned. 

Only when the instrument is badly 
out of alignment is the fact readily evi- 
dent. That’s because the eyes work 
hard to bring the mismated images to- 
gether. If the alignment is very poor, 
the user of course cannot fuse the 
images and he realizes something is 
wrong. Often binoculars that are only 
slightly misaligned appear to be excel- 
lent, however; only extended use brings 
that telltale feeling of eyestrain. 

So common is this fault that some 
people believe that all binoculars cause 
eyestrain. Not so! If the glasses are 
held steady, so the user will not be 
bothered by a dancing image, and if 
they are correctly focused, there is no 
reason for eyestrain. 

So if your binoculars seem to “pull” 
at your eyes, or if they induce head- 
ache, return them to the maker or im- 
porter for checking. 


Good Pheasant Load 


pal of mine came out to hunt Idaho 
and Washington pheasants with 
me a couple of years ago and 
when he departed he left a few boxes of 
Peters trap loads with 314 drams of 
powder and 1% oz. of No. 7 shot.

| ere is a rifle that a 
lot of people have 
been awaiting for a long, 
long, time—the new 
Remington Model 760 
slide action. It is made 
in .35 Remington, .300 Savage, and— 
now hold your horses—.30/06! For the 
first time since the old box-magazine, 
lever-action Winchester Model 95 in 
.30/06 was discontinued almost 30 years 
ago, a non-ho't-action .30/06 sporting 
rifle is available. 

The new Remington is not a rede- 
signed military model—it’s strictly a 
hunting rifle. And the boys who have 
cast longing eyes on .30/06 ballistics 
these many years but who dislike the 
bolt action are going to be very, very 
happy. Particularly will the Model 
760 appeal to tens of thousands of own- 
ers of slide-action shotguns, since this 
new job looks, operates, and points like 
a shotgun. 

The bolt action, for all its many vir- 
tues, is slow. With a lot of practice, 
both wet and dry, the determined rifle- 
man can work up a fair rate of fire. 
But he’ll be slow compared with even 
a novice handling this slide job. A good 
lever action is faster than the bolt, but 
this rifle is faster than any lever ac- 
tion ever made. Not only is the straight- 
back-and-up, 1-2 motion of the slide 
fast, but when you bring the slide han- 
dle forward you also bring the sights 
in line with the target, as slide-action 
shotgunners know. There is no reason 
why, with one of these babies, a good 
operator cannot get off two shots at a 
buck about as fast as a good skeet shot 
with a pump can break doubles. 

On the range where I shoot there is 
a rock about 225 yd. from the firing 
point and against a hillside. It meas- 
ures about 24 x 24 in. With the new 
| rifle I can get off five shots—aimed 
well enough to stay on the rock—in no 
longer than five seconds. Using it with 
220-gr. loads, the African hunter could 
| quickly handle a charging lion. The 

four-shot detachable box magazines 
| make it possible to reload in a jiffy. 

The slide works as fast as that of 
| the Remington Model 870 Wingmaster 
| shotgun, which the rifle greatly resem- 
| bles. Lines of the receiver and trigger 
— as | guard are very similar and it has the 
|same cross-bolt safety. 

The .35 Remington cartridge with 
'its big, fat 200-gr. bullet at a muzzle 
velocity of 2,200 foot seconds is a good 
cartridge for deer and black bear at 









moderate ranges, and in this caliber 
the Model 760 replaces the obsolete 
Model 141. 

The .300 Savage is a pretty good all- 
round cartridge, but I believe it is pop- 
ular only because it achieves ballistics 
fairly close to those of the .30/06 in a 
lever-action rifle (and for a time in the 
now-discontinued Remington Model 81 
semi-automatic). I have always under- 
stood that the now-obsolete bolt-action 
Savage Models 40 and 45 in .30/06 
outsold the .300. 

So I’m going to predict that the best 
seller in the new Model 760 series will 
be the .30/06 and by far. The original 
plan was, I believe, to chamber it for 
the .270, too, but because .270 pressures 
run higher than the .30/06’s, Remington 
decided against it. Rifle could be made 
in .257, but to no particular advantage. 
For all its virtues, the Model 760 is not 
a combination big-game and varmint 
weapon, but strictly a big-game rifle. 


he new rifle weighs only 714 lb. and 
feels even lighter. Stock is a crack- 
erjack for fast pointing with iron 
sights. Barrel is 22 in. and—being on 
this sort of rifle—free-floating. Breech 
bolt locks at the head with multiple 
lugs turning into slots in the receiver. 
The solid-steel receiver and the en- 
cased bolt head, with no extractor cuts, 
should make the action very strong. 
Extractor is a circular spring like that 
of the Models 721 and 722 Remington 
bolt actions. Ejector is plunger type. 
I doubt that extraction is as positive 
with soft brass at high pressure as it 
is in the Mauser-type bolt action; 
but this model is not one for gun nuts 
or handloaders, and it will seldom be 
used with hot handloaded ammunition. 
So let’s not worry on that point. She 
functions fine with factory ammunition. 
Trigger pull is excellent. My sample 
has a two-stage pull. It has a little 
take-up and lets off crisp and clean. 
Front sight is a bead dovetailed into 

a ramp base. Rear sight is the regular 
semibuckhorn greatly beloved by those 
who don’t know much about sights. 
Elevation is obtained by the well-known 
steps, which (sob!) are a headache 
when you’re trying to sight in. Rear- 
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sight assembly is dovetailed into the) 
parrel, which is not a pious idea if the | 
best accuracy is desired. But no more 
carping—the Model 760 isn’t a varmint | 
or target rifle. Nor is it a long-range | 
mountain rifle. It should be judged as 
a powerful big-game rifle for medium 
ranges, which is just what it is. 

All the scope-mount makers are at 
work on mounts for the Model 760. First 
I’ve seen is the Weaver quick-detach- 
able—a strong, neat, and rugged outfit. 
The new rifle, with its solid-top receiver 
and side ejection, is a natural for any 
type of scope mount—side, bridge, or 
what have you. It is thin and flat and 
has a fairly short barrel, so it should 
be handy in a saddle scabbara. 

As would be expected with the rela- 
tively light, free-floating, slotted bar- 
rel, the Model 760 puts bullets of dif- 
ferent weights to quite different points 
of impact. In the sample .30/06 I have, 
the 220-gr. bullet lands a good 18 in. 
below the 150-gr. at 200 yd. 

It is foolish to judge a hunting rifle 
by bench-rest standards, but with open 
sights this rifle shot so well, relatively | 
speaking, that I’m curious to see what | 
could be done with a good 4X scope. | 
So I’m having Bill Weaver mount it 
with a K-4. | 

Anyway, she’s a fine hunting rifle, 
and I suspect that Remington’s worst 
trouble will be making enough of them 
to satisfy the customers.—J.O’C. 


-270 Pot-Shot Load 


ince I hope for another big-game 

trip in an area where there are also | 
a good many grouse and ptarmigan I 
have been trying to work up a load to 
use in a .270 for pot shooting. I wanted 
one that wouldn’t roar like a full-power 
big-game load but would hit right at 


point of aim at 25 yd. And I wanted |™ 


enough accuracy to take the head off a | 
blue grouse or ptarmigan. 

Anything I tried with gas-check bul- 
lets wasn’t too good because point of 
impact was low. Finally I loaded up 10 
full-metal-cased 100-gr. .270 bullets es- 
pecially made for me by Vernon Speer 
with 20 gr. of No. 4198 powder, also 10 
with 25 gr. The 20-gr. load put bullets 
a bit low, the 25-gr. load exactly to point 
of impact. Accuracy is excellent, recoil 
almost nonexistent, report light. I'd 
guess muzzle velocity to be around 2,200 
foot seconds. The load might work the 
same way in other .270’s, and with ex- 
panding bullets it should be good on 
jackrabbits at moderate ranges.—J. O’C.

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Ithough you may use camping 
A equipment only a few weeks each 
year, that service can, under cer- 
tain conditions, cause considerable 
wear. Long periods of storage may also 
adversely affect some items. Thus you 
should check your gear periodically, 
and clean, adjust, or repair it as re- 
quired. 

Now is a suitable time to give camp- 
ing gear the once-over. You can do 
any necessary work in leisure hours and 
have plenty of time to order and get 
needed parts. Such work quickens the 
pulse with anticipation, for you realize 
that winter is almost gone and that soon 
you'll be enjoying good times outdoors. 
On the more practical side, a little at- 
tention now can prevent the discomfort, 
annoyance, or real hardship that comes 
when some neglected article vital to 
your comfort folds up without warning. 

Your first step should be to make a 
check list of all the things you'll need 
in camp. Such a list is important be- 
cause it’s easy to forget something 
when you depend on memory alone. If 
you have a list to consult at pack-up 
time, you may wank to modify it, add 
something you lacked before, or omit 
an article you never used. Grub lists 
in particular should be worked over 
yearly and adjusted in line with past 
experience, so you won't carry too much 
of one food and not enough of another. 
A check list can be used, too, when you 
pack up after a prolonged stay at some 
wilderness site. 

Bedding. Air mattresses should be 
tested carefully because they are just 
as likely to go bad in storage as in ac- 
tual use. Rubber has a definite life 
limit, and that used in camp beds is no 
exception. After a time it will dry out 
and become porous. Under normal con- 
ditions this decomposition may start 
after five years, although many rubber 
mattresses stay usable for as long as 
10 or 15. The life span depends on 
how the devices have been stored and 
used, and also upon the climate. Im- 
proper storage may shorten it as much 
as, or more than, actual use. 


o detect small leaks, blow the bed 
(ee very hard, much firmer than you 
would for regular use. Then (and you 
may need help, for this is a tough job 
alone) submerge it in a tub, tank, or 
pool and watch for air bubbles. If 
you’re working by yourself you can 
brush soap suds over the surface, treat- 
ing a small area at a time and check- 
ing for the bubbles that betray air

leaks. Single holes can be effectively 
closed with the patching rubber and 
cement used for auto inner tubes. Be 
sure to clean the spot well with gaso- 
line, then roughen it and follow direc- 
tions that come with the repair kit. 
Since these patches go on the outside 
and have no covering to hold them in 
place—unlike tire tubes within a casing 
—hbetter apply pressure with a small 
clamp and wooden block while each re- 
pair dries. 

If a mattress shows numerous pin- 
hole leaks you have real trouble, be- 
cause the rubber has started to become 
porous with age or abuse and there is 
nothing that will make it permanently 
airtight again. Applications of airplane 
wing dope, auto-top dressing, or thinned 
rubber cement may provide temporary 
relief, but some of these substances 
hasten decomposition of the rubber, and 
the mattress may begin to leak worse 
than ever in a short time. So before 
you apply any makeshift sealer, de- 
cide if you want to risk complete mat- 
tress collapse in camp, where replace- 
ments are unobtainable. 

To prolong the life of an air mattress, 
always store it partly inflated and away 
from oil, grease, and excessive heat and 
dampness. Since heat and grease are 
natural enemies of rubber, scrupulously 
avoid any contact with them. An auto 
trunk, an attic, or a spot near a radiator 
are particularly bad storage locations. 

Does your sleeping bag or robe leak 
small particles of down or feather in- 
sulation? A new lining of feathertight 
ticking is the remedy. Don’t coat the 
old lining with any material to seal its 
pores. Some campers have tried tent 
waterproofing dope with depressing re-

sults. Since waterproofing a bed makes 
it airtight, body moisture can’t pass 
through it and into the atmosphere. 
Instead it condenses inside the bed and 
makes it cold and clammy. 


f a sleeping bag is to be used directly 

on bare ground, the bottom of its 
cover can be waterproofed with tent 
sealer. The top may be made moisture- 
resistant, too, by applying a weak solu- 
tion of beeswax dissolved in white 
gasoline, but do this only if you must 
protect the bed from outside humidity. 
Normally the less waterproof a bag’s 
shell is, the warmer you sleep inside it. 

Any badly soiled, smelly sleeping bag 
should be thoroughly cleaned. Most 
manufacturers have service depart- 
ments; take advantage of them when- 
ever possible. Several weeks may be 
consumed by the round trip between 
factory and home, another reason for 
overhauling gear early. When factory 
renovating is impossible, send the bed 
to-a local cleaner. Try to find one with 
the equipment and know-how for a good 
job that won’t impair insulation ma- 
terial. 

Soiled spots on a bag cover can be 
attacked with cleaning fluid, but this 
may only dissolve the dirt and let it 
penetrate deeper. Feather and down 
stuffing that is slightly matted can often 
be livened up by exposure to the hot 
sun for several hours. 

Stoves. The two parts of a gasoline 
camp stove most likely to cause trouble 
are the generator and the pressure 
pump. The first may become ciogged 
with dirt or lead from leaded gasoline, 
while the plunger of the second may 
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become worn and leak pressure. So 
check both now. 

A generator that is not badly clogged 
can be cleaned with a small brush and 
the pick that comes with most stoves. 
Then apply air pressure to clean out 
any loosened particles. If the generator 
tip sticks when you try to remove it, 
apply heat or penetrating oil. If it’s 
badly clogged get a new generator. 
They are not expensive and a spare 
should always be carried, just in case. 

Test the air pump for pressure and 
if it fails totbuild up resistance, examine 
the plunger. If the piston is cracked or 
badly worn get a new one. [If it’s in fair- 
ly good condition, apply a little oil, if 
leather; or glycerin, if rubber; this may 
reduce stiffness and make the piston 
serviceable again. (Service your gaso- 
line lamps in similar fashion.) 

Stove-burner rings may go bad under 
heavy use, causing uneven flames and 
popping noises. Buy new rings from 
the manufacturer. Remove any ac- 
cumulation of grease and dirt beneath 
the burners; it might catch fire and 
cause real trouble should a burner over- 
flow. The gasoline tank should be 
flushed out (if you didn’t do it when 
the stove was stored away last fall). 

The chimney pipe of a wood-burning 
stove may have been impaired by rust 
or heat. Squeeze it firmly with your 
hands. Metal that buckles too easily 
is weak, so new pipe is indicated; a 
bad section could cause a disastrous 
fire in a tent or cabin. Never leave the 


creosote soot formed by burning wood 
in either stove or pipe; it eats thin 
metal quickly. If you find some, get 
rid of it and oil the spot it covered. 

Thin-metal stoves warp easily if al- 
lowed to become red hot. Sometimes a 
buckled panel can be straightened if 
you lay it on a smooth floor and step 
on it. Other times you may have to 
use a wood block and hammer. Always 
support the panel being repaired so 
that your blows won’t loosen joints or 
cause dents. 

If your wood stove lacks a water- 
proof-canvas carrying case, now is a 
good time to make one. It will protect 
stove and pipe from rain and subse- 
quent rust, greatly prolonging its life. 
The case also prevents soot from spill- 
ing onto other equipment or food. 

Cooking utensils. You may find sev- 
eral operations necessary to put your 
cooking gear in first-class condition. 
Burned-on soot should be removed from 
the bottoms of pots and pans; kerosene 
or lacquer thinner will loosen it so it 
can be scoured away with steel wool. 
If the bottom of a heavy skillet has 
warped upward, have a machine-shop 
operator push it down again in a press. 
Bottoms of thin ware can be straight- 
ened and leveled with a hammer and 
block. 

Some utensils may need new handles 
or bails, and the ears that hold them 
may require riveting. Lids may lack 
lifting rings or knobs. And you may 
want to add a utensil to your present

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kit, say a camp-style coffeepot with 

folding handles, bail, and spout. 
Camp clothing should be checked. 

The linings of pants pockets are often 


badly worn when you carry metal ob-.. 


jects in them, and unless repaired cause 
the loss of needed equipment. Ready- 
made replacement pockets, available at 
dress-goods stores, are easily installed. 
Also replace missing buttons, tighten 
loose ones, and sew enlarged button- 
holes. If seat and knees of pants are 
worn almost through, back them with 
strong cloth. 

Hunting coats and pants that have 
lost their water-turning power can be 
rejuvenated with tent waterproofing 
brushed over the outer surface. Make 
woollen garments water resistant by 
soaking them in a solution of 2 oz. 
lanolin dissolved in 1 gal. white (un- 
leaded) gasoline or cleaning fluid. Soak 
the garment about 10 minutes, then 
Squeeze gently (don’t wring wool), pull 
into original shape and size, and hang 
up to dry. While the garment dries it 
must be changed top for bottom several 
times so the lanolin doesn’t all lodge in 
the lower edge. 


n oiled slicker or rain suit that has 
become sticky with age can often 
be improved if you soak it for half an 
hour in a solution of 1 oz. lime in 1 gal. 
water. Then hang it until dry, brush 
with a fiber brush to remove softened 
oil, and paint with equal parts of spar 
varnish and turpentine. 

Shoes, leather equipment. Boots, 
shoes, packsack straps, ax sheaths, and 
other leather articles should be cleaned 
with saddle soap and then well oiled 
while slightly damp. Warmed oil pene- 
trates best; by keeping the leather soft 
it materially lengthens its life. 

If you have purchased new camp 
boots or shoes, be sure to break them in 
now on hikes near home. Examine old 
footgear for missing eyelets or lace 
hooks, rips, thin soles, and unevenly 
worn heels. Correct any defect and re- 
place frayed laces with new ones, pref- 
erably of rawhide. Always store boots 
and shoes on stretchers or trees so the 
leather can’t sag and set into permanent 
wrinkles that later crack. 

Tent. Give your tent a thorough 
checking, because its condition will 
largely determine how comfortably you 
live in camp. Leaks are the most com- 
mon fault, and if tests with a hose or 
pails of water reveal them, apply new 
waterproofing. Do the job early; some 
dopes leave an odor and others a sticki- 
ness that require several weeks drying 
to cure. 

You can use either a factory or 4 
home-mixed solution. Factory dopes, 
which probably make the tent less stiff 
in cold weather, can be obtained tinted 
in case you wish to restore a faded 
stained shelter to its original good 
looks. With them, dyeing and water- 
proofing are accomplished in one oper- 
ation. Write the manufacturer of your 
tent, if possible, to find out what sealer 
he recommends for the job. 

A good homemade solution consists 
of 4 oz. paraffin or beeswax dissolved in 
1 gal. white gasoline or turpentine. The 
beeswax-and-turpentine combination im- 
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parts the least stiffness to cloth, but 
turpentine requires a long time to dry 


odor-free. All these ingredients are 
\highly inflammable or explosive and 
“t\should never be handled indoors. Mix 


and apply them outside, well away from 
flames or fire. 

Shave the wax fine and melt it. 
Warm turpentine or gasoline by setting 
its container in a tub of hot water. 
Stir in the wax. When it has dissolved 
and is still warm, paint it on the pitched 
tent with a brush. The canvas should 
be first cleaned of dirt and grease. 
Holes and rips should be repaired so 
the seams of new thread will be sealed 
with the dope. Rips can often be sewed 


ing with a suitable fabric. Put roof and 
side-wall patches on the outside of the 
tent, floor patches on the underside. 
Edges of patch and hole should be 
turned under into a narrow hem and 
sewed down securely. : 

Replace frayed ropes and missing 
grommets. If the tent is torn where a 
grommet used to be, cover the spot 
with a small square of canvas before 
installing a new metal ring. These 
small eyelets can be whipped down with 
| linen thread if you lack a regular set- 
ting tool. Ropes can be waterproofed 
along with the tent; so can mosquito 
| curtains or screen, provided they are of 
| airly open mesh and not tightly woven 

ke cheesecloth. Tent floors may need 
| two applications of dope before they 

will turn water that collects under 
them. 

Factory and home-mixed wax solu- 
tions cover 100 to 150 sq. ft. per gal- 
lon, depending on the condition of the 
tent. Badly worn cloth will absorb 
more than a newer fabric. 

Mildew stains on a tent indicate it 
was packed damp at some time and 
point to a need for waterproofing treat- 
ment, since redoped tents seldom mil- 
dew unless grossly mishandled. Light 
mildew stains do no structural harm 
and can often be covered with tinted 
waterproofing. 

Insect screens on doors and venti- 
lators should be checked for breaks or 
enlarged mesh. Breaks may need patch- 
ing but small enlargements can often be 
repaired by darning. This is important 
because a minute defect will admit 
enough mosquitoes to torment you all 
hight. 

Packing sacks and bags should be 
tested for water leaks and sealed with 














tent dope if necessary. If any of them 
have slide fasteners check them for easy 
Operation. Do the same with tent cur- 
tains and clothing because a fastener 
that goes bad at camp is an abomina- 
tion. Lubricants are available to keep 
Slide fasteners in good condition and 
Should be used occasionally. You might 
take a supply to camp.—Maurice H. 
Decker.

Size of Servings 
| Several readers have criticized Camp 
| Chef recipes as producing rather skimpy 
|portions. They ask, “Are we feeding 
|}men or mice?” It’s difficult, for a num- 
| ber of reasons, to hit upon a standard 
| portion. Appetites vary. So do menus. 

If there is only one item on the bill of 
fare, portions should be generous. If 
there are three or four, the portions 
may be reduced. Thus recipes here are 
| based on a reasonable variety at meals 
|and on average appetites. If the recipe 
|is for meat, it’s assumed you'll also 
| prepare a vegetable or two, with bread 
| and dessert on the side. 


Rice Omelet 


Here’s a breakfast dish as sustaining 
as pancakes and much quicker to pre- 
| pare. 
1 cup milk 
2 tbsp. flour 
1 tsp. salt

1% cups boiled 
| rice

Paraffin Waterproofing 


Question: My tent needs to be waterproofed 
again.

How To BUY A USED OUTBOARD 


t our boat club the other night a 
A new member started asking some 
questions about secondhand out- 
board motors. He had just bought his 
first boat and was now in the market 
for a motor. A new outboard was out 
of the question; he didn’t have enough 
money to pay cash for one and he 
wouldn’t buy on time payments. So 
it had to be a secondhand motor or 
none at all. 

He wanted to know, first, if it was 
safe to buy one, and, second, what tests 
he could make before parting with his 
money. And then the big question: 
What is a fair price for a used out- 
board motor? 

Well, 10 years ago I would have told 
him that buying any used motor was a 
chancy proposition—that if he couldn’t 
size up its qualities himself or find a 
friend to do it for him, he’d better stick 
to rowing. But things have changed 
since the second World War. 

You can start out by assuming that 
more wearing ability is built into mod- 
ern motors than into the older ones. 
There are also new convenience fea- 
tures, such as the gearshift and the 
remote fuel tank. Many an owner 
trades in a good, serviceable outboard 
just to get these modern features. And 
quite a few persons are buying bigger, 
more powerful motors to move larger 
hulls. All of which means that dealers 
have some good used motors to dispose 
of. And they also have some clucks! 


f I were starting out to buy a second- 
hand outboard, I’d try to learn 
something of the reputation of the 
various dealers in my area, since I’d 
prefer to do business with a man who 
is known to be an honest, straight-deal- 
ing trader. I’d try to pick one who 
makes boats and motors his main busi- 
ness, not merely a sideline. He’s pret- 
ty likely to have a real knowledge of 
outboards. He sells a nationally known 
make, and while he will accept other 
brands in trade, he’s not likely to take 
any old motor just to make a sale. 
He'll avoid the “orphans” that are no 
longer manufactured and for which 
parts are unobtainable. And he'll have 
facilities for properly reconditioning 
trade-ins, not merely prettying them 
up for resale. 

Of course, he’ll be selling you a used 
motor, but if he’s a man of reputation 
he’ll want you to remember him when 
you are in the market for a new motor. 

Nevertheless, you must still do your 
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buying intelligently and carefully. First, 
there’s the question of a fair price. 
During the scarcity of the war years, 
many used outboards were grossly 
overpriced. Now the market is a com- 
petitive one, and prices are becoming 
more standardized. There’s a rough 
formula you can use in judging cost. 
If a motor has had moderate use and 
good care, its price should be about 25 
percent under the original list if it’s 
one year old, plus a 10 percent reduc- 
tion for every additional year of age. 
On larger motors—say those above 10 
horsepower—the reduction may be 
greater, for there is less demand for 
them. 

An overhaul job may increase the 
cost of a used motor. But remember 
that this work will have been done on 
an engine that’s seen a good deal of 
wear. You’re better off with one that 
has had moderate use and good care. 

In buying from an owner, not a 
dealer, you are on your own. If you 
buy from a friend, and know what kind 


of care he’s given the engine, well and 
good. Otherwise you should make ev- 
ery effort to find out how the motor 
has been treated and how it is running. 
And here you can apply the rough de- 
preciation table I’ve given above to 
determine if the price is right. 

In any event, you should make a 
number of simple tests and checks that 
require no great mechanical ability. 
A running demonstration showing that 
the motor performs satisfactorily is 
not enough. Nor is a claim that the 
motor has been “reconditioned” or ‘“re- 
built.” Who did the work, and what 
are his qualifications ? What did he do? 
What is the extent of his guarantee? 


A new paint job means nothing, of 
course. You’re better off if you can 
see the original finish, because outside 
appearance is a good telltale of the 
treatment a motor has had. Hard usage 
is betrayed by badly rusted parts, 
patches, and dents. If the fuel tank

Remove the spark plugs. When you 
rotate the flywheel, the motor should 
turn over freely, with no roughness or 
drag at any point. Next, check the com- 
pression by holding your thumb over 
each plug opening in turn as you re- 
volve the flywheel. If the compression 


|is satisfactory there should be enough 


pressure to force your thumb off the 
hole. With your thumb over the hole, 
turn the flywheel to top center; com- 
pression should remain at full force 
until you remove your thumb. If it 


| doesn’t, there is probably a leak past 


the rings. 

If these tests indicate poor compres- 
sion, you can suspect (1) a cracked 
cylinder; (2) one broken through from 
the jacket to the inside; (3) a scored 
cylinder; or (4) rings frozen in their 
grooves. If the motor is four or five 


| years old and has seen salt-water use, 


a compression loss is probably due to 
a cracked cylinder, which will mean 
an expensive replacement job. 

At least, you can assume there’s a 
cracked cylinder until the owner proves 


| otherwise by taking off the cylinder so 
| that its inside can be examined. When 


this is done, also check to see that 
there is no small hole up near the 
combustion chamber, where rust has 
eaten through from the jacket. See 
also that there are no long scores run- 
ning lengthwise of the cylinder, pos- 
sibly caused by a loose wrist pin. Frozen 
rings can be freed, but a crack, hole, 
or serious scoring means a heavy repair 
bill.

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ly hollow ring will mean that its pas- 
sages are clear, but a dull clunk calls 
for further investigation. Then if you 
remove a core plug—one of the round 
disks in the casting—you should be 
able to determine if there is much rust 
and scale inside the jacket. Getting it 
out would mean a tedious and not al- 
ways satisfactory job. 

If the engine passes these tests sat- 
isfactorily, check to see if its parts are 
only normally worn or have gone so 
far that a repair bill will be involved. 

Check the tightness of the connect- 
ing-rod bearings by revolving the fly- 
wheel until the pistons are on top cen- 
ter, then rocking it rapidly 1 in. in each 
direction. You can expect some rap, 
since connecting rods are never set up 
tightly in an outboard. But a lot of 
noise means excessive wear. By listen- 
ing closely you can distinguish between 
the dull noise of the rod bearings and 
the higher-pitched clacking given off by 
loose wrist pins. 


by the top crankcase bushing. 
First grasp the sides of the fly- 
wheel and try to wobble it sideways. 
Then look for excessive end play by 
placing your fingers under the rim of 
the flywheel and trying to move it up 
and down. If there is much discernible 
wear shown in these tests, you can con- 
clude that crankcase compression is 
leaking, which makes for hard starting 
and loss of power. 

Now go back to the lower unit, which 
you've already inspected for corrosion, 
and do what you can to check its inside 
parts. The propeller’s condition will be 
quite evident; at worst, you need mere- 
ly buy another one. But by moving it 
back and forth you can determine the 
play of gears by the clicking of their 
teeth. Expect some play here, most of 
it between the power head and the 
drive shaft, or between the pinion and 
drive shaft. 

Next, check the bushing where the 
propeller shaft passes into the gear box. 
A grease leak here is bad; you can de- 
termine the possibility of one by mov- 
ing the shaft up and down to see how 
much wear has developed. If there is 
too much looseness, you won't be able 
to keep the case properly filled with 
grease, and- in an extreme case the 
gears might burn out. 

It’s a good idea to remove the lower 
grease plug to see what comes out. (It 
won’t mean much if the case has been 
freshly filled with grease.) If you find 
water you can suspect a lack of atten- 
tion on the part of the owner, and 
there is a chance that water will have 
rusted and even pitted the gears and 
bearings. 

You should expect normal wear, of 
course. But excessive wear is some- 
thing else again, and your main ‘ton- 
cern should be to detect real faults. 
If you find something wrong, don’t take 
the seller’s word that it won’t cost 
much to fix it. Find out for yourself 
by asking an outboard service man how 
much he would ask for repairs. Better 
yet, spend your time looking for a 
motor that needs no major repair work 
and will run satisfactorily from the 
Start.—J. A. Emmett.

If you use waterproof plywood your boat 
should stand up well in trailer use.

Answer: Most of the Canadian spruce used 
in Nova Scotia boat building comes from the 
maritime provinces. It stands up reasonably | 
well in the cold climate, but when used south 
of the Chesapeake Bay area it seéms to rot 
out soon. Of course, the problem is not so 
serious in an open boat or skiff, but I wouldn't 
consider Canadian spruce a lasting wood in your 
section.—J.A.E.

Question: I have a rowboat whose flat-bot- 
tom planking has shrunk so badly it cannot be 
calked. Can I cover the boat with canvas and 
expect good results?—T. R. Houchin, Ind. 


Answer: Ordinarily that’s not such a good 
idea, because the canvas is exposed to a good 
deal of wear. But in your case it may be the | 
only solution. You can minimize the chance of | 
damage by installing a center shoe or keel over |

Use 10-oz. canvas—white and not water- | 
proofed or treated—laid in marine canvas ce- 
ment. Before applying it, remove outer gun- 
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wales and center keel or shoe, if any, replac- 
ing them when the canvas has been installed. 

Canvas goes on in sections—one piece each 
for bottom, sides, and transom—with each 
lapped a good inch and tacked in plenty of 
cement. Thin down the cement and apply it to 
the installed canvas as a filler. That’s not nec- 
essary for tightness, but it lays the fuzz and 
reduces the amount of paint you'll need to cover 
the canvas.—J.A.E. 


Recalking Seams 


Question: I have a lightly built, compressed- 
seam boat. There are only four calked seams, 
but they need attention. In recalking should I 
use new cotton? Is there a quick way of getting 
the old calking out?—Harley R. Smith, Oreg. 


Answer: I'd be careful what I did with any 
calked seams on a lightly built boat, because 
it's easy to do more harm than good. If the 
leaks are confined to short sections, you may 
end them by removing the filler, tapping the 
calking down a little, and then refilling. 

It’s better to renew an entire seam than just 
a section of it, because new leaks may result on 
each side of the renewed part. 

Getting old filler and calking out of a seam 
is not an easy job. Care must be taken not to 
mar the wood or widen the seam unnecessarily. 
You can make a good tool out of an old file. 
Heat and bend its tang so that it will reach far 
enough into the seam, then file its end to a 
chisellike flatness. Use the tool first to cut 
through the filler then to work out the calking. 
The condition of the latter should tell you 
whether it should be replaced. If it’s not rotten 
you need merely tap it down again. 

I prefer candlewicking, which you can buy in 
balls, rather than regular cotton calking for 
small seams. Dip it in liquid marine glue, re- 
move the excess by pulling it through the 
fingers, and tap it down into the seam. When 
you're finished, be sure to brush some thin 
paint over the candlewicking; it will prevent 
the latter from ‘‘crawling’’ out and provide a 
better hold for the seam compound. 

Finish up by filling the seams with a good 
grade of marine seam compound.—J. A. E 


Plastics and Salt Water 


Question: Are plastic boats satisfactory for 
use in salt water?—J. S. Cordell, Mass. 


Answer: One made by a reputable concern 
should prove satisfactory. If you plan to leave 
it in the water, paint its bottom with anti- 
fouling paint. Marine borers won't attack the 
plastic but it may become fouled with marine 
vegetation and barnacles. Before applying the 
paint, though, ask the boat manufacturer what 
type he recommends. Otherwise you may get 
something that won't stick to the bottom—J.A.E. 


Wood Preservative 


Question: I’m going to build a river boat of 
native pine. Is there any preparation, to be 
used under paint, that will protect the wood 
from rot?—Milton McFry, Mo. 


Answer: You can get timber preservatives 
that will make wood last for a remarkably 
long time. Buy a type intended for marine use, 
since it penetrates better.—J.A.E. 


Plywood Pram 


Question: Can plywood be worked satisfac- 
torily into the curves of a 9-ft. pram that has 
no bottom framing?—Richard E. Conway, Calif. 


Answer: You should run into no difficulties. 
Nowadays many plywood boats are built with- 
out bottom frames. One drawback is that any- 
one stepping into the boat, or moving about in 
it, puts a strain on the fastenings that hold the 
bottom to the chines. A keelson or inside keel 
helps, and you should make sure that the bot- 
tom is well fastened to the chine, with a strip 
of glue or paint-soaked fabric sandwiched in 
between them. This is the surest way of avoid- 
ing a leak anywhere in a plywood boat. 

With 8-ft. panels you'll have to splice each 
side and bottom section. That's merely a mat- 
ter of butting the ends of the panels and fasten- 
ing them to a backing piece about 8 in. wide. 
To simplify the bending I’d put the splices aft, 
cutting away the backing pieces neatly where 
the chines can take their place.—J.A.E.

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of splicing. It’s perfectly feasible, too, 
to build the main room of the cabin 
first, then add the kitchen and porch 
later on. 

However, I know that my layout is 
not only ideal for the average vaca- 
tioning couple—even with a few guests 
popping in—but is also practical for 
year-round living. 

I built the seats on each side of the 
fireplace to take stock-size mattresses, 
which are suitably covered during the 
day. If you want to make the seats into 
double beds, arrange for a removable 
shelf behind them. Then the padded 
back of the seat can be dropped, day- 
bed style, to form a mattress. Other- 
wise you can stow bedding under the 
shelf and firewood beneath the seats. 
The L-shaped seat near the table space 
can also be utilized as a bed. 

The kitchen is well laid out, with good 
working space and storage facilities. 
Cooking in fall or winter can be done on 
a wood-and-coal range, which—along 
with the fireplace—keeps the cabin 
warm.

WHAT MAKES A DOG GUN-SHY ? 


[= big blue belton setter looked 
magnificent as Tom let him out of 
the car. The animal leaped to the 
ground and galloped boldly across the 
field. 

“My brother has been keeping him in 
town,” Tom said, ‘and I want to see 
what he’s forgotten before the hunting 
season opens.” 

I picked up my .32 handgun and led 
Tom and the dog to the edge of a pine 
woods where I thought we might strike 
a covey. The dog soon came on the 
birds, checked immediately on com- 
mand, and gave us a stylish tail-high 
point. Tom’s face beamed as I went 
ahead, kicked up the birds, and fired 
two shots. Then I looked around to see 
what the dog was doing. He was 50 
yards away, streaking for the house. 

We can. skip Tom's immediate re- 
marks. The dog hadn’t been gun-shy 
the previous season, and Tom couldn't 
understand what had happened to him. 
He was even more puzzled when he 
caught the animal and led him back to 
the car. The dog wouldn’t get in; he 
wanted no part of that car. 

“By golly, I had to pick him up bodily 
and put him in the car,” Tom said. “Do 
you think the backfire—”’ 

“T wouldn’t jump to conclusions if I 
were you,” I replied. “There’s prob- 
ably a good deal more to it than just 
the backfiring of an automobile. Check 
carefully on what’s happened to that 
dog during the summer. Anything that 
can make a good dog that gun-shy 
should be interesting.” 

Gun-shyness is a complicated sub- 
ject, and its correction is seldom an 
easy matter. There are many causes of 
it, and these first must be determined 
and removed before the condition can 
be improved or corrected. 


nm many cases shyness seems to be an 
I inherited failing. A pup can’t be 
afraid of a shot until he has heard it, 
of course, but he can inherit emotional 
tendencies or mental conditions that 
make gun-shyness almost inevitable. 
That is why I’m not in favor of mating 
dogs if either or both of them are gun- 
shy—-particularly if there is any in- 
tention of using the pups as hunting 
dogs when they grow up. 

There are various types of shyness. 
Man-shyness is one. Dogs having this 
complaint often become gun-shy, es- 
pecially when they are handled by 
strangers. The sharp dog—one that is 
quick to bite friend or foe—is not far 
off the same beam. Often he bites from 
fear or lack of confidence rather than 
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because he’s a tough customer. The 
get of these dogs must be handled care- 
fully or they, too, may develop shyness. 
But I’ve yet to see a friendly, good-na- 
tured dog that was instinctively gun- 
shy. 

A few weeks after our experience in 
the pine woods Tom came back with 
some interesting things to tell me about 
his setter’s problem. While the dog’s 
trouble may seem a bit unusual, actual- 
ly a large number of gun-shy cases 
among dogs can be attributed to some- 
what similar causes. 

It appears that Tom’s brother has 
two lively youngsters who spent a lot 
of time playing with the dog that sum- 
mer. The dog had a dangerous habit 
of suddenly darting out into the road 
in front of oncoming automobiles, and 
the children were afraid that he might 
be killed. So they conceived a bright 
idea which they thought would stop 
the dog from doing this. Unfortunately 
the idea occurred to them around the 
Fourth of July when they were playing 
with hand-thrown torpedoes. 

They’d read about motorcycle police- 
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men in some mid-western states who 
carry firecrackers to throw at rural 
dogs that chase them and snap at their 
legs. That sounded good, so the young- 
sters adopted the procedure to their 
purposes. They got out the family car 
and parked it in front of the house on 
the main roadway. Then one of them 
led the dog up to the car while the other 
let go with the torpedoes. They also got 
a neighbor’s son to drive the car slowly 
by the dog, at which time another round 
of torpedoes was fired off. The lessons 
were effective. They cured the dog of 
his bad habit. But they also almost 
ruined him for the field, and it took 
hours of patient work to remake him 
into a steady hunting dog. 


Yometimes dogs transfer the fear of 
S one thing to another. A _ young 
beagle I know was getting his first les- 
son in open-Season work. He picked up 
a trail, ran it into the brush, and then 
the fur began to fly. He’d disturbed 
the farmer’s tomcat. The dog’s owner 
shot into the air several times in an 
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effort to scare the cat away, but ever 
since then the dog has been gun-shy. 
The pup had never been shot over be- 
fore and it may be that he was shy to 
begin with, but I’m inclined to think 
that he associates gunfire with the 
licking the tomcat gave him. 

Here’s another example of the same 
thing. A new farm manager playfully 
pitched a fork of hay on a partly-dozing 
pointer. The dog scrambled out of it, 
but as he did so he upset a rack of 
forks and shovels. They fell all over 
him. He untangled himself and took 
off for the woods. In the dog’s mind 
it was the man who hit him with the 
implements as well as the hay, and 
from then on he was afraid of every- 
thing he saw that man do. He was gun- 
shy for the first time in his life when 
the farm manager tried to hunt him 
that season. 


yee is a major cause of gun- 
shyness and of poor execution in 
the field—such as dropping retrieves, 
breaking to wing, and quitting trails. 
Some authorities call this “differentia- 
tion’’—the inability of a dog to differen- 
tiate or know exactly what it is you 
want him to do. At first a confused 
dog is nervous, upset, and afraid that 
he’s not doing right. Later he becomes 
just plain afraid. 

This confusion often is induced in a 
dog by an owner who gives a variety 
of commands and creates situations 
which his dog doesn’t understand. In 
the field a dog’s failure to respond right 
away often is charged to dumbness. 
Too frequently this leads to more com- 
mands, harshly given, and perhaps a 
thrashing. The result is further con- 
fusion and ultimately a frustrated, use- 
less dog. 

There is still another factor that may 
contribute importantly. to promoting 
shyness in certain dogs. It is improper 
feeding—unbalanced diets. The lack 
of certain minerals and vitamins in a 
dog’s diet eventually may impair the 
health of the dog, make him nervous, 
neurotic, and ultimately gun-shy. If 
there is any suspicion that such a con- 
dition exists, make certain that the dog 
has a well-balanced diet for at least 
30 days before undertaking any other 
corrective treatment. If the dog doesn’t 
improve much in that time, feed him 
generously for another week or two. 

It is far easier to prevent shyness in 
dogs than it is to correct the condition 
once it develops. In this respect breed- 
ing should get first consideration. In 
direct heredity, the sire is just as im- 
portant as the bitch, but the bitch has 
far more influence on the pups. Wheth- 
er apparent or not, she transmits her 
own fears to them as they grow up 
about her: So the first caution, the 
first preventive action a potential dog 
owner should take, is to buy from 
sound stock.

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belong to a friend of mine called Buster. 
Here’s what happened. 

One day we drove to Buster’s home 
and parked the car near the kennel 
run. Two or three pups got up, yawned, 
and looked at us indifferently as we 
walked by them and went into the 
house. Buster prepared some dog food. 

Then, as he took the food out on the 
porch, Buster fired a cap pistol a cou- 
ple of times. The pups erupted from 
the kennel in a heap and clustered 
around the gate, yapping their joyous 
expectation. They had come to asso- 
ciate the firing of the cap pistol with 
something good and pleasant. 

Buster told me that when he first 
started training the pups he used a 
normal string of caps. Later he dou- 
bled them. Between the caps and the 
shotgun he used light-loaded .32 blanks 
in his field-trial pistol. This step could 
be eliminated from the training pro- 
gram if the first shotgun firing is done 
not so close to the pups that it scares 
them. Buster’s procedure works. I’ve 
known his dogs for 30 years and have 
never seen one that showed the slight- 
est tendency toward gun-shyness. 

Similar training in modified form 
can be given by any single-dog owner 
when he takes a new pup into his home. 
For a while, of course, the pup should 
be allowed to get used to his new sur- 
roundings and to make friends. It’s 
best to put off any gun-training activ- 
ity until the dog adjusts himself to his 
new quarters. Then Buster’s system 
can be started. In the event the pup 
has received no such training at all, 
which frequently is the case, be sure 
to fire the first shots some distance 
away from him. 


he same procedure can also be used 


with older dogs. If improper feeding | 


can be ruled out as a cause of gun- 
shyness in the mature dog, then it 
stands to reason that the dog is asso- 
ciating the sound with something he 
doesn’t like. Every effort should be 
made to find out what that is before 
the training is started, and be guided 
accordingly. In any event, the problem 
is to try to associate the sound of a 
gun with something pleasant—some- 
thing the dog likes or feels he must 
have. Food usually gets the best re- 
sponse. 

For specific treatment of the older 
gun-shy dog, the simplest that I can 
recommend is Buster’s method with 
the pups. For this to succeed, the dog 
must be hungry. Just before starting 
the training don’t feed the dog. Keep 
him tied up or in his kennel so he can’t 
| forage for food. 
| Then, at feeding time, get ten feet 
| away from the dog, fire the pistol, and 
present the food. Place the food near 
enough for him to reach it but suffi- 
ciently far away from him so that he 
must make an effort to get it. Call 
him and fire the pistol again. 

If he hesitates or holds back, throw 
him a pinch of food. Let him smell it 
so that he gets the idea that there is 
food in the pan. 





Call him a second time if necessary, 
and fire another cap. If he doesn't

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come within a few minutes, remove the 
pan of food, go away, and try again 
later—perhaps once in the morning and 
once at night. If he responds and 
comes to the pan after the caps have 
been fired, continue the procedure. | 
When he shows no hesitation about 
coming after the cap pistol is fired, 
double the caps, and later use a hand- 
gun with blanks. | 

Sometimes the training doesn’t take | 
long, but it all depends on the dog. I’ve | 
known some dogs to go without food 
for as long as six days rather than face 
up to the noise of a cap pistol. Such 
extreme cases require special handling. 
Try placing the food close enough to | 
the dog so that he can reach it without | 


effort. Then move it away gradually | 
as the dog’s confidence returns. 


The | 
dog may show further resistance after | 
taking his first food. But stay with | 
him. If he persists in hiding in his 
kennel box. when the caps are fired, 
cover up the kennel entrance before 
starting the procedure. And be sure | 
he has access to plenty of fresh water. 

Be patient. Keep at it. Unless you’re 
up against a very unusual situation, 
constant attention and gentle persist- | 
ence will win the dog over.—McDowell | 
Lyon. 





Don’t Overdo It 


Question: Can a coon hound be trained to 
trail several kinds of animals—such as coon, 
cat, and bear—and still be reasonably effective? 
How about working one on rabbits when no 
coons are available?—G. A. Shoemaker, Calif. 


Answer: Trail hounds can be worked on 
various types of game. It stands to reason that 
a multiple trailer will be best on the animal he 
works most. 

If a hound works both running game and 
treeing game, you won't know—when he hits a 
trail at night—whether to expect a treed coon 
half a mile away or an all-night run on wolf or 
bear. For that reason it is better to train a 
hound on one animal or on similar types of 
animals, such as those that tree. 

There is no reason why you shouldn't use a | 
coon hound on rabbits except that it makes his | 
work more complicated. Therefore you must 
give more time to his training. That’s why so 
many hunters want either a straight cooner or a 
straight rabbit dog.—McD.L. 





Beagle or Basset? 


Question: I'd like to get a dog suitable for 
hunting squirrels, coons, and opossums. Can | 
the beagle be trained successfully for squirrels? | 
How about the basset?—J. W. Osborn, Okla. |

It should be remembered 
writing him that serious illnesses cannot be 
treated successfully by a person unable to 
examine the dog. In such instances, a local 
veterinarian should be consulted at once.

Question: Every time I take my dog out for 
a run she comes back with the pads on her paws 
all worn off. It looks like the pads have some 
sort of a fungus growth on them. What can I 
do for this?—Leo R. Carroll, Ohio. 


Answer: 
witch hazel and apply some vaseline or mineral 
oil to the pads. If there is no improvement in 
a reasonable time, apply a solution (5- percent) 
of tannic acid and salicylic acid in alcohol to 
the feet with cotton once a day.—J. R. K. 


Gas in Stomach 


Question: Right after my dog has anything 
to eat his stomach gets all blown up with gas. 
I've tried changing his diet, 
What do you suggest?—H. Hochman, Mont. 

Answer: Try feeding him slightly cooked 
beef mixed with a slice of zwieback or stale 
whole-wheat bread two or three times a day. 
Add a pinch of bicarbonate to the food once a 
day. Put 1 tsp. limewater in his milk.—J. R. K. 


Distemper Inoculations 


Question: Is it possible for a dog that has 
been immunized against distemper and that has 
also been given a booster shot to contract dis- 
temper?—Mrs. Francis Halfpenny, Pa. 


Answer: Yes. The inoculations are not 100 
percent preventive, and the injections are not 
always lasting. A booster injection given: after 
a dog has already been exposed to distemper 
may not be effective in preventing the animal 
from developing’ the disease.—J. R. K. 


Coat Lacks Luster 


Question: Is there anything I can do to re- 
store the luster to my springer spaniel’s coat? 
—John M. Engel, Mich. 


Answer: Groom the dog every day. Add beef, 
beef heart, liver, milk, and eggs to his diet. 
Add 1 tbsp. cod-liver oil to the food daily, and 
give the dog 1 vitamin ABCDG capsule each 
day.—J. R. K 


Eggs Not Harmful 


Question: Is it true that raw eggs are harm- 
ful to dogs?—Ray Hoffman, Pa. 


Answer: A raw or soft-boiled egg may be 
added to a dog’s diet several times a week if 
it agrees with the animal. But if your veteri- 
narian advises you to discontinue doing it for 
certain reasons, then eliminate them.—J. R. K.

Question: How old should a female dog be 
before she is spayed?—Robert W. Klemer, Minn.

olstein bull, bull elk battle. Big 

bull elk jumped 5-ft. fence to get 

into pasture with 25 cows at 
Gleneden Beach, Oreg., last fall. Hol- 
stein bull challenged him, and they 
fought for estimated 3 hours before be- 
ing discovered. Holstein bull, heavier 
but slower, was getting licked when 
Walt Lemmon, Toledo, Oreg., opened 
gate to drive cattle to safety. Elk 
started after him, but Lemmon escaped. 
Elk finally killed with two rifle shots. 
Holstein bull, gored and bloody, spent 
rest of day lying down. Elk had spread 
of 4 ft. 

What, no mallards? Four Omaha, 
Nebr., duck hunters last season re- 
turned from hunt in Sand Hills area 
with following bag: five redheads, three 
canvasbacks, two baldpates, one gad- 
wall, one ruddy, one bufflehead, one 
bluebill, one greenwing teal, one ring- 
neck. Had to appeal to game warden to 
identify their take. 


New York wild goat hunt. Himalayan 
tahr, large wild goat, imported from 
Asia, escaped from farm at Millwood, 
N. Y., three years ago. Sighted recently 
on place of Rudolph Stern, Chappaqua, 
was driven by dogs into garage after 
fierce battle. Stern tried to get zoos to 
accept animal, no takers. Private game 
farm sent truck for tahr, but beast 
again escaped and is still at large. 

Huge grizzly. Ace Demmers, Salem, 
Oreg., trailed big grizzly two days in 
Achate Mountain area, British Colum- 
bia. During this time the bear had 
killed two smaller bears, two moose. 
Demmers got brute with one shot. Hide 
squarech 91 ft., weight estimated 1,400 
Ib. Provincial officials reported to say 
grizzly largest ever killed their area. 

The masterful Tiltons. Last season 
four members of Tilton family, Farm- 
ington, N. H., went week-end deer 
hunting. Three got their deer on Satur- 
day, the fourth got his on Sunday... 
Venerable deer hunters. Active in field 
during Michigan’s latest deer season 
were Luther Moody, Evart, 96; Edwin 
D. Brown, Jackson, 94; Samuel L. Gig- 
gy, Hesperia, 92, and George W. Gin- 
ther, Owosso, 91... New deer-feeding 
stunt. Sportsmen’s club, Piseco Lake, 
N. Y., noticed that deer with access to 
salt blocks put out for cattle were big-

Last May club began dropping from 
plane 4-lb. blocks of Blusalt, said to 
contain valuable trace minerals, to ben- 
efit does, newly born fawns. Success of 
experiment has resulted in extending 
operations this year.
